^et having hid Opportunities that do not offer them- 
l^lvcs to ftli that travel, and having joined to thofc a 
Curiofity ilmofl equal to tlie Advahtases t enjoyed, I 
fancy it will not be an ungrateful Enttrtainment, if 1 
give you fomeAccount of thofeThrngs that plesfedme 
moR in the Places throajh which I ha^e pafled ; But 
1 will avoid faying fuch things t's occur in ordinary 
\Booltj, for which I refer yoiifotlje^riHd; for^svoii 
"Xnow, thstlfcaViC no greftlncuBSitoivXtt WON ■w'c'^ 
- A "■■■■■■■ . ■■■«'Jm!» 
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others have faid 5 To a Traveller has not LeiAire, ttot 
Humour enough for fo duJl an Employment. 

As I came all the Way from Faris to Lions^ I was 
fimazedto fee fo much Mifery as appeared, not only in 
Villages, but even in big Towns^ where all the Marks 
of an extream i'over/^^ (howed themfelves both in the 
Buildings^ the Cloatks^ and almoU in the Looks of the 
InftfiffitctnU : And a general difpeoplir.g in all the 
Tovins was a very vifible Effedl of the Hardfbips undei* 
firhich they lay. 

I need tell you nothing of the irregular and yet mag- 
nificent Situation of Lions^ of the noble Rivers that 
meet there, of the Rock cut frdm fo val! a Height for a 
Prifon, of the Cart huftans Gardens, of the To^n-Houfe^ 
©f the Je/uits College, and Lii^rary of the famons 
Nunnery of St. Feter^ of the Churches^ particularly 
St. Irene^s^ of the Remnants of the Aquedu^s^ of the 
Columns and the old Mo/aick in the A^^ey Dene. In 
!(bort, Mr. Sfon has |;iven fuch an Account of the C<^ 
rioftties there, that it were a very prefumptuous At- 
tempt to offer to co*nc after him. 

The Speech of Claudius^ ingraven on ^Flate of Brafs^ 
and fet in the End of the low Walk in the TovDn-Hou/e^ 
is one of the nobleft Antiquities in the World,'by.'wKich 
vre fee the Way of Writing and Pointing in that Age ve» 
ry copioufly. The Shield' of Silver of twenty two 
Pound Weight, in which fome Remains of Gilding'do 
yet appear, and that feems to reprefent that generous 
Aaion ofSciJfio^s^ of reftoring a fair Captive to ^Celti- 
her tan Frince^ is certainly the nobleft Piece of P/^i/e 
that is now extant, the Embofling pf it is fo fine and^fo 
entire th^t it is indeed invaluable : And if therq werC:;*** 
an Infcription upon it to put Us beyond Conjediure, i|; 
were yet much more incilimable, ?■ 

A great many Infer if tjons are to be fecn of the late /■' 
and barbarous Ages, as Bonum Memorium^ and Epita*- 
fhium Hunc. There are twenty three Injcrtttlons in 
the Garden of the Fathers of Mercy^ but fo placicd, as 
it (hews how 1 i tt ie thofe who polTefs them do either xiw 
'dei^Bd or Kfliue them. J fliall only give yoU ane^ ht* 
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^ufe I made a little Retie6!ion on it, tho* it is not per^ 
haps too well grounded, becaufe none of the Criticks 
have thought on it. 

The Injcriftion is this, D. Af . Et MemorU ^ter- 
na Sutia Anthidls. Qua vlxit Ann'is XXr. M. XI. 
DV. Quadum Nlmia fta fuit^ fada eft Impia : £? At- 
tlo ProhatiQjo^ CecaUus CaUftio Conjux 3 tater^ i3 fihi 
vivo Fonendum curavit (3 f^^ ajcia dedicavit. This 
111 u ft be towards the barbarous Age^ as appears by the 
falfe Latin in Nimla : Rut the Injcription ftems fo ex- 
travagant, that a Man dedicating a Burial-done for ^is 
Wife and 5'ow, and under which himfelf was to be laid, 
with Ceremonies of Religion^ ihould tax his Wife of Im- 
piety, and give fo extraordinary an Account of her be- 
coming fo through an Excefs of Piety ,.that it deferves 
fome Conlideration. 

It feems the Impiety was publick, otherwife a Hus» 
tand would not have recorded it In fuch a Manner; and 
it is plain, that he thought it rofe from an Excefs of 
Fiety, 

I need not examine the Conjeftures of others; but 
will chufe rather to give you my own, and fubmit it 
to your Cenfure. 

It feems to me that this Sutia Anthis was a Chriftian ; 
for the Chriftians^ becaulfe they would not worfhip the 
Gods of the Heathens^ nor participate with them in 
their facred Rites, were accufed both ofAthei/m and 
Impiety. This is fo often objefted, zndthc Fathers in 
their Apologies have anfwered it fo often, that it were 
Joft Labour to prove it : fo this Wife of CecaUus CaVfth 
having turned Chriftian; it feems he thought he was 
hound to take fome notice of it in the Infcription : But 
by it he gives an honourable Charafter of the Chriftian 
Lo£frine^ at the fame Time that he feems to accufe it; 
that thro' an Excefs of Fiety^ his ^//p was carried to 
Jt: Since a Mind, feriouflv poffeffed with a true Senfc 
of Fiety^ could not avoid the falling under a Diftafte of 
faganifm^ apd the becoming Chriftian. 

At Grenoble^ there is not much to be feen, the learn-

thatalmort fliut upon it, together with the Beauty, 
the Evennefs and Fruitfulnefs of the Valley^ that is all 
ialong well watered with the River of Llj'erre^ make 
fuch an agreeable Mixture, that this vaft Diver flty of 
Qbjefts, .that do at once fill the Eye, gives it a very 
entertaining. Profpefit. 

Chamhery has nothing in it that deferves a long De- 
fcription, and Geneva istoo well known to be much in- 
fffted pi>. It is a little State^ but it has fo many good 
QorjJUtuti(\ns in it, that the greateft miay juftly learn kt 
it' The Chamber of the Corn has always ti»o Years 
Provifion f^r the City \n Store, and forces none but the 
Bakers tQ buy of it at a taxed Price j and fo it is both 
j^ecelTary for any Extremities, uncfer whjch the State 
may fall,and is likewife of great Advantage; f6r it gives 
a good yearly income, that has lielpt the State to pay 
near a iiillion of Debt contrafted during the Wars^ aifd 
the CittTLens are not opprefied by it^ ibr every In^abj*

And i^ oh6 wiH 
compare the Faith of itowe and Gene*oa tog:6ther by Ait 
Particular, he will be forced to prcftr the Latter 5 for 
if ^oci Worlts arc a ftrong Prcfumption, if not a tath 
Indication of a good Faith^ than JtiJtUe^ being a' good 
Work of the firft Form, Geneva will certainly, carry it. 
At Rome the Bote buys in all the Corn of the FAtrU 
mony ; for none of the Landlords can fell it cithef to 
Merchants or Bakers, He buys it at ivtCrovini thfcif 
Meafure, ahd even that is flowly, and ill paid, fo th^t 
there was 800000 Cro'uons owing upon that. Score 
when I was at Rome, In felling this out, the Meafufe 
is lelTened a fifth Fart^ and the Price of the whole i« 
doubled, fo that what was bought At five Cronjohs^ , it 
Ibid out at t*welve 5 and if ihtBaiers^ who are obll^M to 
take a determined Quantity of Corn from the Cham^'ety 
cannot retail out all that is impolfed upon thetn, but , 
tre forced to return fome Part ©f it back, the ChamBef 
flifcounts to them only the firft Price of five D'oiibwx ; 
whereas in Geneva the Meajure by ^hich they luy anft 
feu is the fame, and the Gain is fo inconfiderable, that 
ft is vcn( little beyond the comihon Market-Price ; 
fo that up->!i the whole Matter, the Chamber of the 
Corn is but the Merchant to the State. But if the 
Publick makes a moderate Gain by the Corn^ that, anil 
,all the otherRevenues of this fmall Common^eMh, arb 
fo well employed, that there is no Caufe of Cortiplaint 
given in the Adminftration of the publickPurfe, which 
with the Advantagjes that arife out of the ChaMer 6f 
the Corn^ U about 1 00000 Crov)ns Revenue. But 
there is much to go^out of this : 300 Sotdiprs are payr 
cd, an Arjenal is maintained, that, in proportion to 
the Staii^ is the,greateft in the World, for ft contains 
Artks for Hiore Men than aire in the State : There is fc 
great Number of Minifters and Frofejfors^in all tweik- 
ty-fbur p^ycd o^it of it^ befides all the publiek Ctiar* 
l^es aitd Officeis of the Government, £vierx one of thp 
..leffer Cowicilof Twchty-fiye having a 160 (&o^vs^ ahdt 
every Syndic having 200 €rd*\»ns Penfibn : And afltcif 
)iU tSl« ebnie \Mt iatit&m Charts 6t t\£i It^^kiV^i^ 
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that they are oblifpM to fend often to Farls^ to Savoy^ 
•nd to SiXiitTjerUnd^ fo that it is very apparent no Man 
tan enrich himfelf at the Colt of the Publick. And the 
Appointments of the IHtleCouncil are a very fmali Re- 
Compence for the great Attendance that they are o- 
bliged to give the Publick, which is commonly four 
or five Hours a Day. The Salary for the Frofejfors 
fuid Mintfters is indeed fmail, not above 2op Crowns ; 
|>ut to bailanCe this ("which was a more competent Pro- 
vifton when it was firft fet off 1 50 years a^o, the Price 
of all things, and the Way of living being now much 
lieighthed) thofe Employments are here held in their 
due ^Reputation, and the richeft Cit'tTLens in the Toinn 
preed up their Children fo as to qualiiie them for thofe 
Places. AxA a Mimfter that is fuitable to his Charac«- 
ter, is thought fo good a Match, that geneaally they 
Jiave fUch Eftates either by SuccefRon or Marriage, as 
fupportthem fuitably to the Rank they hold. And 
in Geneva there is fo great aRegulation uponExpences 
of all forts, that a fmall Sum goes a great way. It is 
ia furpriZingThing to fee fo mwch Learmng2iS one finds 
in Geneva ; not only among thofe whofe Profeffion 6- 
bliges them to ftudy, but among the Magiftrates and 
fitix»ens^ and if there are not many Men of the firft 
Form of Learning among them, yet every Body almoft 
here has a good Tinfture of a learned Education, info- 
xnuch, that they are Mafters of the Latin^ they know 
the Bonfr^verjtes of Religion and Hijiory^ and the/ 
»re generaUy Men of good Senfe. 

Tfhere is an univerfal Civility^ not only toward Stran* 

,S^^h hut towards one another, that reigns all the 

Town over, and leans to an Excefs: So that in them 

[one fees a Mixture of a French Opennefs, and an Italian 

'Sxa6\nefs : Th^re is indeed a little too much of the 

laft. 
The publick JuJUee of the €ity is quick and good, 

*|ind is more commended than the private yitftice o£ 
' Jtholb that deal in Trade : A want of Sincerity is much 

lamented by thofe that know the roiow. well; There 

(t no yubUcK LcwdneTf tokraUd, and the Slforders of 
,. .. - - thai 
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thtt foft are managed vith great Addrefs. And not« 
'withttanding their Neighbourhood to the SwtTUrs^ 
drinking is very little known among them. One of the 
beft Parts of their Laa», is the Way of felling Rftates^ 
which is likewife praftifed in SiJoitTLerlandy and is cal- 
led Su&haftation^ from the Roman Cuftom of. felling 
SuHafta. A Man that is to buy an EftatCy agrees with 
the Owner, and then intimates it to the Government % 
who order three fev^ral Proclamations to he made, fix 
Weeks, one after another, oEthe intended Sale, that is 
to be on fuch a Day r When the Day comes, the Cre- 
ditors of the Seller, if they apprehend that the IJiatt 
is fold at an under Value, may out-bid the Buyer % but 
if they do not interpofe, the Euyer delivers the Money 
to the State^ which upon that, gives him his Title to 
the EJiafe^ -which can never be fo much as brought 
under a Debate in Law ; and the Price is payed into the 
State^ and is by them given either to the Creditor^ of 
the Seller, if he owes Money, or to the Seller himfelf. 
This Cuflom prevails likewife in'SwJfe^ where alfo 
t*welve Year J Poffeflion gives a Prefcription ; fothat 
in no Place of the World are the Titles to Efiates fo 
fecure as here. The Conftitution of the Government ii 
the fame both in Geneva^ and in moft of the Cantons* 
The Sovereignty lies in the Council of 200 and this Coun» 
cil chufes out of its Number Twenty-five, who are the 
lejfer Council*^ and the CenfurV of the Twenty-five be- 
longs to the great Council : They are chofen by a fort of 
Eallos^ fo that it i« not known for whom they give 
their Votesy which is an effectual Method to Aipprefli 
Faaions and Refentments ; fmce in a Competitioh 
no Man can know who voted for him or againft him $ 
yet the EleSlion is not fo carried, but that the whole 
To'wn is in an Intrigue concerning it : For fince that 
being of the little Council leads one to the Sindicat^ 
which is the chief Honour of the State ; this Dignity 
'is coiLirtedhere with as a6^ive and felicitous an Ambi* 
tion, as appears elfewhere for greater Matters. The

From Geneva I w«it thro' the Country of Vaud^ ojr 
the Valley^ and Laiffanne it? Chief Toovn,. in my Wajr 
to Bern. The Town of Laufanne U Atu^ed on three 
Hills^ fo that the whole Toyon is Afceu^ asd JDefcent, 
and that ver^ fieep, chie^y on the Side on which the 
Church ftands, which is a y«ry noble Fabnclc. Thei 
^outik-Wall of the Crofs wa^'fo fplit by an Earthquake 
about thirty Yjears ago, that there was a RcJ^t made 
from Top to Bottotn above a Foot wide ^ which wa^ 
^o clofed up ten Years after by ai^iother E/trthquafse^ 
-that now onie only fees where the Breajch was. This 
jextravag^nt Situation of the Tovin^ was joccafioned hf 
•a Leg^d of fome Miracfes wrought near the Church/; 
which prevailed fo m»Qh on the Credulity of thajt 
A^e^ that by it the Churchy and fo in Confequence 
^the Buildings near it, wex^ added to the old Town^ 
which (iood on the.othiejr 011^ wher^e there was n 
Tov)n made on the High-^'Ay from the Lake into Swt^ 
TLerland^ to which the chief Privileges .of the Tonvrt^ 
particularly the J^udlcatujre of Life aivd li>eath, do Hill 
belong. Between Geneva &n^ this^ lies the Lajjie^ which 
at the one End is called the Lake of Geneva^ and at the 
other the Lake oS Laufanne. I nqed not* mention th^e 
Dlmenftons of it, which are fo y^pVl Jcnown ; only i/i 
tome Places the l)fj^fi^ has never been found, for it is 
more tlian five hundred Fathom. The Banks of the 
Lake2ac the be&utifuUefl Flols of Gro\M[id that can be 
imagined 5 for they look as if they had boen laid by 
Act, the Sloping is fo .eaite and fo cq.vaJ, and the 
Grounds ace fo well cuttivated ain^ Pfiopled, th>a| a 
more delighting Profpiea oannot be ^on »fiy where. 
The Lake is well-ftockt with cxcel^ntf *> 5 but their 
Num^bers do il^nfibly .deci;pafe ; one Sor-t is quite loff. 
It is not only to be a&rib'il to the J<»v!eivmCn^fs of the 
Fikes iha^J abound in lit, but to Anothf r fori of Ftjh 
that they call MaurMlf.^ y^bich Wptfi J[\cyer taken in 
the L-k€ till within thefcji^ IT^^rj Ul\i3^^\ T:\\^^ i^^ 
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in the La\e of Neuf-Chaftel^ and fome of the othef 
Lakes of S'wttx.erland^ and it is likely that by fome 
Conveyance under Ground they may have come into 
Channels that fall into this Lahe. The Water of the 
Lake is all clear and frelh. ^ It is not only a great Pond 
marde by the Rhofne^ that runs into it, but does not 
pafs thrpugh it unmixt, ias fome Travellers have fond- 
ly imagined, becaufe fometimes a foft Gale makes a 
Curling of the Waters in fome Places, which runs 
fmooth in the Places over which that foft Breath of 
Wind does not pafs, the Gale varying its Place often, 
but it is believed, that there are alfo many great Foun- 
-tains all over the Lake.' Thefe Springs do very probab- 
ty flow from fome vaft- Cavities that are in the neigh- 
bouring Mountains^ which are as great Cifierns^ that 
difcharge themfelves in the Valleys^ which arc cover- 
ed over with Lakes : And oh the two Sides of the 
Alpes^ both North and South^ there is fo great a Num.- 
ber of thofe little 5e«^^ that it may beeafily gueffed 
they muft have vaft Sources that feed fo conftantly 
thofe huge Ponds. And when one confiders the Height 
of thofe Hills ^ the Chain of fo many of them together, 
^nd their Ektent both in Length and Breadth ; if at firft 
he thinks of the old Fables, of laying one Hill upon 
the Top of another, he will be afterwards apt to ima- 
*gine, according to the ingenious Conjefture of one 
that travelled over them oftner than -once, that thefe 
cannot be the primary ProdUftions of the Author of 
Nature 5 but are the vaft Ruins T)f the firft Worlds 
•which at thie Deluge broke here into fo many Ine- 
qualities. 

One Hill not far from Geneva^ ca lied M^uiif, or Cur- 
fed^ of which one third is always covered with Snow, 
is two Miles of perpendicular Height, according to 
the Obfervation of •that incomparable Mathematician 
and Philofopher, Nicolas Fatio Duilier^ who at twen- 
ty-two Years of Age is already one of the greateft Men 
of his Age, and-fecms to be born to carry Learning 
fgme Sizes beyond wh»t it has yet attAined. ^ 4—

When th^Baiji^is 
hn^ he-takes all poilible Methods to make the beft 
t he can^ and lets few Crimes pafs, that ^arrj 
;r Coniifcations- or Fines after them, his JuAice 
is generally fufpefted. It is true, thofc of tfi^ 
Uge may complain to the Council at JBern, as thf 
refled Frpvinces did ancierftly to the Senate of 
f, and there have been ibvere Judgments againtf 
^ very exorbitant Bailiffs ; yet as Complaints arc 
Aide, except upon great Otoiiions, which ?rf 
>fttti giveaby the BaiUfft^ fo it being the gencf 
ntereft of the eitix^ens of jB^rnto make ail poflible 
aittages of thofe Imployments, the Cenfure will 
at gentle,, except the Complaint i9 crying. ._ ^

none on their Ramparts, they have gooci Store in theif- 
Arfenal^ in which they fay there are Atws for forty 
thoufandMen. 

The Peafants are generally rich, chiefly on the 
German Side, and are all well armed .• They pay no 
Duties to the Publtck $ and the Soil i$ capable of 
great Cultivation y in which they fucceed fo well, 
that I was (hewed fbntc that were by Accident at Bern^ 
who, as I was told, ' had of Eftate to the Value of an 
hundred thoufand Crdinns ; but that is not ordinary $ 
yet ten thou fand^row^f for a Peafant is noextraordi^ 
nary Matter. They live much on their Milk and 
Corn, which inTome Places, as about J?<ryer«, yields? 
an Increafe of fifteen Meafures after one : They breed 
many Horfes^ which bring them in a great deal of 
Money. The worll thing in the Country is, the Moi- 
fhire of the Air^ which it not only occafioned by the 
Vnany Lakes that are in it, and the -Neighbouring 
Mountains that are covered with 5ffoa«, fome all the 
Summer long, and the reft till Mid-Silntmer \ but 1)7 
the vaft Quantity Jof Woods of F/r-^^^w^' which feeni 
*o fill very near the half of their Soil :: And if thefe 
VewJ'fdr the inoft pirt rooted out; ais thdv would have 
ixi^cA more Soil, ifo their -/4ir would be ni^ch purer | 
yet till they find either Coal or TUrf for their Fcwel; 
this ca'nnot b^dobe.v; I was told, that they^ had found 
ihal in fome Places'! If the Coal is ^conveniently fitu* 
>fed,- To that by tUelr Lakes and Rivefs it can be eafily 
bllrVTdiovet theCotintry, it ma^i drvd them a great 
Wttitfi of Ground; that «s it is cevtred with Wood, fd 
•Ke Air becomes thereby the m ore uhvrholfome. 
'■^"Fheyhave forfiw Fountains of Salt^'atew^ but the 
hifUiiig SaVt^ conliimes fo much Wodd^ ''that hitlierto 
4l^;A^f/ibt tun) 'cl to eovAccouut^ • 
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The M^« are generally fincere, .but heavy : They 
think it neceffary to correft the Moifture of the Air 
-with liberal Entertainments, 5 ajidthey are well fur* 
niihed with all neceffary Ingredients ; for a$ their Soil 
produces good Cutt{e^ fo their Lakes abound in Fijhy 
and their Woods in Fo/w/. the Wine is alfo light and 
good. The Women are generally imployed in their do- 
meitick Affairs 5 and the Wivet even of the chief Ma- 
giftrates of Eern^ look into all the Concerns of the 
Houfe and Kitchen, as much as the Wives of the 
meaneft Peafants. Men and Women do not converfe 
promifcuoufly together, and the Women are fo much 
amufed with the Management at home, and enter fo 
little into Intrigues, that among them as an eminent 
Phy iician there told me, they know not vihat Vapours 
«re, which he imputed to the Idlenefs and the In- 
trigues that abound elfewhere ; whereas, he faid, a- 
mong them the Blood was cleanfed by their Labour, 
and as that made them fleep well, fo tliey did not a- 
mufe themfelves with much Thinking, nor did they 
know what Amours were. The thirci Adultery is 
punifhcd with Death, which is alfo the Puniffiment 
of the fifth Aft of Fornication ; of which I faw an In- 
ftance while I was in Rem : For a Woman, who Con- 
felTed her felf guilty of many Whoredoms^ and deiigned 
to be revenged on fome Men, that did not furnifli her 
liberally with Money, was Upon that condemned and 
executed. The Manner was folemn ; for the Advoyer 
comes into an open Bench in the Middle of the Street, 
and for the Satisfaftion of the People, the whole Pro- 
eels was read, and Sentence was pronounced in the 
hearing of all ; the Counfellors both of the great and 
leffer Council (landing about the Advow^ who after 
Sentence took the Criminal very gently by the Hand 
and prayed for her Soul ^ and after Execution, . there 
was a Sermon for the Inftruftion of the People^ 

The whole State is difpofcd for ^^r 5 fbfr iycty

Vi^j^s. They tilTuj-ed' hie utBern^ that upon a: general 
iS.umjD.ons they could bring above eighty thoufand 
^Men together. The Meft are robuft and ftrong, and ca< 
jpable of^reat Hardfhip, and of 'good Difcipline, and 
Jwve generally an ex^ream Senfe of Liberty, and a 
^reat X-pve to their Country \ butthey labour under a 
?¥iurfpf Officers. And tho' the Subjefts of the State 
;ire rich, yet thePubliqk is poor ; they can well re- 
JiiJ ^ fudden Invafion of their Country; but they 
»Wwld fpon grow weary of a long War ; and the Soil 
j-eqiilr^s fo much Cyltiyation, that they could not 
J[Jparje /rpm their J^^abo.ur the Men that would be ne- 
ceffjary to preferve their Country* They were indeed 
a5 happy as a People could be, when the Ew^^ror 
l).ad At face on the one JIand, j^nd the Spaniards had the 
.Ft'Anciu Qomte on the otjber, they had no Reafon to fear 
ihcir Neighbours 3 but now that both thofc Frovinces 
^xe in the jp.apds of the French^ the Cafe is quite al- 
tered ; for ^^s^afil \s every Moment inDanger from th^ 
Garrifi)i> of Hunningen^ that is but a Cannon-ihot dif- 
-taixtfroBi it. fo\all the Fais de Vaud lies open to the 
JFran^che Comie^ .and has neither Fortified Places, nor 
fgood PaJBfcs to fpcu.re it ; fo that their Error in fuf- 
Jfering jthjs Jtp Call jnto tjie Hands of the French was €o 
grcrfs, JJbat J tookXome Paijis to J)e iixformed concern- 
ing ijt, and will ijere ^ive you this Account, that i 
Jbad jfraiti one who was then in a very eminent Poft, fo 
ihat as iie x^rtainly knew the Secret, he feemed -to 
jG^^k fincerely to me. He told me, that the Duhe of 
MXrajn. had often, moved in the Council of War^ that 
jjhe Ihyafion of France ought .to be mjide on that Side, 
"in whfph Fr^npjf .lay open, and w^is vpry ill fortified : 
-TJbif Bp f e|)eat^d pft^n, and it was known in France ; 
/P.tW rtue X-iKij^fe^^vtA to poffefshimfelf of the Com- 
j,*fc, i)ut ufcd that* Precaution, that fearing to provoke 
'v^.^nltpt^rs he offered a Neutrality on ^h'at Side; btit 
^*ll^'jS}aniiirajf/ 'wTx&'S^dzed right, that it was as

ihtich tlie Intereft of the Cantons, as it was theirs, to 
prefcrve the Comte in^their Hands, refufed to conftiftt 
to it ; but they took no care to defend it^ and feemed 
to leave that to the S*wit%.ersi 

In the mean whil^, the French Mone^ went about 
•i^ery Liberally at Bern^ and after tHole that were moft 
likely to niake Ot)pofition were gainfcd i the French 
Minifteir propofed to theni the Neceffity in which his 
Matter foUnd himfelf engaged to feciire himftlf on that 
Side ; biit that ftill he would grant a Neiftrality on 
their Account, if the SpanUrdi would agree to it y 
and with this, fill the AiGTiirances that could be given 
in Word* were offered to them, that they fhould nevei* 
find the leaft Prejudice from the Neighbourhood of 
the French^ but On the Contrary, all poilible Protec- 
tion. Tftere wai jtlft Caufe given by the Spaniards tof 
coniider them vety littlfe in their Deliberation ; for 
they would neither accept of the Neutrality, nor 
fend a confiderable Force to preftrve the Country, fo 
that it fbemed almofl inevitable to give way to the 
French Pi'o|)oiition \ but one propofed that which ail 
ttnbyafsM Affembly would certainly have accepted^ 
that they ihbuld go themfelves and tal^e the Country ; 
and by fo doing, they would feciire the Neutrality^ 
which was all that the Frf/ir^ pretended todelire; 
and they might eaitly fatiify the Spaniards, and reim- 
burfe themfelves of the Expence of^ the Invaiton, by 
refloring the Country to them when a general Peace 
ihould be made. He laid out the Mifery to which 
their Country muft be reduced by fo powerful a 
Neighbour, but all t^as loft Labour \ fo he went out 
in a Rag6, and publifhed thro^ the Tovsn^, that the 
State t»tas fold, and all *was loft. They now fee their 
Error too late, and wotild repair it, if it were poflible^ 
but the Trtlth is, many of the patticular Members of 
this StAte do fo prty upon the Publick, that unleft 
thdy do with one Confent reform thofe Abufts, they 
will never be in a Condition to dd much \ for in many 
of their Bailittges, of which fouie are Abbeys, the 
BiUliffs not only fetdonthe^tt^ie^s. but \ite« \^^ t^^ 
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the State^ and pretend they arc fo far fupcr-cjrpended, 
, that they dlfcount a great deal.of the PublickRc venue, 
of which they are the Receivers, for their Reimburfe- 
ment: Which made Mr, id^ErUck once lay, when 
o?ic or thefe Accounts was prefentcd, TJiat It ijoas very 
ft range if the Abbey could not feed the Monks, It is 
true, the Power of their Bannerets is fo great, that 
one would think they might redrefs many Abufes. 
The City of Bern is divided into four Bodies, not un- 
Jike our Companies of London^ which are the Baker ^^ 
the Butchers^ the Tanners^ and the Blaek-fmitiis^ anc^ 
every Citlx.en of Bern does incorporate himfelf into 
one of thefe Societies, which they call Al^beys y for it 
is likely they were anciently ji Sort of a Religious Fra- 
ternity. Every one of thefe chufes two Bannerets^ 
who bear Office by Turns, from four YearSp to four' 
Years, and every one of them has a Baillage annexed 
to his Office, which he holds for Life. They carry 
their Name from the Banners of the feveral Aklreys^ 
as the Gonfaloniers of Italy ^ and the Advoyers carry 
Hill their Name from the ancient Titles Ecdicus^ or 
Advocate^ that was the Title ofthe Chief Magiftrates 
of the To^wns in the Times of the Roman Emperors, 
The Chamber of the four Bannerets that bear Office, 
has jt vail Power, they exana-ine and pafs all Accounts, 
and they admit all the Competitors to any Offices, fo 
that no Man cap be propofed to the Council of two 
hundred, without their Apprcrfwtion •, and this beings 
now the Chief Intrigue of their S^tate^ they have fo 
abfolute an Authority in (hutting Men out from Im- 
ployments, that their Office, which is for Life, is no 
kfs confiderable than that of the Advoyer^ tho' they 
are inferior to him in Rank, They manage Matters 
"with great Addrefs, of which this Inftance was given 
me in a Competition for iheAdvoyerJkip not long ago; 
there was one whofe Temper was violent, that had 
made it fo fure among thofe who were qualified to 
vote in it, as being neither of his Kindred,, nor Alii-, 
ance, that they believed he would carry it from the 
other Compciitor, whom they fa vouredJ, fothcy fct 

up 
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up a third Com petit of, whofe Kindred xi^erc the Per- 
fons that were made Aire to him, whcrfe Advancement 
they opppfed, and by this Means they -were all (hut 
out from voting, fo that the EleEihn went according 
to the Defigpi of the Bannerets. The chief Man now 
in Bern^ who was the reigning Advoyer when I was 
<hcre, is Mr. d^Erlack^ who was Governor of Br i jack 
and had a Brevet to be a Marefchal of France : This is 
one of the nobleit Families in Bern^ that afted a great 
Part ill ihaklng off the Auftrian Tyranny^ and ihey 
ihavc been ever iince very much diftinguifhed there 
from ail the reft of their Nobility : Thepreient Head 
/of it is a very extraordinary M«», he has a great A u* 
thority in his Canton^ not only as hejs Advoyer, but 
by the particular Eileem which is payed him. For 
he is thought the wifeft and worihieft Man of the 
jState^ tho' it is fomewhat Strange how he (hould bear 
fuch a Swav in fuch a Government ; for he neither 
feafts, nor drinks with the reft. He is a Man of great 
Sobriety and Gravity, very referved, and behaves him- 
felf iiker a Hinifter of State in a Monarchy^ than a 
Magjftrate in a Fofular Government, For one fees in 
him hone of thofe Arts, that feem neceffary in fuch a 
Government. He has a great Eftate, and no Children j 
fo he has no Projefts for his Family ; and does what 
he can to correft the Abufes of the State, tho' the dif- 
cafe is inveterate, and feems paft cure. 

He had a Misfortune in a War that was thirty Years 
ago, in the Year 1656. between the Fopfjh and the 
Froteftant Cantons : The Occafion of which will en- 
gage ine in a ftiort Digreflion. The Peace of Sifjitz^er- 
land IS .chiefly preferved by a Laif) agreed on among 
all thef Cantons, that every Canton may make what Re- 
gulations concerning Religion they think tit, without 
prejudice to the General League : Now the Foptjh Can- 
tons have made La'ws, that it fhall be capital to any 
to change their Religion, and en a fet Day every Year 
they go all to Mafs, and the Mafters of Families fwear 
Jo cbhtiTiue true to the State, and firm in their Religi- 
9ntoil^ Lives Endj and (bthcy prdeadilA^j '^wvvvVVn. 
^' ■ ■ ■ * • q a x^^v-^ 
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tbeir ftlling into Herelie vkh Dath and Confifcation 
of Goods, becaufe it is i Vici«tion of tbe Faith, which 
is fo folemnly fworn. But on the other Hand, in the 
froUjtMKt Cantons^ fuch as turn arc only obliged to go 
and live out of the Csnton ; but for their Eilatcs, they 
ftill prefer ve them, and are permitted to fell them. 
One Cannot but obierve more of the merciful Spirit of 
the Gofffl in tbe one, than in the other. In tvoo Can- 
tons^ AfpemLtl and GUris^ both Religions are tole- 
rated, and are capable of equa) Privilege, and in (bma 
Eailiaies that were conquered in common by the Cart' 
tons of Hern and Fri^^ri^ i|i the IFars with S^voy^ the 
/ixHi Cantons name the Bailiff's by turns, and both Re- 
Unions are fo equally tolerated, that in the f^me Church 
they have both Ma/s and Sermon^ fo equally, that on 
one Sunday^ the Af^/x begins, and the ScToron follows, 
and the next Sunday, the Sermon begins, and tbe MaJ's 
comes next, without the leaHDifprdcr or murmuring, 
But in the Year 1656. fome of the C.mtons of 
Sch'wltx, changing their Religion, and retiring to Z«r 
r/v/2, their Eftates were cgnfifc^ted \ and fqme others^ 
that had alfo changed, but had not left the dinton^ 
•were taken and beheaded. Zairifh demanded the Eilaies 
pf the Refugees, but inftead of granting this, theCanr 
ton of SchijoitTj demanded bapk their Subje^s, ibat 
they might proceed againfl them as Delinquents, and 
they founded this on a Lav, by wl^ich the Cantqns arf 
obliged to deliver up the Criminals pf another Canton 
when they come amgng them, if they are demanded by 
the Canton tq which they belong ; but thofe of Zurich 
and Hern^ thought this was both inhuman- and unr 
chrilti^in, tho' the Deputy of Bajil was of another 
Mind, and thought that thev ought to be delivere4 
pp-, which extreamly difgufted thofe of Zurich, Thofe 
of SchiuitTi, committed fome Infolences upon the Subr 
je^ts of Zurich^ and refufed to give Satisfa6^iQU ; Upon 
all which a War followed betveen the Jf^rotejia^nt and 
i^oftJJt Cantons. The Cantons of Bern and Zurich raif 
fed an Army of five and twenty thoufand Men, which 
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fpL feveral Bodies : And the Fafifts had not above fiji 
thoufand, yet they furprized Mr- d'Erlack with a 
^ody not much fuperior to theirs, both Sides afteri| 
fhort Engagement, run, the Cannon of the Canton of 
Bern^ was left in the Fiejd a whole Day, at lalt thofQ 
of Lucern feeing that none flayed to l>cfend the Cannon 
carried them off $ this Lofs raifed fuch a Tumpl^ 
in Bern^ that they feemM refolved to facrifice Mr. 
^^Erlack ; but he came with fuch a prefence of Mind, 
and gave fo fatisfying an Account of the Misfortune 
that the Tumult ceafed, and foon after the War ended. 
IJpou this many thought, that tho' the fafijis afted 
cruelly, yet it was according to their Laws, and that 
no other panton could pretend to interpofe or quarrel 
with thofe of Schwtz, for what they did upon that Oc- 
p a lion. Within tbefe few Years there were fomo 
Quarrels like to arife in the Canton of Glaris^ where 
it was faid, that the equal Privileges agreed on to Woth 
Reltiions were not preferve4 \ but on this Occafton 
the Fo-pe*^ Nuntio afled a very different Part from 
ihat which might have been expe^ed from him. *♦ For 
■whereas the Mintjfers of that Coi^rt have been com-* 
monlv the Incendiaries m all the" pifputes that con- 
<:ern Religion^ he afted rather ttip Part of a Mediator ; 
^nd whereas it wa# vifiblp, that the Injuftice lay on 
the Side of the Papi^s^ he interpofed fo effeauajly 
vith thofe qf Lucern, wjiich is the Chief of the Foptjk 
Cantons^ (bat the Difference was cpmpofed. 

put to return to Bern^ tjie Buildings have neither: 
great Magni licence, nor many Apartments ; but 
tbey ^re convenient, gnd fuited to the Way of livingin 
^he Cou ntry. The Streets not onJ v of Bern and biggw 
Towns,, but even of the fmallcft Villages, are furnifhr 
^ with Fguntains that run continually, which^^the/ 
are of great XJffpljfo they want npt their Beautv. , Tif? 
great Churclfi of Bern is a vpxjJ.^oble Fabrick ^ but 
being built on the Top ^f ^^^^^JJfP which thcToviT 
llands, it feems the Groun^f ^a to fail, fo tp fup-i 
port it, they: bar? raifed a yafl Fabrick, whic|»ha«' 
ppQ more tliaii tjhe Q\i^tch UTelf i for ttoc^|^\^VkV^ 
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form made, which \s a Square, to which the Church 
is one Side, and the further Side is a va (I jf^«//, forti- 
fied with Buttrcffes about one hundred and fifty foot 
high. They told me, that all the Ground down to 
the Bottom of the Hill was dug into Vaults. This 
Plat-form is the chief Walk of the Town, chiefly a- 
hout Sun-fet 5 and the River underneath preients a 
very beautiful Prorpeft : For there is a Cut taken off 
frt>m it for the Mills, but all along as this Cut goes 
the Water of Aar runs over a ftoping Bank of Stone, 
^hichthey fay, was made at a valt Charge, and makes 
a noble and large Cafcade. 

The fecond Church is the Dominicans Chapel^ where 
I fa w Che famous Hole that went to an Ima^e in the 
Charch, from one of the Cells of thp Dominlcuns^ 
irhich jeads me to ftt down that Story at fqme length : 
For as it was one of the inoft fignal Cheats th t the 
World has known ; To it falling about tvac^ity Vearf 
before the Reformation was received ih Bern^ it is ve- 
fy probable that it coritributednot a littleto the pre- 
paririg of the Spirits' of t}ie People to tl>at Change I 
tm the more able to give a particular 'Account of it, 
fcecaufe I read the Original frgcefs in ihcLatin Recur d^^

found the printed ActjpUij^j 
at the Pains of reading the whole Proceft^ of which I 
IMill give here a true Abflfra'a. '= j 

The two famous Orders that had Potfeffed them- 
ftlVfes of the Efteem of tft^fe dark 4ges^^ere engaged 
iiva -mighty. Rivalry. "The Dow/w/^^iXfweVe the more 
learned, tfiey were 'the '^minenteft Preachers of thofe 
Tirfiesyand had the Conduft of the Colitis 6^'lnquifttion^ 
and'the other chief ^"ffices of the Church in Hifcir Hands. 
B<!t 6n the other ttififi "the Frattcifcaiis had an out- 
ward Appearance !c#'iS6te' Sever ity,^ a, /utUr flabit, 
ilf iter Riilcs, artd^reAfet Poverty tVJill ii^hicli gave 
tUmflLiMi AdtatittiM^ihthe'Eyes fifttit'ftmplt Mul-' 
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titude, ai were able to ballance the other Honours 

of the Dominican Order. In fhort, the two Orders 

■were engaged in a high Rivalry, but the Devotion 

towards the Virgin being the prevailing Pafllon of 

thofe Times, the Francifcans upon this had great 

Advantages. The Dominicans^ that are all engaged 

in the Defence of Thomas Aquinas^s Opinions, werc- 

thercby obliged to affert, that flie was born in Ori* 

linal Sin 5 this was propofcd to the People by the 

Francifcans as no Icfs than Blafphemy^ and by thit 

the Dominicans began to iofe Ground extreamly in 

the MindsL of the People, who were ftrongly prcpolV 

feifed in favour of the immaculate Conception, 

About the Beginning of the fifteenth Century^ a 
Francifcan happened to preach in Francfort^ and one 
Wi^and^ znDominican^ coming into the Church, the 
Cordelier feeing him, broke out into Exclamations, 
praifing God that he was not of an Order that pro* 
phaned the Viriin^ or that poyfoned Frinces in the 
Sacrament, (for a Dominican had poyfoned the Em- 
peror Henry the VII. with the Sacrament J Wigand 
being extreamly provoked with this bloody Reproach, 
gave him the Lie, upon which a Difpute arofe, 
which ended in a Tumult that had almoin coft the 
Dominican his Life, yet he got away. The whole 
Order refolved to take their Revenge, and in a Ckaf^ 
ter^ hehl at Vimpfen^ in the Year 1504. they con- 
trived a Method for fupporting the Credit of their 
Order ^ which was much funk in the Opinion of the 
People, and for be^i ring down the Reputation of the 
Francifcans : Fqur of the Junfto undertook to manage: 
the Defikn; for they faid, iincc the People were fo 
much difpofed ta believe Dreanos and Fables, they 
muil Dream on their Side, and cheat the People as 
well as the other had done. They refolved. to make 
Bern the Scene in rwhich the Project ihould be put 
in Execution^ for they found the People of BerHj 
at that Time, apt to Swallow any Thing, and not 
difpofed tp make fevere Enquiriea into extraordinary 
Matters* Whc»^they had formed .theU:Ikfiei<i^1xt\ 
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Tool prefented it felf ; for one Jetx^er came tb taM 
their Habit as a Lay-brother^ who had all the Dif- 
pofttions that were neceffary for the Execution of 
their Projefit : For he was extretim Ample, and wai 
inudh inclined to Aul\erities, fo having obferved h\i 
Temper well, they began to exectite their Projeft 
the very Night after he took the Hahit^ which wa« 
DH Lady-daj^ 1 507. one of the Friats conveyed him- 
felf fecrctly int6 hi* Cell, and appeared to him a^ 
Sf he had been in Fur^atorj^ in a Itfange Figure, 
^nd he had a Box near his Mouth, ijpon which as 
he blew. Fire feenied to come out of his Mouth* 
He had alfo fome Dogs about him, that appeared 
is his Tormentors : In thii Fofture he came near the 
Frier^ while he wa* in Bed, and took up a celebra-J 
ted Story that they ufed to tell all their' Friers^ to 
beget in them a great Dread at the laying afide 
their Habit ^ which was, that one of the Otder^ 
^ho was Superior of their Hodfe at Soloturn^ had 
gone to Farh^ but laying afide his HaBit^ was kii«' 
Jed in his Layikabit. The Frier in the Vizor faid^ 
he was that Perfcm, and was condemned to Purga- 
tory for that Grime; but he added, that he might 
be tefcued out of it by his Means, and he feconded 
this i^ith moft horrible Cries, expreffing the Mife- 
ries tvhich he fuffered* The poor Frier {JetTuer) 
was exceifively frigfhted, but the other advanced, 
and rcqtiired a Promife of hitn to do that which 
he Ihould defire of him, in ordfer to the Delivering 
him out of his Totmcnt : The frighted Frier pr^- 
tkiifed all that he asked of him ; then the other 
faid, he knew he was a great S^int^ and that his 
Prayers and Mortifications would prevail 5 but they 
muft be very extraordinary. The whole Monafterij 
shuft fot a Week together Difcipline themfelves with 
a Whip, (a(nd he mufl tie p^oftrate in the Form of 
one on a Cro/>,) i^ one of thtir ehapelf^ while Maft 
Was faid lit the Sight of all that ihould come to- 
gether to it $ and he added, that if he did this, he 
^ovtld find itio Effea« of theLovC thtt tho bleffed 
*'■ ^ Viriin 
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TiY^n did bear hiiit, tocher with many extraor* 
ilinary Things ; and faid, he wouid appear again, 
accompanied with two other Spirits ; and affurej 
him, that all that he did fuflFer for \i\s Deliver- 
ance, fhould be moft glorioully rewarded. Mornhi$ 
was no fooner come than the Fritr ^ve an AC'^ 
count of this Apparition to the refl of the Convinfj 
who feemed extreamly furprized at it, they i^l 
prefTed him- to undergo the Difcipline that was en^ ' 
joyned him, and every one undertook to bear his 
Share; fo the deluded FriVr performed it all exaftiy 
in one of the Chapels of their Church : This drew 
ai vaft Number of Spectators together, who all coit« 
Ader*d the poor Frier as a Saini^^ and in the Meaol 
while' the fcSur Friers that managed the Impoihire, 
magnified the Miracle of the Apparition to the SYAtt 
in their Setmons.' The Frier^s Confeflor wa^ iA 
the Secret, and by this Means they, knew all ffte 
little Paffages of the ^bof Frig's life, eVeA to his 
Thoughts, which helped them not a little in tht 
Condua of the Matter* The Confbflbt ga|ve hint 
an Hoftie^ with a Piece of Wood, that was, as he 
pretended, a true Piece of the Crofs^ and b^ tht£t 
he was to fortify himf^y if any ether Apparitions 
ifaould come to him, iince evil Sprits wotikl be Cer- 
tainly chained up by them. The Nig:ht after that 
the former Apparition wai renewed, and the marf'^ 
qued Frier brought two others with him, in fupft 
Vizards, tiiat the Frier thought they were Devile 
indeed. The Frier prefented the Hiiftfe to theth^ 
which gave them fuch a Check, tksit he was futiy 
fatiafied of the Virtue of thia Prefervative. 

The Ftier^ that prettndedhe was fuffering in Ffir« 

g^tory^i faid fo many Things to Y^iax relating to the 

Secreti <tf his Life and Thoitghts, which he htA 

from the Confeffior, that the poor Frkr Was fully 

I poiFefled with the Opinion of the Reallity of the 

I Apparitiofiu I» two of theib Apparitiona, that were 

I both managed in the ikme Manner, tihe Frier in thd 

' Us£v»^ tMttAoMh U tto D9mniimQht4^^^\»^S^ 
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I he faid . was very dear to the blefled Virgin^ -whok 
knew her felf to be conceived in Original Sin, »nd 
that the Dotiors who taught the contrary were in 
Furgatory : T\\?it the Story of St. Bernard^s appear- 
ing with a. Spot on him, for having oppofed him- 
ielf to the Feaft of the Conception, was a Fo^-^ery ; 
but that it was True, that fome hideous F]ie« had 
appearedon St. J5o««a;^»^ifrgf Tomb, who taught the 
contrary. That the blefled r/r^/» abhorred the Cor- 
deliers for making her equal to her S6n; that Sco- 
tus was damned, whofe Canonization the Cordeliers 
were then foliciting hard at Rome ; and th^t the 
Town of Bern would be deilroyed for harbouring 
fuch Plagues withm their Walls. When the iajoin- ^ 
ed JPifcipline . was fully performed, the Spirit ap- 
jpear^d tgain^ and faid, he was now delivered out- 
of Furgatory^ but before he could be admitted to 
Heaven he muft receive the Sacrament, having died 
withqut it, and after that he would fay Mafs for 
thofe, who had by their great Charities refcued him 
out of his Pains. The Frier fancied the Voice re* 
fembled the Frior^s a little 5 but he was then fo far 
from fufpe^ting any Thing, that he gave no great 
lieed to this Sufpicion. Some Days after this, the 
fame Frier appeared as a Nun all in Glory, and told 
the ppor Frier^ that fhe was St. Barbary^ for whom 
he had a particular Devotion; and added, that the 
blefled Vtrgjin was fo much plcafcd with his Chari- 
ty, that dbe intended to come and vifit him : He 
immediately called the Convent together, and gave 
the reft of the friers an Account of this Appari- 
tion, which was entertained by them all with great 
Joy; and theFrf«^ languifbed in Defires of the Ac- 
complifhment of the Promife that St. Barbary had 
made him. , After fame* I>ays the longed' for De- 
lufion appeared to him, clothed as the Virgin ufed 
to be on the great Fealts, and- indeed in the fame 
Habits : There were about .her fome Angels^ which 
he afterwards foufid were the little Statues of An- 
gels, which the/ fet oa the Altars on the great Ho- 
ly 
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r>ays. There was alfo a Pully faftncd in the 
om over his Head, and a Cord tied to the An^* 
f, that made them rife up in the Air, and flie 
>ut the Virgin^ which encneafed the Del u Aon. 
t Virgin^ after fon^e fome Endearments to him- 
', extplling^ the Merit of his Charity and Di« 
pline, told him^ that flie was conceived in Ori-r 
il Sin, and that Fop^ Julius the fetond^ that then 
;ned, was to put an £nd to the Difpute, and 

to aboJi(h the Fclift of her Conception, which 
tus the fourth had inftituted, and that the Frier 
: to be the Iiiftrumeat of perfu^ding the Ftfpe 
the Truth in that flatter. She gave him three 
Jfs of her Son*s Blood, which were three Tears 
Blood that he had ibed over JeruJaJem ^ and this 
lified that fhe was three Hours in Original Sin^ 
T which Ihe was, by his Mercy, delivered out 
that State : Fot- it feems the Dominicans were re- 
'ed Co to compound the Matter, that they ihould 
I the main Point of her Conception in Sin ^ yet 
/ would comply fa far with the Reverence for 

Virgin^ with which the World was poffeffedj 
t fhe fhould be believed to have remained a very 
rt while in that State, She gave him alfo five 
yps of £lood in the Form of a Crofs, which were 
rs of Blood, that fhe had fhed while her Son was 
the Crofs. And, to convince him more fully, 
prefented an Hoftie to him, that appeared as an 
nary Hoftie^ and of a fudden it appeared to be 
I deep Red Colour. The Cheat of ihofe fup- 
?d ViJits was oft^en repeated to the abufed Frier 5 
aft the Virgin told him, that (he was to, give 
: fuch Marks of her Son's Love to hini, that the 
;ter fhould be paft all Doubt. She faid, that the 

•Wounds 0^ $1, Lucia and St. Catherine were reaji 
mds, and that (he would alfo imprint them on 

; fo (ke bid him reach his Hand. He had no 
t Mind to receive a Favour in which he was 
iiffer fo much ; but (he forced his Hand, and 
cl^ a Nail thro^ it; The Hole was as big. as a

Grain of Peafe, and he faw the Candle clearly t 
lit $ this threw him out of a fuppofed Tranfport 
a real Agony ^ but ilie ftcmed to touch his t 
wnA he thought he fmelt an Ointment, with w 
ihe anointed it, tho* his ConfdTor perfuaded ! 
that that was only an Imagination: So the fu 
fed Virigin left him for that Time. 

The next Ni|[ht the Appai>it1on returned, 
brought fome Linnon Cloths, which had fome 
cr imaginary Virtue to allay his Torment : An* 
pretended yir^tn faid, they were- fbme of the 
Hens in which Chrift was wrapped; and with 
Ihe gave him a foj>oriferous Draught, and whil 
was fall afleep, the other four Wounds were \vn 
ted on his Body, in fiich a Manner that ho fe 
Pain. • ^ ' 

But in order to the doing of this, the Frier. 
took themfelves to Charms, and the Sa^B^ Prior i 
cd the reft a Book full of them ; but he fa^id, 
l>efore they could be effe^ual, they mult renc 
God, and he hot only did thishimftlf, bat by a 
mal A61 put in Writing, figned ^Mh his Elooc 
dedicated himfolf to the Devil: It is True h< 
not oblige the reft to this, bu« Ohlv to tmo 
God. The Compofttion of the t>raught was' « 
ture of fomie Fountain-water and Chf i(Vs, the I 
of the Eyebrows' of a Child,' fome Qui ckftlvor. 
Grains of Incenfe, fomewhat of tin Eajhr Wi*3i- 
die, fome confecra^ Salt, arid the Blood of a? 
bapti^^ed Chili^. This Cpmpofltto'n was a S 
which the 5«* Brhr di^ noife communicate to ti 
fher Friers, By this the ^o6r Frier^ Jetx^er^ 
made alraoft quite infenfibte: When he was a^ 
and came out of this deep Sfte^p, he- felt this 
derful Imprelfion on his Body, and now he- wa 
vrihed out of MeaAire, and came to fancy hi 
fo be trting all the Parts of o\ir paviour's Pal 
He was expoftd to the People on the great Aka 
^he Amazement of the whole Town, and to tl 
Aiali Mortification of thcFKancifi^affi. The Dt 
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tMkt f ave him fome other Draughts that threw hittl^' 
into Convulfions, and when he came out of tholV, 9l 
Voice was heard,- which caitie thro* that Ho/^ which 
yet remains, and runs from one of the CelU alot)ig^ 
a great Part of the Wall of the Church ; for a Ft\^t 
■fpoke thra* a Pipe, and at the phd of the Hole \\\tm. 
was an Imagt of the YifgirC^^ with a little Jefui 
In her Arms, between whom and his Mother the 
Voice feemed to come 5 the Imait alfo fcemed to flied 
Tears, and a Painter had drawn thofe on her Pace 
f» lively, that the People were cfeceived by it. the 
Jittle Jfifus askt, why Ihe wept? And Ae faid, if 
was becaufe his Honour was given td her, fince ft 
was faid, that fhe was born without Sin, In Ceh- 
clufion, the fVier J* did fo over-aft this Matter, that: 
at laft even the poor deluded FrUr "hlmfeif cartte tor 
difcover it, ani} refolved to quit the.Qrder. . . ; ..' 
" It wa^ in vain to delude him with mofe Appt&U 
pons \ for' he well-nigh kill'd 2l Frier that came td 
him perfonating the' Vrfgin in andther Shape, with, 
a Crown on her Head : He alfS overheard the FVkrsl 
•nee talking amongft themfelves of the . ContrWatlc^ 
and the Succefs of the Impotture to plainly, that he; 
difcovered th^ whole Matter, and xrpon that, as liia/ 
^ eafily hnagined, he was filled with all the Horror 
with which fuch a Difcovefy could infjpire him. 

The Frier 5 fearing that an Impoftofe, which was 
ifearried on hitherto with fo much Succefs, fhould be' 
qufte f^jprilcd, and be tHrned ajgainf! them, thought' 
the fureft Way was to own the whole Matter to hi'm^ 
a«d to engage him to carry on the Chc^t. They tola 
him in what Efteem he would be,, if he continued t6; 
fbpport the Reputation that he had acquired, that 
he would become the chief Perfdn of the Order \ 
and in the End they perlnadcd. him to go on with the' 
Impbftirre: But at lalt, they fearing left he flioufd: 
tfifcover alj, refolved to poyfan him ; of which he 
was to appreheniive, tliat once a Loaf being brought 
him that was prepared with fgnie Spices^ he kept 
it for fbme time, and it growiiig green^ hd thtcw ic 
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to fame young Wolves Whelps that were in the Mo-* 
nailery, who died immediately. His Conftitution 
-vi^as alfo fo vigorous, that tho^ they gave him Poy* 
fon five feveral Times, he was not dellroyed by it* 
They alfo prcft him earneflly to renounce God, which 
they judged neceflary, that fo their Charms might 
liave their Effect on liim ; but he would never con- 
feut to that : At laft they forced him to take a poy- 
Ibned Hqfiie, which yet he vomited up foon after . 
be liad fwallowed it down. That failing, they ufed 
him fo cruelly, whipping him with an Iron Chain, 
andr girding him> about fo llrait with it, that to a- 
void further Torment he fwore to them, in a mod 
imprecatingr Stile, that he would never difcover the 
Secret, but would Hill carry it on ^ and fo h9 de- 
luded them tilljie found an Opportunity of getting 
out of the Convent^ and of throwing himfelf into 
the. Kfnds of \hfi Maijftratesj to whom he difco- 
vercd alk 

The four Frierjs were feized on, and put in Pri^ 
fon, and an Account of the whole Matter was fent, 
£i;it to the Bijhop of Laufanne^ and then to Rome ^ 
^n^ it may be eafily imagined, that the Franc i/cans 
t;o6k all poifible Care to have it well examined. The 
ifl/hop of Laufan^Cj.SLud of Lyon ^ -with the FrovincUl 
of the Dominicans^ were appointed to form the Procefsr 
The four Friers fiinl excepted to Jetx»er'^s Credit ; but 
tTiat was reje£ted : Then being threatned with the 
Quejlion^ they put in a long Plea againft that \ but 
tho' the Provincial would not confent to that, yet 
they were pjit to the Qneftioi^: Some endured it 
long; but at laft, they all confeffed the whole Pro-. 
grefs of the Iripofture. The Fravirnial appeared con-y 
ceVned ; for tljo' Jetz^r^ had opened the whole Mat- 
ter to him, yet" he would give no Credit to him ; on the 
contrary, he charged him to be obedient to them : 
And one of the Friers faid plainly, that he was in 
the whole Secret 5 and fo he withdrew, but he died 
fome Days after at Conftance^ having poyfon'd him- 
felf, as was believed. The Matter lay afl^ep ^Qine 

time i 
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time ; but a Year after that, a Sfanijh Bijhop came, 
authorized "with- full Power from Rome^ and the 
•whole Cheat being fully proved, the four Friers 
were folemnly degraded from their Priefthoodj and 
eight Days afier, it being the laft of May^, iS^9« 
they -were irurnt in a Meadow, on the other Side of 
the River, over againft the great Church. The Pjace 
of their Execution was fhewed me, as well as the 
Hole ill the Wall, thro^ which the Voice was cob- 
vey'd to the Image, It was certainly one of the 
blacked, and yet the belt carriecl on Cheats, that has 
been ever known ^ and no doubt had the poor Frier 
died before the Difcovcry, it had pafiTed down to 
Fofterity as one of the grcateft Miracles that evei: 
l«7as, and it gives a flirewd Suf^picion, that many of 
the Miracles of that Church were of the fame Na- 
ture, but more fucc^fsfuUy finifhed- 

I (hall not entertain you any further with the 
State of Bern^ but fhall only add one genecU Re- 
mark, which was too vifible not to be obferved every 
where, and of too great importance not to deferve 
a particular Reflection ; it belongs in general to all 
the Cantons^ but I give it here, becaufe I had more 
Occaiion to^make it in Bern^ having feeh it more, 
and itayed longer in it^ than in the other Cantons* 

Sifoitx^erland lies between France and Italy^ that are 
both of them Countries incomparably more rich, and 
better furnifli*d with all the Pleafures and Conve- 
niences of Life than it is $,and yet Italy is almoil 
quite difpeopled, and the People in it are- reduced 
to a Mifery that can fcarce be imagined by thofe 
who have not feen it ; and France is in a great Mea- 
fure difpeopled, and the Inhabitants ^re reduced to 
a Poverty that appears in all the Marks in which it 
can Ihew it ftlf, both in their Houfts, Furniture, 
Clothes and Looks. 

• On the contrary, Svfitx^erland is extream full of 
People, aivi in feveral Places in the Villages^ as well 
as in their Tfmns^ one fees all the Marks he can 

look for of PteatyiiBa Wealth i thtte ISjoox^t^ ^^^ 
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Windows are iu good cafe, the Hi|t^-ways are alt 
well mainuioed, all People are well clothe^ and 
iverx one Uvea at his Eale. This Obfervation. fur** 
priTed me yet mere .in the Country of the Grifons^ 
vho have almoft no Soil at all, being fkuatoi in 
^aJlies^ tht^t are a^moft all wafhed away with th^ 
Tortents, tjhat fall down from the Hills^ and fweU 
their Brclol^s (bmetlmes fo violently, and fo fudden- 
i^y that in many Places the whole Soil is wa&ed 
away, and yet thoXe rallies,^ are well peopled, an(^ 
every one lives happy and ai Eafe, under a gentle 
Q^inrnment^ whilft other rich and plentiful Coun-' 
p^iefi are reduced ti fuch Mlfery, that^ as many otf 
the Inh^hitanta are forced to change their Seats, fo 
thofe who flay hehjnd can fcarce 11 vq and pay thofe 
^I'is'^oas impofitions that are laid upon them \ th<. 
rude People ^nerally Reafon very iimple when they 
enter- into Specuktions of Governments but they feet . 
frue^ tha* they argue fslfe $ fo an eaUe Governmentj 
tho* jilnedto an iJJ. SoU, and accompanied with great 
InconvenieQce^, draws, or at lead keeps People in 
lit, whereas a f^vece Government, tho^ in ireneral Ideas 
It ma^ appear reafonabk, drives its STibje£ls even 
out of the bed and moQ delirable Seats. 

In my Way from Bem^ to this Place, I paffedby 
jSfiJotJirn^ and I came thio^ Frihourg^ m my Way from 
LauftLont. t6 iern^ thefe are tfmo of the Chief of the 
iofijh Cantons^ ^fter Luurne ; and one. fees in them 
a Heat, and Big^ry beyoni what appears^ either in. 
France or Italy ; long before, they c«ttnr within the 
ChiTck Jdoors,. they kneel dowa iit the Streets, when 
M^ys ikying init^ .Xiie Imagis. are alfo exlnream 
fP^QXs* In tfce Cbief' Church of Solotum there- h. ai^ 
Ima^ of God. thtPathe^s as an. old Maa with a gneat' 
black Beard^ havjio^. o^. Satvintr on ^s Kneec, and 
a Pigeon over tiii Head. Here aUa begins. a^Devoy 
-tion at thei Asf erMariurSeil, -whidxii fcarce.' known 
in FrAucCy but iiv praaifbl M WUf ocveti ; At Noos 
and at Sun-let the Belt singly and aJI. fey the Avi>^ 
Mar Lb, and iufbofi taiffifs toiA^ l^«r#i«!|. biHt. wherev 



lis in tialy they content tbemfelves with ptitting off 
their Hats, in S'witx.erland they do for the moft part 
kneel down in the Streets, which I faw no where 
praftifed in Italy except at Venice^ and there it ic 
not commonly done. But notwithdanding this ex- 
tream Bigotry, all the S'witT.ers fee their common 
Intereft fo well, that they live in a very good Un* 
derflanding one with another. Thi& is indeed chief- 
ly owing to the Canton of Lucern^ where there is a 
Spirit in the Government very different from what 
is in moft of the other Fofijh Cantons : The Reiidence 
of the Spanijll Amkajfador^ and of the Nuncio^ in 
that Town contributes alfo much to the preferving 
it in fo good a Temper, it bein^ their Intereft to 
unite Sixitx^erUndj and bj^this Means the Heat and 
Indifcretion of the reft is often moderated : The Je^ 
fuits begin to grow a^ powerful in Switx^erUnd as 
they are elfewherc : They have a Noble College and 
Chapel^ fttuated in the beft Place of Frikurg. It is not 
long fince tbey where received at Soloturn^ where 
there was a Revenue of one thoufand Livers a Year, 
fet off for the Maintenance of ten of them, with 
this Provifion, that they fhould never exceed that 
Number ; but where they are once ftttled, they find 
Means to break thro' all Limitations, axki they are 
now become fo rich there^ that they are raiiing a 
Church and College^ which will coft before it is fi- 
niihed above four hundred thoufand Livers^ to which 
the French King gives ten thoufand Livers for the 
Frontis-piece : For this b^ing the Canton in which 
his Amkajfador reftdes, he thought it fuitable to 
his Glory, to have a Monument of his Bounty raifed 
^ by an Order, that will n^ver be wanting to flattet 
' thdr BenefaQors as long ai th^y find their Account 
in it. 

In the Tame C^ntori^ ib^rc is an jikiey that has 
an -hundred thouiaad Lh/^r^ of Revenue; there \$ 
al(b a very rich Hou(b of Nuns in it, that wear the 
fafuekins ibbit, that as t was told had fixty thou* 
land Livers of Revenue, and but fi^ty N^tvs \sw \Vi 
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who having thus a thoufand Livers apiece, mvf 
live in all poflible Plenty in a Country where a v«* 
ry little Money goes a great way : But that which 
furprizes one moft at Soloturn^ is, the great For- 
tification that they are building of a Wall about 
the Town, the nobleft and folidei) that is any where 
to be feen ; the Stone with which it is faced, is a 
fort of courfe Marble, but of that*Bignefs, that ma- 
ny Stones are ten Foot long and two Foot of Breadth 
and Thicknefs : But tho' this will be a Work of valt 
Expence and great Beauty, yet it would fignifie lit- 
tle againft a great Army that would attack it vi- 
goroudy. The Wall is tinifhed on the Side of the 
River on which the Tovm flands, the Ditch \s ve- 
ry broad, and the County fear f and Glafier are alfo 
linilhcd, and they are working at a Fort on the o- 
ther Side of the Riven^ which they intend to for- 
tify in the fame Manner. This has coft them near 
two Millions of Livers^ and this vaft Expence has 
made them often repent the Undertaking 5 and it is 
certain, that a Fortification that is able to refift the 
Rage of their Peafants in the Cafe of a Rebellion 
is all that is needful. This Canton has two Ad- 
'voyers^ as Bern ; the little Council confills of Thir- 
ty-fix 5 they have Twelve Baiiiages belonging to 
them, which are very profitable to thofe that car- 
ry them ; the>^ have one Burfar^ and but one Ban- 
np-et. All the Citnt on s have their Baiiiages '^ but 
if there are Diforders at Bern in the Choice of their 
Bmiffs^ there ai-e far greater among the Pofrjh Can- 
tons^ where all Things are fold, as a Foreign Mini- 
fier that refides there, told me, who tho' -he kni^w 
what ray Religion was, did not ftick to own iVanki/ 
to me, thzt Xht £atholick Cttntans were not near fo 
well governed as the Proteftant Cantons- Juftice as 
generally fold among thera,' and in their Treaties 
with Foreign Princes, they have fometimes taken 
^foney both from the French and Spanijh Amlfaffa- 
dors^ and ha^e figned contradiftory Articles at the 
i'amc Time. . . | •.■ 

I •- Eadan 
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^adtn has nothing in it that is remarkable, except 
its convenient Situation, which makes it the Seat of 
the General Dyet of the Cantons^ tho' it is not one of 
them, but is a Bailiaie that belongs in common Iq 
ei^ht of the ancient Cantons, At lallj came to this 
Place, which as it is the tirft and mod honourable of 
all the Cantons^ fo with Relation to us, it has a Pre- 
cedence of a higher Nature, it being the firjl that re* 
ceiyed the Reformation,. 

V This Canton is much leHK then Eern^ yet the Pub- 
^blick is much richer : They reckon that th^Y can 
bring fifty thoufand Men together upon twenty four 
Hours warning : Their Subjetls live happy ; for the 
Bailiffs here have reguiaited Appointments, and have 
only the hundred Fenny of the Fines, fo that they are 
not tempted as thofe of Bern are, to whom the Fine 
belongs entirely, to ftraln Matters againU their Sub- 
jefts : And whereas at Bern the conrtant Intrigue of 
the whole To'wn is concerning their Bailiages^ here, 
on the contrary, it is a Service to which the Ci'tix.ens 
are bound to fubmit according to their Conftitution, 
hut to which they do not afpire. The Government is 
almoft the fame as at Bern^ and the Magijirate that is 
called the Advoyer at Bern^ is here called the Bour- 
gomafter. The Revenue of the State is here julUy 
accounted for, fo that the Publick Purfe is much 
richer than at Bern ; the Arfenal is much better 
furni/hed, and the Fortifications nr^ more regular. 
There i? a great Trade liirring here ; and as their 
Lalie^ that is twenty four Miles long, and about two 
or three broad, fupplies them well with Provi lions, 
fo their River carries their Manufacture to the Rhine^ 
from whence it is conveyed as they pleafe. One of 
their chief Munufaduries is Crafe^ which is in all 
Rcf^efts the bed 1 ever faw. I will not defcribe 
the Situation of the Tovon^ but fhall content my felf 
to tell you, that it is extream pleafant ; the Coun- 
try about it is Mountaimus^ and the Winters arc 
hard v^or the Lake freezes quite over, only in. fome 
Phicc4' the Ice never lies, which is believed a Ma r>s: 
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thtitionyt springs rife there, which caufc that H^at^ f(^ 
alfo in the L^ke of Geneva^ tho' it is never quite frozen, 
yet great Flakes of Ice lie in fcveral Part^ ; but thefe 
Bre never feen in fome Parts of the Ldkc^ which if 
fuppofed to flow from the fame Caufe. 
- But to return to Zurich 5 one fees here the true 
ancient Simplicity of the Svoitx^ers^ not corrupted 
vrith Luiury and Vanity ^ their Women pot only do 
not converfe familiarly with Men, except thofe of 
their neat Kindred, bjut even on the Strcetjs do not 
make any jReturns to the Civility of Strangers ; for it 
is only Stran^rs that put of their Hats to Women ; 
but they make no Courtefles : And here, as in all Sijoif- 
«.er/<i»<^^^ Women arc not faluted, but the (Civility ii^ 
exprefsM by taking them by the Hand. There is one 
thing iinguiar in the ConAitution of Zwr/V/r, that is, 
their little Council conlihs of fifty Perfons, but ther6 
lit in it only twenty-five at a t|mc, and fo the fto* 
halves of this Council^ as each of them has his proper 
BurgomtxfteY^ have alfo the Government in their Hands 
by turns^ and they fhift every fix Months^ at Mid* 
fummer atld at Ckrijlmas, The Whole Canton is di- 
vided into nine great Batliages^ and twenty-one Caftel- 
lanaries % in the formej: the Bailiff refides confiantly t 
but the C^Jiellan^ -wixo \s alfo one of the great Council^ 
lias fo little to do, that he lives at Zurich^ and goes 
only at fome fet Times of the Year to do Juftice. 

The yjvtue of this Canton has appeared fignally in 
their adhering firmly to the ancient Capitulations 
Vith the frenth^ and not flackenin^ in any Article, 
which has been* done by all the other Cantons^ wherfc 
Money ha^ a fovereign Influence ; but here it has never 
prevail'd. They have converted the ancient Revenues 
of the Church more generally to^pious Ufes than has 
been done any where elfe that I know of. They have 
many Hofpitals well entertaifi^d ; in one," as I was 
told there was ^\^ hundred and fifty Foot kept : But 
as they Aipport the real Charities which belong to 
fuch Endowments, fo they defpife that vain Magni- 
ftcence of Euildinf^s, which is too generally affefcied 

elfcwhercj 
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^fewhere 5 for theirs are irery plain, and one 0/ tk^ 
Qon)ernment there faid to me very fenlibly^ Ttiat' they 
thought it enough to maintain their Foor as Foor ^ €nd 
did not judge it f roper to lodge them as Frinces* 

The Dean and Chapter are likewife l^ill continuM a# 
^ Corporation, and enjoy the Revenues which thejr 
had before the, -Re/orw«//o» .• But if thev fubfift plcn-* 
tifuJJy, th/sy Jabour hard ; for they have generally 
two Of three' Sermons a Day, and at leaft one; Thtf 
firft begins at five a-Clock in the Morning. ktGif^ 
neva^ and aJl Bv^itx^erland over, there are daily Ser* 
mons, which were fubitituted upon the Reformation 
from the Mafs. But th« Sermons are generally tod 
long, and the Preachers have departed from the firft 
Deilgn of thefe Sermons^ which were intended to bo 
and Explication of a whole Chapter, and an Exhor* 
tation upon it 5 .and if this were fo contrived, that it 
Were in all not above a quarter of an Hour long, M 
it would be heard by the People without Wcarlneft 
and more Profit, fo it would be a vaft Advanta^ to 
'the Preachers ; for as it would oblige them to ftudjr 
the Scriptures much, fo having once made themfdves 
Makers of the practical Parts of the Scriptures, fuch 
(hoTt and Ample Difcourfes would cod them lefs 
Pains than thofe more laboured Sermons do, which 
confutne the greateft Part of thek* Time, and too often 
to very little I^urpofe- • - 

Among the Archives of the Dean and Ch^tpter^ 
there is a vaft CoUe^ion of Letters^ written either t^ 
Bullinger^ or by him : They are bound u]^ W a great 
imny Volumes \n Folio ^ and out of thefe, no doubt 
but one might difcover a great mHny Particulars re- 
lating to the Hiftory of the Reformation : For as jBk/- 
lit^ger livMlpng, fo he was much eftcem'd. He pro* 
cur*d a verv kind Reception to. be given to fomc of 
iour Englijh Exiles, in Queen Matrys Reign, in parti- 
cular to Sands^ afterwards Archhjhop of Yari^ to 
'Jflorn^ afterwards ^ijhop oiWinchefter^ and td^evel; 
Bijhop ci Salisbury, He gave them Lodgings in th# 
flofe^ and ufed them with all -po&bk Kisii\>c£% ^^s^^ 
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as thcv prefentcd fomc Silver Cufs to the College^ wltt^ 
tn Infcription, acknowlcfg'.ng- the kind Reception 
they had found there, which I faw, fo the? continued 
to keep a conftant Correfpondence with Bulllrger^ 
after the happv Re-efUblifhment of the Reformation 
under Queen Eliz^keth ^ of which I reid almott a' 
^koU Volume while I was there : Moft of them contain 
only the general News, but foine were more impor- 
tant, and relate to the Difi:utcs then on foot, coji- 
cendng the HmHts of the Clerry^ which gave the firft 
Beginnings of our unhappy Divifions ; and by the 
Lettersj of which I ^e^d the Or^g'tK^lt^ it appears, 
that the Bf/Ao/5 prefervM the ancient Halfits rather 
in compliance with the Queen's Inclinations, than out 
of any Liking they had to them ; fo far thev were 
from liking them,' that they plainly exprefsM their 
Diilike of them. JFfWf/, in a Letter^ bearing date 
the 8th ofFe^ruMry^ i ^^66. wifhes, Tm^mI the Veftments,' 
toiether inith all the other Remnants of Poperv, might 
he thrown Both Hut of their Churches^ and out of the 
Minds of the People 5 and laments the Queen^s Fixed- 
nefs to them, fo that flie would fuffcr no Change to 
be made. And in January of the fame Year, S^nds 
writes to the fame Purpofe, Contenditur de veftil^us 
Fafifticis utendis vel non utendis. da^it Deus his quo- 
qucfinem. Difputes are rov9 on foot concerning the Po- 
pifh Veftments, 'whether theyjhall he ufed or not^ but 
God- 'mill flit an end to tkofe things. Horn^ Bilhopof 
Winckefter^ went further ; for in a Letter^ dated the 
1 6th otjuly^ 1565. he writes of the A^ concerning 
the Habits with grent Regret, find cxpreffes fome 
Hopes that it might be repealed next Stjfwn of Parlia- 
ment^ if the Poptjh Party did not hinder it ; and he 
feems to ftand in no doubt, whether he fliould conform 
to it or not; upon which he defireis Bullinger'^s Ad- 
vice, .and in many Letters writ on that Subjeft, it is 
afferted, that both Cranmer and Ridley intended to 
procure an A£i for abolifting the Habits^ and that 
they only defended their Lannfulnefs^ but not their 
pitnefs^l and therefor? they blam*d private Perfona 

that 
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that refufed to obey the Laws. Qrindal^ in a Letter 
dated the 27th of -^«^««^, i$66. writes. That all the 
Bijhops^ who had been beyond Sea, had at their Re- 
turn dealt with the Queen to let the Matter of Habits 
fall ; but (he was fo prepoffefsM, that tho' they had 
all endeavoured to divert her from profecuting that 
Matter, ihe continuM Hill inflexible. This had made 
them refolve to fubmit to the La*ws^ and to wait for 
a fit Opportunity to reverfe them. He laments the ill 
Effects of the Oppofition that fome had made to them, 
which had extreamly irritated theQu^en'sSpirit',ro that 
She was now much more heated in thofe Matters than 
formerly ; he alfo thanks BulUvger for the Letter that 
he had writ, juftifying the Laijoful Ufe of the Habits^ 
which he fays had done great Sevice. Cox^ Bifliop of 
£/y, in one of his Letters^ laments the Averfion that 
they found in the Far lament to all the Fropofitionx 
that were made for the Reformation of Abufes. Jeijoel^ 
in a Letter dated the twenty-feoond of May^ ISS9* 
writes. That the Queen refufed to be called Head of the 
Churchy arid adds, That that Title could not be juftly 
given to any Mortal, it being due only to Chrtjt\ and 
that fuch Titles had been fo much abufed by Anti^ 
chrtft^ that they ought not to beany longer continued. 
On all thefe Fajfages I will make no Retleftions here : 
For I fet them down only to fliew what was the Senfe 
of our chief Church-men at that Time concerning thofe 
Matters, which have fince engaged us into fuch warm 
and angry Difputes ; and this may be no inconiiderable 
InAru^^ion to one that intends to write the Hiftory of 
that Time. The laft Particular, with which I intend 
to End this Letter ^ might feem a little too learned, if 
I were Writing to a lefs knowing Man than your felf. 
I have taken fome Pains in my Travels to examine 
all the ancient Manufcripts of the Ne'w Teftament^ 
concerning that doubted Paflage of St. John^s EpiAle, 
There are three that bear *witnefs in Heaven^ thef Fa^ 
ther, the Word^ and the Spirit 5 and thefe three are 
one. Bullinger doubted much of it, becaufe he found 
it not in an ^cient Latin Manufcript at Lurulv \ 
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n^hicli ftems to be abouC ^iglit hundred Years old : For 
it is' written in that Hand that began t{> be ufed in: 
Charles the Great'^s Time. I turned the Manu/crift^ 
mnd found the PaffHge was riot there ; but this was cer- 
tainly the Error or Omiffion of the Copier : For before 
the General Ep}ftUs in that Manufcrlpt^ the Preface 
©f St. Jerome is to be found, in which he fays, that 
he was the more exa£t in that Tranfiation^ that fo he 
niight difcOver the Fraud of the yirrians^ who had 
ilruck'out that Paffage concerning the Trinity. This 
Freface is printed in Lira''s Hihh ; but how it came 
to be left out by Erajmus^ in his Edition of that Fa- 
therms Works, is that of which I can give no Account : 
For as on the one Hand, Era/mus^i Sincerity ought not 
to be too rafhly cenfur^ ^ fo on the other Hand, that 
Frefaceheln^ in all the Mamfcrifts^ Ancient or Mo- 
dem, of thofe Bikhs that have the other Prefaces lit 
them, that I ever yet faw, it ii not eafy to imagine 
what made Erafwms not to publifh it ; and it is in the 
Mai^ufcript Bibles at £«/i/, where he printed his Edi- 
tion of St. yerome^s Worlds. In the old Manufcript 
Bfi^le of Geneva^ that feems to be above fevcn hundred 
Years old, both the Preface and the Pajfage are extant, 
but with this Difference from the common Editions, 
that the common Editions fet the Verfe concerning the 
Father^ the Word^ and the Spirit^ before that of the Wa-^ 
ter^ the Bloody and the Stirit ; which comes after it 
Jn this Copy : And that I may in this Place end all the 
Readings, I found of this Paffage in my Travels, there 
is a Manufcript in St. Mar^Cs Library in Venice in three 
Languages, GreeM^ Latin^ and Arabic\^ that feems 
not above four hundred Years old, in which this Paf- 
fage is not in the Greelt^ but it is in the Laiin^ fet af- 
ter the other Three, with 2ificut to join it to what goes 
before. And in a Manufcript I^Attn Bible in the Li- 
brary of St. Lofmrence at Florence^ both St. ferome^i 
Preface and this Parage are ektant ; but this Paffage 
comes after the other, and is pinned to it with eificuty 
as is that of Venice^ yet ficut is not in the Geneva Ma- 
nufcript': Tfatrr are two Greek Manuferifyts of the £• 
4. ^iHh^ 
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ffjiUs fX B^fil^ that fbem to be $bout live hundred 
Years old, ill neither of which this l^ffa^ is to h% 
found : They have alfo an ancient Latin ^iifle^ "which 
was about eight hundred Fear5 old, in which, tho' St. 
Jerome'' s Prologue is infertedL, yet this Fajfage is want- 
ing^. At Strasiurg^. I faw f ur very ancient Manu- 
fcripts of the Ne'\» Tejtament in Latin .• Three of thf fe 
feemed to be about the Time of Charles the Great ^ byt 
the fourth feemed to be much ancienter, and may be* 
long to the feventh Century : In it neither the Prologue 
por the Place is extant 5 but it U added at the Fopt o£ 
ihe Page with another Hand. In two of theother^ 
the Prologue is extant, but the Place irf not ? Onjy in 
one of them it is added in the Margin. In the fourtft, 
as the Prologue h extant, fois the jP/«ff| like wife, but 
it conies after the Verfe of the other threcf, jrtid i« join- 
ed to it thus, Sicut trey funt in cdlo. 

It feemM ftrange to me, and it is almof! incredible^ 
that in the Vatican Library there are ho ancient La-* 
tin Bihles, whete ajTo^e all other PJac^ th?y outfht 
to be lookt for ; but I faw none above fpur hundred 
Ye^rs old. There is indeed the faliioiM^r^ck M/*??^ 
fcript;, of great Value, which the Chanoine^Af //f>^/if; 
that was Library-^keeper, averted to be one thoufiift<^ 
four hundred K^tf^iold, and proved it by th^ great tl\ 
militudeof the Chara£iers with thofe that are i^poh St". 
Hifpoiite^s Statue, vrhich li fo evident, thit tf the Stf^- 
tue was ma^ at>out tiis Tiine, the Xatiqijrity of thii 
Manufcrift is not to be dii^uted- If the Qhdra^ers 
are not fo fair, and' have not aH th.e Marks of Antiqui' 
ty that appears in the King^B Manufcript at St. JamePs 
ytt tlii« na^been mueh brtter prefervcd, fivA. is much 
Miope entii«^ The Pajfage that has led me int6 this Di- 
grefiioh, is not to be foun4 in the Vatienn Manu/criptj 
no more than it is in the King*^ Manftfirift : And with 
this I will finiih my Accptint of Zurich: The fu^iSck 
Library '\B very noble : The Hall in whicfr it is placed, 
is large and well contrived : There is a very handfome 
Cabinet ^ Medais.

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drdcr to the fupporting of this Charge, the Charities 
of /.urick^ and the other Meij^hbouring Froteftant 
States^ were brought hither. Not only the Frohftant 
Cantons, but the Grifons, and fome fmall States that 
are under th^-Protcftion of the Cantons^ fuch as IVeuf^ 
thafttl, St. Gallj, and fome others, have fent in theic 
Charities to Bern,, who difpence them with great Dil^ 
crction, and bear what further Charge this Relief 
brings upon them ; and in this laO total and deplorable 
DifperAon of thofe Churches, the whole Country has 
been animated with fuch a Spirit of .Charity and Corn- 
pa illon, that every Man's Haufe and Purfe has been 
opened to the Refugees, that have palled thither in 
fuch Numbers, that fometimes there have been above 
two thoufand in Laufanne alone, and of thefe there 
were at one Time near two hundred ^/linfjiers, and 
they all met with a Kindne fs and Freeh ear tednefs, thart 
iookt more like fo mew hat of the Primitive Age rtwi- 
ved, than the Degeneracy of the Age in which we live 

1 ihall conclude this Fofijcrift, which is already 
fwelled to the Bignefs of a Letter, ydih a fad Inftance 
of the Anger and Heat that rifes among Divines con- 
cerning Matters of very fmall Confequence, 

The middle Way that Amir aid, Daille, and fome o- 
thers in France took in the Matters that were difputed 
in Holland, concerning the Divine Decrees, andthp 
Extent of the Death ofChrift, asit came to Ke gene- 
rally followed in France, fo it had fome A-fTertors both 
in Geneva and SnnitTLerland, who denied the Imfuta- 
tion oF Adam\ Sin, and aiferted the Vniverfality of 
Chrijfs Death, together with a fufficient Grace given 
to all Men, afferting with this a Particular and free 
Decree of Eieaion, with an efficacious Grace for thofe 
included in it : Thefe came to be called Univerfalifts, 
and began to grow very conftderablein^ewf-y^i.* Two of 
theFrofeJfprsQ^ Divinity there, being known to favour 
thofe Opinions. Upon this, thofe who adhered ftridtly

aftcd in this Matter out of a ftncere Zeal for that 
v^hich they believe to be the Truth, only I with 
thcv had larger and freer Souls. 

The only cpnlidcrable Tax under ^hich the S'wlt* 
%>trt lie, is, that when Eftates arc fold, tYitffth 
P^rt of the Price belongs to the Publlck, and all the A* 
batcn^ent that the Bailiff can make, is to bring it to 
fijistth Part ; th*isthey calJ the Lod^ which isderivea 
from Alodium : Only there are fome Lands that are 
Frank-^alod^ which lie not under this Tax^ but this 
falling only on the Sellers of Eft^tes^ it was thought a 
juft Punifhment, and a wife Reltralnt on ill Husbands 
of their Eftates. 

I was the more confirmed in the Account I have giv- 
en vou of the Derivation of Advoyer^ when I found 
that in fome fmall Tcwns in the Canton of Bern^ the 
chief M^itftrate is Itill fo Called ; as in Fayern 5 fb 
that I make no Doubt, but as the ancient Magiftrates 
in the Time of the Romans^ that were to give an Ac- 
count of the Town, were called Advocates^ and after- 
wards the Jad^e in Civil Matters, that was named by 
the Bijhops^ was called at tirft Advocate^ and afterr 
wards Fidam Or Ficedominus ; fo this was the Title that 
was Hill continued in /Jerw, while they were under 
the Attfirian and ^rman Yoke, and was prefervcdby 
Ihem when they threw it off. 

I have perhaps toucht too flightly the latt Differ- 
ence that was in S'voitx.erland^ which related to the 
Cttnton of Glaris, In the Canton of Appenz^el^ as the 
two Religions are tolerated, fo they are feparated iii 
different Quarters y thofe of one Religion have the onet 
baff of the Canton^ and thofb of the other /Ce//^/o«have 
the other half, fo they live apart ; but in Glaris they 
are mixt : Ajid now the Mumber of the Fafifts is be- 
come ver.v low 5 one affured me, there were not above 
two hundred Frfwi//^/ of that R«!i$ion^ utiii X-Vo.^-^ «^ 
jtUfopoor^ that their Neceffities dlfpofe tom^ tS \.Y«ti^ 
f^rPM/tochimfs9thtlx Riligion^ Ti^TxtiiYiet .? o^^P* 
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C^ntons^ feeing the Panger of lo Ang their Intereft ei|« 
tirely in that Canton^ and being fet on by the Intrigucg 
of a Court that has underilood well the Policy of im- 
^roiling all other StMtes^ made great ufe of foir e Com* 
plaints that were brought by the Faf[fts of GlarJsj ai 
if the prevailing of the other FuUiton espofed them to 
IDUch InjuQice and OpprefHon \ and upon that they 
propofed, that the C<*nion Ihould be equally divide4 
into two halves, as Appenz^el was : This was extream- 
ly unjult, fince the Fapijis were not the tenth or pep 
)iaps the twentieth Part oi the Canton, It is true, it 
was fo iituated in the midft of the tcfifn Canton^ that 
the protefiant Cantons could not eaJiLy come to their 
AiCitance ; but thofe of GUris refolved to d^-e rather 
than fuffer this Injuftice, and the Frotcfiant Canton^ 
refolved to en jage in a War with the Fofijk Cantons^ if 
fhey iinpofed this Matter on their Brethren of GUris : 
At laft, this Temper was found, that in all Suits qf 
Law between thofe of different Religtons^ two thirds 
of the Judges fhould be always of the Religion of the 
Defendant, But while this Conteft. was on foot, thofe, I 
vho a^ is believed, fomented it, if they did not fet it 
on, knew bow tomaketheir Advantage of the Conjunc- 
ture ; for then was the Fortification of Hunningen at the 
Ports of Bfffil much advanced, of the Importance of 
which> thev are now very Apprehenlivc when it is 
too late. There are fix Noble f.tmiiies in Bern^ that 
have flill this Privilege, that when any of them is 
chofen to be of the Council^ they take Place before all 
the ancient Counfellors, whereas all the reft take 
place according to the Order in which they w^c^j^^^o*

J Letter from Milan. 

AFTER a fhort ftay at Zurich^ we went down 
the Lake^ where we paft under the Bridge at 
JLipperfviQQi^ Df hi^h is a very fioble Wprk for fuch t 

Country \ 
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Ccmnf ry : The Lake is there about half a Mile broad,- 
the Bridge is about twelve Foot broad', but hath no 
Kails on either Side, fa that if the Wind blows hard, 
-which is no extraordinary thing there \ a Man is in 
great Danger of being blown into the Lakes .* And 
this fame Defea I found in almoft all the Bridies of 
L,ombardy^ which feenied very ftrange^ fof lince that 
3>efence is made upon fo fmall an Expence, it was a* 
niazing to fee £rid?;es fo naked : And that wa< litord 
furprizing in fome Places, where the Bridgea are both 
high and long ^ yet I never heard of any Mifchief that 
followed on this : But thofe are fober Countries^ whdre 
drinking is not much in ufe. After two Days Journey^ 
we came to Coire^ which is the chief To-ubw cfiheGfi' 
fons^ and where we found a general Djet of the thretf 
Leagues fitting, fb that having flayed ten Days thcrej 
I came to be informed of a great many Particif lats con- 
cerning thofeLea^t(e^,which are not commonly kn<ywnt 
The Tan»n is but little, and may contain between foui^ 
and live thoufand Souls : It lie$ in a Bottom, upon^ 
fmall Brook, that a little below the Town fafls intd 
the Rhine : It is environed with Mountains of all 
Hands, fo that they have a very fhort Summer ; for thd 
Eno'in is not melted till May or June ; and it began to 
fnow in September when I was there. On a rifing 
Ground at the Eafl-End of the Town is tht CathedrkL 
the Bijhofs Falace^ and the Clofe^ where the Dean and 
fix Frebendaries live ; all withiiithe Clofe are fafifts, 
but all the Town are Froteftants^ and they live pretty 
Neighbourly together. Above a quarter of a Mile 
hi^h in the Hiih one goes up bv a f^eep Afcent to Saint 
Lucius^s Chapefj My Curiofity carried me thither, 
though I gave no faith to the Legend of King Lucius 
and of his coming fo far from Home to be the Apoftlt^ 
of the Gri/ons, His Chapel is a little Vault about 
ten Foot fquare, where there is an Altar ^ and whertf 
Hafs is faid upon fome great Feft'tvals : It is fituated 
under a natural Arch that is in the Ko^k, which was 
thought proper to be given out to have been tht Cell 
ff an Hermit ; From it fgn\cPr#PS of a fmaU F<t»ntaiR 
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fi^.down near the Chapel: Thefi/Ao/> affuredmesi 
|k|id t miraculeua Virtue for weak i»yts^ and that it 
wa« oily I' but neither TaHe nor Feeling could dif- 
^ver to.ine any OilyneGs : I believe it may be very 
^ood for the Eyes, imi all Rock-w&ter is. But when I 
^enelfo ftew the good old Rifliop^ that the Legend of 
LaciHf. was a FMt, ia all the Parts of it ; but moft rfr 
narkaUy ii^ that vhtch related to the Grifons^ and 
Ihat we had no ./W>^« in Britnin at that Time, but 
weve a FnHfina to the Romans^ that no ancient j^ 
tktrs fpcak of it. Bide beings the firft that mentions it \ 
ftndthat the pretended Lttttr to J^ope EleutfteriuSy to- 
pthcr with bii Anfwer^^ has evident Characters ai 
F^^S^O* >A it, all this itgnilied nothing to the Bijhof, 
pl^fH affcired me, that they bad a Tradition of that in

Ihe (^arxfl (b^tiremtJMr^i^; ani Dean^ was the Em 
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^mptUnt to which the Dttin and Chaffer pretended, 
and upon which the Bijkop madefome Invaiion : Upon 
-^irhich I took Occaiton to fhew, him the Novelty of 
thofe Exemption^, and that inr-the Primitive CAurr^ 
it was believed, that theBifliof hadthe Authority ovor 
his Fresbyters by a Divine Right'^ and if it was by a 
Divine Rifl^ht, then the Fope could pot exempt them 
from his Obedience ^ but the Bifliop would not carrjr 
the Matter fo high, and contented bimfelf with two 
Maxims ; the one was. That the pijhof was Chrjft^s 
Vicar in his Diocefs ; and the other was. That what 
ihe Fofe was in the CMtholick Chunk,- the Bijhof was 
the fame in his Diace/s, 

He was a good-natur'd Man, atid did not make ufe 
(Jf the great Authority that he has over the Fapfts 
there, to fet them on to live uneafily with their Neigh- 
bours of anothetr Religion, That Bifltof was anciently 
a great Prince ; and the greateft Part of the League^ 
that carries dill the Name of The Houfe ofGod^ belong- 
ed to him, tho* I was aflurea that Fregallia^ one of 
thofb Communities^ was a free State above lix hundred 
Years ago, and that they have Records yet extant that 
prbve this : The other Communities of this League^ 
bought their Liberties from fe^vcrfiljBiJhofs fome conr 
iiderable Time before the Reformation^ of which the 
Deeds are yet extant ^ fo that it is an impudent thing 
to fay a6 ibme Have done, that they Aiook off this 
Yoke at that time. 

The Bifiof hath yet relbrved.a Revenue of about 
One thoufand Pounds Sterling a Year, and every one of 
Ihe Frebindaries hath near two hundred Pounds a Year. 
It is not eafy to imagine out of what the Riches of 
this Country is raifed ; fot one fees nothing but a Trafl 
of vail Mountains^ that ieem barren Rocks^ and fome 
little Vallies among them, not a Mile broad, and the 
beft Part of thcfe is walbed away by the Rhine^ and 
fome Brooks that fall into it ^ but their Wealth con-^ 
Ms chiefly in thcirHillt, which afford much Failure $ 
and in the hot Months, in whioball the Failure of 
ilfii/jitf enerally paccbed, .the C^t,%]^ n^ dtivealuta 
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thefe HilU, which brkigs them In a Revenue of about 
tw6 hundred thoufand Crovuns a Year. The Piiblick 
is indeed very poor, but particular Perfons are fo 
rich, that I kne>v a great many there, vf ho were be- 
lieved ta have Eftates to the value of one hundred 
thoufand Croons. Mf, Schovefteln^ that is arccounted 
the riche(l Man in the Country, is believed to be 
wotth a Million^ ' I mean of Livres. The Gof^mmtni 
.here 'is purely a Comnion-'wealth ; for in the Choice of 
fheir Maitftrates^ evcfy Man that is above fifteen 
Yeafs old hai^ his Vohe^ which is alfo the Conftitution 
of feme of the fmall Cantons, The Three Le^iwt are, 
the League of the Grifons^ that of T^e Houje ofGod^ 
arid that of the ten yurifdieiions* 

They believe,' that upon the lacuriions of the 
Goths and Fandkls-^ as (bme fkdto the Venetian IJlands, 
out of which arofe that famous Cfmmon-'uoealth ^ fy 
others came and ihelter'd thenifelves in thofe Vallies. 
They told me of an ancient Infcription lately found, 
of a Stone, where on the one Side is graven Omittp 
Rhetos Indometos^ and ne plus ultra \s on the other; 
which they pretend was made by Julius CaJ'ar. The 
Stone on which this Infcription is, is upon one of 
their Mountains*^ but I did not pafii that Way^ fb I 
cah make no Judgment concerning it. After the fk A 
forming of this People, they were caftinto little States^ 
according to the different Vallles which they inhabit- 
ed, ^nd in which Juftice was adminiftred, and fo they 
fell under the Power of fome littlfc Princes^ .thu^ be- 
came fevere Matters V ^^t when they faw the Exam- 
ple that the Sviltx^rs had fet them, irf (baking off the 
Auftrian Yoke, above two hundred Years fi^Oy they 
likewilfe coniMned to Ihakc off theirs ; only fwnC! few. 
of thofe fmall Frinces ufed their Authority better, 
and concurred with the People in (baking off the Yoke, 
and fo they are ftill Parts of the Body 5 only Halden^ 
ftein is an abfolvfte Sovereignty 5 it is about two Miles 
from Coire to the Weft, oh the other Side of the Rhine: 
The whole Territory is about half A Mile long at the

Country, tho' he took all poffiblc Ways to provoke 
them ; for he was often railing at their ReU^ion^ but 
to all that they made no anfwer, only they continu*(| 
their Civilities ftill; which didfo inrage the warm 
Frier ^ that he went to Bormio^ and there (as was be? 
licved) he died of Grief. An Accident fell out five 
Temrs ago, that the People of the Country elieemed a 
fort of a Miracle. The Papifts in their Proceffions &k 
fometimes out of one Community into another, and 
when they pafs thro' Froteftant Communities^ they 
lower the Cro/j, and give over finging till they are 
tgain upon Fopijh Ground •, but then they went on, 
bearing up the Crofs^ and finging as tliey went; upon 
which the Protcftants Itopt them, and would not ftif- 
for them to go on in that Manner. They finding that 
they were not equal in Nqmber to the ProteJtantSy 
ftnt to a Catholick Community, and defired them to come 
to their Affiftanre: Ttjoo Thonfand came, and by all 
Appearance theDifpute would have had a bloody 
Iffue ; for the Prbt'eftants were refolved to maintaii| 
the Rights of their Community^ and the others wer? 
no lefs refolved to force their Way 5 but an extraordi- 
nary thick Milt aroft, andthroMt, the f/i/i/?r lab- 
eled they faw a vaft Body of Mei), which was no oth*!" 
than a Wood; but terrified with the Appearance of 
l\ich a Number, they retired ; and this favcd a little 
Battle, that probably would not only have ended In 
the fhedding much Blood, but might have very much 
difordered the whole Conftitution and Union of the^r 
leagues. The Papi/is of Quality endeavour much t6 
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keep their People in order ; but they acknowledged 
to my felf, that the Froteflants were much peac6' 
abler than the CathoUcks, The JurifdiSiions have 
fifteen Votes in the General Dyet^ yet they are ge- 
nerally called the ten yuri/diHions^ and the greater 
part of them are likewife of the Religion ) for up- 
on the general Computation of the three Leagues^ 
the Protejtants are about two Thirds* In their Dyets 
there are three Tables^ one in the Middle, and two 
on either Side y at every Table fits the Head of the 
L,eague^ and a Secretary near him ; and from the 
Takle there goes down Benches on both Handi for 
the Deputies from the Communities of that League : 
They hold their Dyets by Turns in the Chief To'wnt 
of the feveral Leagues^ and it happen'd to be the Turn 
of The Houfe of God^ when I was there ; fo they met 
at Coire. 

The three Leagues have a conquered Country in I- 
faly, divided into three Diftrifts, the Valteline, Chd* 
'oennes and Bormio, When yohn Galeajfe pofTeffed 
liimfelf of the Dutchy of Milan^ and drove out 
JSarn/ibaSj Mafiinus one of Barnabas^s Sons, to whom 
}ii« Father had given thofe three Branches of the 
Dutchy of Milan^ retired to Coire^ and being hofpi- 
tably received and entertained by the Bijhop^ when 
he died ; he gave his Right to thofe territories to 
the Cathedral of Coire : But here was a Title with- 
out a Force abl^ to make it good. But when the 
IFars of Italy were on Foot, the three Leagues be- 
ing much courted by both the Crovons^ iince they 
•were Mafters . of the PaJJes by which either the 
StnitZsers or Germans could come into Italy^ they 
refolved.to lay hold on that Opportunity : Yet they 
had not *Zeal enough for thtiv Bijkop^ to ingage deep 
upon his Account, fo they agreed with him to pay 
him fuch a Revenue, and he transferred his Title 
to them, and they were fo confidcrable to the Spa' 
niards^ that without much ado, they yielded thofe 
Parcels of the Dutchy of Milan to them, and by this 
Means they are pQjQ[e&isd of them, Thoft AscdEons

EJt they love their 
ruggti Vd":::. -r.i thir.k the Sifet;.- they injoy in 
them teyond the Fleif-irEs of their acquired Domi- 
nions 1 fothCT govern them by B.iII-Jfs and Podefta*Sy 
and other Offi.srs whom they fer.d among them ; and 
all the Advas.-ittges that they dr^w from them, is that 
the M.tilft rates whom they fer.d to govern them, do 
inrich tbemfelves, as the B.i:]:£'s in S'Jiitz.crUnd do. 
All thofc Ojfices go round the feveraJ Communities^ 
who have the Right of Nomintition in their Turn : 
Eut if there is none of the CommuKlty proper fof 
the Imploymcnt, '?.ny one of another Community may 
buy of them the Xoir.in?ction for that Turn, and the 
Community diflribute among them the Money that he 
gives them. The PubliLk draws nothing out of thofc 
Parts, except the Fines, which in fome Ye^rs amounts 
to no confidcrable Sum ; and ten or twelve thoufand 
Croinns is thought a great Deal to be raifed out of 
them in a Year 5 fo that their Subjects live happy, 
aud free from a^ll Taxes , which made their laft Revolt 
appear the more extraordinary; and it was indeed 
the EffeA of a very furprifmg Bigotry, when a People 
under the gentlclt Yoke in the World, who had no 
Othor Grievance, but that now and then their Mi- |1 
llftrates wore of anotlier Reliiion, and that the FrO' li 
tffittnt Religion was tolerated aihongH them, would 
therefore thrpw off their JMaflers, cut the Throats 
of their Neighbours, and cail thcmfelves into the 
Hands of the S.p0mr4sj wlip %rx the tcrribleft itf«* 
^tn la the World.' 
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.. But. to give a more particular Relation oF that 
Matter, and to tell the Circumftances which Ibem a 
little to leffen that Rebellion and MaJJacre $ I muft 
give an Account of a Part of this Conftitt^tion thi^t 
is very terrible, and which makes the greateft Men 
in it to tremble : The Feafants comes fometimes in 
great Bodies, and demand a Chamber of Juftice from 
the General Dyet^ and they are bound to grant it al- 
ways lichen it is thus demanded, which comes about 
|renerally once iii twenty Years 5 commonly this Tu- 
mult of the Pea/ants \i fet on by fome of the Mal6* 
contented Gentry^ aiid generally there are a great ma- 
ny Sacrificed made* This Court is compofbd of tHi 
Judges out of every League^ and t'wenty Ad'OocateSy 
who manage fuch Accufations as are prefented to 
them. This Court i& Paramount to La<w, and A£ts like 
a Court of Inquifition ^ they give th^ Queftion^ and do f^ 
very Thing thitt they think neceffary to difcover the 
Truth of fuch Accufations as are prefented to them $ 
and the pecifions 6f this Coutt can never be brought 
iinder a fecond Review ; tho* there i^ an Exception 
to this ; for about a hundred Years ago, one ^ourt 
of Jufii6e reverfed alt that another had done ^ but 
that is a finale In{lance« The teafants are in afi 
great a Jealouiie of the Sfamards^ as the SwtvLers 
are of the frtnsh^ und the good M611 among them 
are eittream feti^Able of a great Diflblution of Mo*- 
i^ala that the ^fanifii Service brings among them t 
For there is a Qrifrn Regiment kept jftili in Pay by 
the Sf^nikrds^ they are in twelve Companies of fifty 
npiece^ and the Caf tains fi^ve a thoufand Crov^ns Pay, 
tho' they are not obligM to attend upon the Service : 
This is upon the Matter a Pen Aon paid Under a more 
decent Name to the mo(t conAder able Men of the Cb»ff- 
try i and this is fhared among them without any Di- 
itmaion of Froteftant &nd Faptft^ and is believed to 
IVay their Councils milch. The Fedfants are apt to 
take Fire, and to believe they are betrayed by thofe 
Fenfiofftrs of Spain i And when Rumours irt-e blowa 
Kbout among theiHy they come ia j^te&t^^K»v^^\%x« 
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demand a Chamber of Juftlce. The common Qu^U 
on that they give, which is alfo ufed all Sifoitz^r* 
land over, and in Geneva^ \s^ that they tye the Hdndi 
of the fufpe^ted Perfon behind his Back, and pull 
them up to his Head^ and fo draw them about, by 
which the Arms and chiefly the Shoulder-blades are 
disjointed; and when a Perfon put to the 'Quefth 
on confeffes his Crime, and is upon that condemned 
to die, he his obligM to renew his Confefilon' upon 
Oath at the Place of Execution ; and if he goes off 
from it then, and faith. That- his Confeffion vms' tx- 
torted by the Violence of the Torture^ he is put a- 
f^ain to the Queftion : For this paffes for a Maxim^ 
That no Man miift die unlefs he confeffeth hiikfelf 
Zuilty. Generally when the Fury of demanding thi* 
Chamber is fpread among the People, the Gentry run 
«way, and leave the whole Matter in the Power of 
the Pea/ants ) for they know not where it will end^ 
And fo the Feafants being named to be Judge^^ the 
Juilice goes quick, till fome Sacrifices appeafe the 
Rage. Two Year. Zi%o^ upon the Sale of a Common 
to the Bijhop of Como^ to which he had an ancient 
Pretenfion, the Feafants having no more the Libcrr j 
ty of the Common^ were inraged at their Magfjtratesf < I 
flnd a Report was fpread abroad, of which the firft Jfi 
Author could never be difcovered, That the Spa'niardi 
Jtad fent an kufidnd thoufand Crowns apioni tkimM 
corrupt all their MaSi^r&tes : Upon this: they were 
fo fet on Fhe, that it was generally thought thcr* 
would have been many Sacrifices made to this Fury. 
But the Gentry happened to be then fo well united^ 
that there was none of thenii ingaged among the 
Feafants'^ or that managed their Ra^e^ A Ckamfet 
of Juftice was granted, but the -Matter was fo or- 
dered, that it did not appear that any one was 
^ilty ; yet fome that had dealt in that Tranfac^ 
ation were fined, not fo much for any Fault of 
theirs, a^ to raife a Fund to pay the ExpcnCes of 
the Chamber ; and becaufe they could not And Co- 
lour enough to . raife fo much .out of the Fiiic$ ; 
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there "was a Fine of five hundred Livers laid pn 
every one of the Spanijh Companies. I hope this Di- 
greffion will not appear tedious to y,ou, and the 
rather becaufe you will foon fee that it was a lit- 
tle Neceifary to open the Matttr of the "Rekellion 
and Majfacre in the Valteline. 

In the Year i^iS. there was a Report fet about. 
That the Spaniards had a Treaty on Foot to tear 4- 
'ioay the Valteline from the Leagues : This was fup- 
ported by the Fort Fuentes^ that the Governor of 
Milan was building upon the Lake of Como ; near 
the Valteline^ there was one Ganatx,^ a Minifter, but 
a bloody and perfidious Man, that fet on and mana** 
ged the Rage of the Fea/ants^ and there was great 
Reafon to Aifpe^ fome underhand Dealing tho' he 
threw it which way he pleafed. A Chamber of 
Juftice^ was appointed to fit at Tojfane^ which is a 
conliderable Tovon^ twelve Miles from Coire^ on the 
Way to Italy^ near Alt a Rhetia^ which is a High 
and fmall Hill, to which there is no Accefs but on 
one Side, where there are yet the Ruins of a Caftle 
ind a Churchy and which they believe was the Pa-^ 
lace of Rhetus^ the firft Frince of the Country^ 
There was fevere Juftice done in this Chamber : A 
Frieji was put to the Queftion^ and fo ill ufcd that 
he died in it, which is a crying Thing among them* 
The chief Sufpicion lay upon one Pianta^ who be- 
ing one of *the bell Families of the Grifons, was 
then one of the Captains in the Spanijh Regiment, 
He withdrew himfelf from the Storm, but the Fea- 
fants led on by Ganatx, purfued him fo, that at lad 
(hey found him, and hewed him in Pieces, Ganatz, 
himfelf Itr iking the firft ftroke with an Ax, which 
nras taken up and preferved by his Friends : And 
four and twenty Years after, fifty or fixty of hi| 
Friends fell upon Ganat%» in Coire^ and killed him 
with the fame Ax, which they brought along with 
them, that they might execute their Defign by th^ 
fiime Tool with which their Friend was murthqred- 
QiimtTi^ h«d dnring the War$ iibnndoped l)oth bU ^^\ 
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Upon lod frnfegtam^ bexixf indBcd a Dif^ce to baA, 
jod had fervoi firi in tile ViTietux, ucui thai in tiie 
Sf^ntijh Troaps. After the Peace vias oude, he bc>- 
CJtme :'o canildenbieu beuif fapported b? the SfMMit 
Fiftion, that he was chodnx ^I'sernr d C^'oenKes^ 
md W15 cone s^er fa Caird:, tc i Dw?,, he being thei 



ki fo imporLint a Charge : £-at he wi5 fc such hated, 
that tho' the Marthenns of a Mmrj^rMte in Ofetj 
and at a Pubiick AJemiriy in fo terrible a Msfnser, 
flu^hc to heve bcca fcverelj puniied. Tet no Enquiry 
Wis TT-aie into the Crime, nor vas ajar Mas ft nach 
•s qaet^iooed fcr it. la thiit Oum^r^ manv' thiC 
were put ta the Q-j^fiinn coafe£ied dough to hang 
them, fose irJured the Qu^ft-m, and efciped with 
the Ixfj oc the Ufe of their Arnsj. Thofe rf the 
Valtiil'.i. have made Ufe of thif ScTeritv, u that 
which j»vc theRie to the 2tl'j7jcr€^ and it is ve- 
ry pr-jbatlc, this 'light have d-aw« in fome that 
would hi V* been othcrwi-e more moderate, ^ind that 
it did iikewife p-ec-pltats that barbarous Aaion ; 
Yet it was aftcn* ,ris fouad out, that thr Flct had 
fcecn fomcd lor^ before, fo that the ladiulrv aJid 
Rtge of thcFrjV^. nanaged bv 5*^«i.M Emiflarief, 
workirg upon the E'rotry of the People, wjis th^ 
feal Caufe^ and this wis or.Iv made Ufe of as a 
Pretext to give foir.e more piaufibie Colours to the 
Mdjacre. which was executed fome Months after 
this CAumbir w« diffo .rA. It began while the jPr«- 
feftsint svrert at Cfiu. :r. : There were fome kur.dreia 
dc^.rovcd- the reft got all up to the Miur.t^ins^ and 
fo efcapei into the Country of the GralHs^ and 
thole of Cnxve-f-yis got likewiie up to the Hi its i^ 
for they are iiuated juft at the Bottom of them. 

I 0»all not p'ofecute the rril of that War ; the 
French faw of what Advantage it was to them not to 
let this Pafs from Italy into Germmny fall into the 
Hands of the SfMnhrdf ^ fo EdJfomfUre was ftnt to 
Hddrid^ and obtained a Promife, that aJl thfiift 
ftould be put in the fame State in which they vei« 
before the Y^ear i6iS. hut whea thpt Onder was fieat 
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to the Qovirnor of MiUn^ it was plain he had Tecret 
Orders to thp contrary $ for he r^usM to execute it : 
So a War follow'd, in which the GHfons found it wat 
not eafie for them to fupport tjie Charge of it, witb* 
out imploying the Affittance of the French. But the 
SpanUrds pretended to have no other Intereft in the 
Affairs of the ValteUne than the Prefervation of the 
CMthoHck Keligion ; and to (hew their Sincerity, they 
put the Country into the Fofe^s Hands, knowing that 
he coukl not prefer ve it but by their Afllftance, nor 
preflore it withput fccuring it from all Change of Re- 
iilhn. The French willingly undertook the Caufb 
of the Grifons^ and becaufe the Duke of Rohttn was 
like to be the mod favourable General^ as being of 
the Religion^ he was fent to command fome Forces that 
march'd thither : But he faw, that if the French once 
Hiade themfelvea Mafters of the Pajfes of the Country^ 
it would turn to their Ruin ; and finding the Grifons 
repofed an entire Confidence in him, he thought it 
unbecoming him to be an Inftrument in that which 
Jie faw muft be fatal to them. The Spaniards feeing 
the French engage in the Quarrel, and fearing left 
they ihould poiiefs themfeives of the Pajfes ; offer'd 
to reftore all the Territory in Italy ; for Chuvennes and 
Eormio had likewife revolted, only the P rot eft ants 
got away fo quick upon the Difordcrs in the Valteline^ 
that they prevented the Rage of the Priefts. The Spa- 
mards askM thefe Conditions, that an Amnefty fliouJd 
be granted for what was part 5 that there (liould 
be no Exercife of the Proteftant Religion tolerated 
in the Country^ and that even the Bailiffs nnd other 
Magiftrates of the Religion^ that came to be fent 
Into the Falteline:^ ihould have no Exercife of their 
fietigjon ; and as for other Perfons, that none of the 
Miligion mii^htftay above fix Weahs at a time in the 
Country. The Duke of Rohan feeing that Conditions 
pf fo much Advantage to the Leagues were offerM to 
them, did underhand advife thofe of the Religion to 
accept of them, at the fame time that he fcem'd openly 
to oppgfe the Treaty fet on foot on thofe TettcA^ «?ft>^ 
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ttspnB-fh^d. if the Perlbn tliit commit them hive 
citber ^reat Credit, or mucli Money. The p«or Mh 
mijters here are under a terrible Silvery ; for th« 
^ri/img pretend, thit in all times the/ hid not oalji 
the' tatr99^i€ of their Czur.-kff, hut k Power to dif- 
mifs their Ckurck-mtn 2s they f^w Csufe. How it if 
j|inor.g; the t»f}fts, I cmnot tell ; but xheDttn of the 
Sjnod of tke ' Houft c/ Gzd told me. thev had an ill 
Cuftom of OrdMiniai their MiK?fters without a Title, 
vpon an Ezamiration of their '^^Ulli C cations and A- 
bilities, which took them up generally fix orfeven 
Houri. and when this Tri^l was dii^atchM, if tke 
Perlbn was found qualified, thev ^rdjin*d him ; and 
it was too ordinary for thofe that were thus ordMlnH 
to endeavour to undermine the Mimjters already in 
employment, if their P^ple grew dif^^fled at them; 
or as they became di fabled by Age^ and often the 
Jntereft of the Kindred of the Intruder carried the 
Matter a^inil the Incumbent without any Colour 
or Pretence ; and in that Cafe the Synod was bound 
to receive the Intruder. In one/half of the Country 
they preach in Higk-Dutck^ and in the other Half 
in a corrupt Italian^ which they call RomAnlfi^ that 
is, a Mixture of French and Italian. In every Leaim 
they have a Synod ; and aA the People chufe their 
Minijiers^ fo in imitation of the ^loifttfrx, every 5y 
110^ chufes their Antiftis or Superintendant ; he if 
callM the Dean among the Grifons^ and hath a fort 
of an Epifcopal Power ; but he is accountable to the 
Synod / The Office is for Life -, but the Synod^ upoA 
grciit Caufe given^ may make a Change. The People 
of this Country are much more lively thail the S^it* 
%,ert^ and they begin to hs^vc fome Tinfture of the 
Italian Temper. They are extream civil to Sttetn* 
lers ; but it feems in all Commonwealths Inn-keefers 
think they have a Right to exaft u]^n Strangers^ 
which one finds here as well as in Holland^ or in SiMtt- 
%0erland. 

I (hall conlude what I have to t$y concerning^ thf 
QriJ'ons with a ^try e;ctniordinary Story^ which I 
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had both ^rom the Mimjters at Coirei, and feveral 
other Gentlemen^ that faw in ^/ri/ 1685, about JX-ye 
hundred Pcrfons of different Sexes and Ages, that paft 
thro' the To'wn^ who gave this Account of themfeives. 
They were the Inhabitants of a r<i//«y in Tirol^ belong^- 
in^ for the greateft Part to the ArchbiJhQprkk of 
Saltsburg^ butXome of them were in the Dwcejfes of 
Trent znd Br ejfe: They feemed to be a Rtmnant of the 
Old Waidenfes : They worihipped neither Imaies nor 
Saints $ and they believed the Sacrament was only a 
Commemoration of the Death of Chrift, and in many 
other Points they had their peculiar Opinion^, differ- 
ent from thofe of the Church of Rome ; they knew no- 
thing neither of Lutherans nor Calvtnijfs 5 and the 
Grijons^ tho' their Neighbours, had never heard of 
this Nearnefs of theirs to the Frot^ant Religion. 
They had Ma/s faid among them j but fome Years 
iince fome of the Valley going over to Germany to earn 
fomewhat by their Labour, happen'd to go into the 
FaUtinate, whef-e they were better Inftrufted in mat- 
ters of Religion^ and thefe brought back with thenv 
into the Valley the Heidelberg Catechi/m^ together with 
fome other German Books ^ which ran over the Valley 5 
and they being before that in a good Dll^o^tion, thofe 
Books had fuch an Effect upon them, that they gave 
over going to Mafs any more, and began to worfhip 
God in a way more fuitable to the Rules (tt down in 
Scripture. Sofne of their Friefts concurred with 
them in this happy Change ; but othets, that adhe-^ 
red ftili to the Mafs^ went and gave the Arehbijhof 
of Saltsburg an Account of it ; upon which he fent 
fome into the Country to examine the Truth of the 
Matter^ to exhort them to return to Mafs^ and to 
threaten them with all Severity, if they continued ob- 
llinate ; fo they feeing a terrible Storm ready to break 
upon them, refolved to abandon their Houfes, and all 
they had, rather than fin againft their Confcienccs ; 
and the whole Inhabitants of the Valley^ old' and 
youngs Men and Women, to the Number of fwo 
thoufandy divided thcmfelves iuto feytttA lBft^\t^s ^'^►''^^ 
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intended to go to Brtindenburgh^ others to the PmUU' 
fjate^ and about five hundred took the Way of Co/rf, 
intending to difperfe themfelves in S*\f)itz,erla,nd, The 
Min[Jiers told nie, they were much edified with their 
Simplicity and ModeUy ; for a Colleftion being made 
for them, they defir'd only a little Bread to carry them 
on their Way. From Coire we went to Tojfau'e^ and 
from that, thro' the Way that is juftly called VU 
Mala : It is thro' a Bottom between two Rocks^ thro' 
which the Rhine runs, but under Ground for a great 
part of the way : The Way is cut out in the Middle 
-of the Rock in fomc Places, and in feveralPiaccs the 
5tcepnefs of the Rock being fuch, that a Way could not 
be cut out, there are Beams driven into it, over Vhich 
Boards and Earth are laid ; this Way holds an Hour : 
After that, there iS for two Hours good way, and we 
paft thro' two confiderable Villages ; there is good 
iodging ip both : From thence there is, for two houn 
Journey terrible Way, almofl as bad as the Via Mala\ 
then an Hours Journey good Way to Splugen \ which 
is a large Village of above tvoo hundred Houfes, that 
arc well built, and the Inhabitants feem all to live at 
their Eafe, tho' they have no fort of Soil but a little 
Aleadow Ground aboiit them. This is the laft Fro- 
teftant Church that was in our way ; it was well in- 
dowed ; for the Provifion of the Minifier was near 
two hundred Croijons. Thofe of this Village are the 
Carriers between Italy and Germany, fo they drive a 
^reat Trade ; for .there is here a perpetual Carriage 
^oing and coming, and we were told, that there paft 
generally a hundred Horfes thro' this Town, one Day 
'With another ; and there are above five hundred Car- 
ri-Age-Horfes that belong to this Town, From this 
Place ^e went mounting for three tjours, till, we got 
to the Top of the Hills, where there is only one great 
Inn. After that the Way was tolerably good for two 
Hours ^ and for two Hours there is conftant Defcent, 
which'for the mqft Part, is as fteep as if we were all 
the while going down Stairs ; At the Foot of this, is a 
Jittle Village^ cajlcd Camfdolein^ and here we (owd 
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#e were in Italy^ both by the vail Difference of the 
Climate^ for whereas we vr ere freex^in^ on the other 
Side, the Heat of the Sun was uneafy here; and alfo by 
the Nlimber of the Beggars^ tho' it may feem the Re- 
verfe of what one ought to expeft, fmce the richeft 
Country o^ Europe is full of Beggars^ and the (?r//o»5, 
that are one of thepooreft States^ have no Beggars at 
all. One thing i^ alfo ftrange, that among IhtQrifons^ 
the rich Wine of the Valteline^ after it is carried three 
Days Journey, is fold cheaper then, than the Wine of 
other Countries, where it grows at the Door 5 but 
there are no Taxes nor Impofitions here. From Camp' 
dolein^ there is three Hours Journey to Chavemies^ all 
in a flow Defcent, and in fome Places the Way is ex- 
tream rugged andftony. Chavennes is very pleafantly 
fituated at the very Foot of the Mountains 5 there runs 
thro* the Tovon a pleafant little River: It is nobly 
built, and hath a great many rich Vineyards about it j 
and the Rebound of the Sun-beams from the Mountains 
doth fo increafe the Heati here, that the Soil is as 
rich here, as in any Place of Italy, Here one begins 
tQ fee a noble ArchiteEture in a great many Houfes : In 
Ihort, all the Marks of a rich Soil, and a free Govern^ 
ment appear here. The To^mn flood a little more to 
the North^ about five hundred Years ago, but a Slice 
of the Alps came down upon it, and buried it quite 5 
and ait the Upper-end of the Town^ there arc fome 
Rocks th^t look like ifww, about which there hath 
been a very extraordinary Expence, to diVide them one 
from another, and to make them lit Places for Ports 
and Caftles. The Marks of the Tools appeared all over 
the Rock in one place. I meafured the Breadth of the 
one from the other, which is twenty Foot, the Length 
is four hundred and fifty Foot, and as we could guefs, 
the Rock was two hundred Foot high, cut down on 
both Sides in a Line as even as a WaJl : Towards the 
Top of one, the name Salvius is cut in great Letters, 
ti little Got hick. On the Tops of thofe -Rocfej, which 
are inacceflible, except on the one Side, and to that the 
^cent. is extrcam uncgfy, they li^ad Q«y y ifw\^ <k>xx\vsSL 
.* ' I 2 ^'^'^ 
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the Jfars of the Valteline : There were fifteen hun* 
dred in G^rrifon in that which is in the MiddJe. 
There falls down frequently Slices from the Milh^ 
that do extreamly fatten the Ground which they 
cover, fo that it becomes Fruitful beyond Ezpref- 
/ion : And I faw a Lime-Tree^ that was planted eight 
and thirty Years ago, in a Piece of Ground which 
had been fo covered, that was two Fathom and a 
half of Compafs. On both Sides of the River^ the 
Tonxn^ find the Gardens belonging to it, CQv^r tbc 
whole Bottom, that lies between the Hills ; and at 
the Roots of the Mountains they, dig great Cellars^ 
and Grottoes^ and flrike a Hole about a Foot fquare, 
ten or twelve Foot into the ff///, which a}l the SuMf, 
fner long blows a frefh Air into the Cellar ^ fo that 
the Wine of thofe Cellars drinks almoft as cold as if 
It were in Ice^ but this Wind-pipe did not bloif 
when 1 was there, which was towards the End of 
Septemirer^i for the Sun opening the Pores of the 
Earth, and rarifying the exterior Air, that whicli 
5s coinprefled within the Cavities that are in the 
Mountains^ ru flies out with a conltant Wind ^ but 
when the Operation of the Sun is weakned, thii 
Courfe of the Air is Icfs feniible. Before or over 
thofe Vaults they build little pleafant Room? like 
Summer 'houfes^ and in them thpy go to Collations ge- 
nerally at Night in Summer. I never faw bigger 
Grapes than jrow there; there is one So^t bigger 
than the biggeft Damafcene Plums that we have.iq 
England, 

There is a Sort of Wine here and in thjg Valtelm^ 
which I never heard named any whepef clf^p, that 
U called Aromatkk Wine^ and as the Talle makes end 
think it muft be a Compolition ( for it taftes like 
a Strong-njDater drawn qf Sphef) fo its Strength be- 
ing equal to a weak Brandy^ difpofes one to believe 
that it cannot be a natural Wine^ and yet it is the 
pure Juice of the Grape, without any Mixture. Th^ 
Xiquor being fmgular, I informed mv felf particu- 
htly of th^ W^y of prej>aring it ; JfaQ Grajtes arc 
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red, tiio' the Wine is white ; they let the Grapes 
hang on the Vines till November^ that they arc ex- 
tream ripe, then they carry them to their Garrets^ 
and ^Gt them upright on, their Ends by one ano- 
ther for two or three Months ; then thev pick all the 
Grapes^ and throw away thofe in which there is the- 
\e:ii^ Appearance of Rottennefs, fp that they prefs none 
but found Grapes. After they are" preiTed, they put 
the Liquor intp an open VeJJel^,in which it throws up 
a Scum, which they take ofF twice a Day, and when 
no more Scum comes up, which according to the- 
difference of the Seafon is fooner or liter (for fome** 
times the Sci;m comes no more after eight Days, 
and at other times it continues ^ Fortnight,) then 
they put it into a clofe VeJfsL For the hrlX^Year it 
fs extream fwcet and lufcious ; but at the End of 
the Year J they pierce it a little higher than the Midy- 
die of the Vejel^ almoft. two Thirds from the Bot- 
tom, and drink it off till it cometh fo low, and then- 
every Year they fiUit up anew ; Once a Year in the- 
j^onth of Match it ferments, and cannot be drunk- 
till that is over^ which continues a Month; but their 
other Wine ferments not at that time. Madam Sails ^ 
a Lady of that Country^ who*^ entertained us three. 
Days with a Magnificence equal to what can be done 
in London or Farts^ had Wine of this Compoiition, 
that was forty Years old an^ was fo very flrong, that 
one could hardly drink above a Spoonful, - and it 
taftcd high of ^picery, tho' Ihe affured me there was- 
not one Grain of Spice in $t, nor of any other Mi X'*. 
ture whatfbever. Thus the Heat that is in this.- 
Wlne^ becomes a Fire, and diflills it felf, throwing- 
up the more fpirituous Parts of it to the Top of- 
the Hogfhe^d. 

Both here, anil in the Grlfons, the Meat is very, 
juicy, the Fo^wl is excellent, their Roots md Herkr 
very tafteful'^ but the Fljk of their Lalaes is beyond 
any Thing I ever faw. They live in a great Simpli- 
city as to their Habit and Furniture, hut they hava^ 
plcnt/ of all Thinjf^, and arc cxtr^iim xvsii^ '^^"

Fsmily where we were fo nobly entertained, is be- 
lieved to hive about two hundred thoufand Croinns. 
Here the ItmltMn Cuftom, of om only of a Family that 
marriej, takcf Place gener ily. There is a fort ot Fots 
of Stone that i» ufcd not onlv in all the KJtckens 
here, but almoft all Lomhirdy over, called Lavegi 5 
the Stvnt feels oily and fcaly^ fo that a Scale flicks 
to ones Fingers that touches it, and is foiiewhat of 
the Nature of a SUte : There arcf but three Mines 
of it known in thefe Parts, one near Chavennes^ ano- 
ther in the Valteline^ and the third in the Gri/ons ( 
but the firft is much the beft : They generally cut 
it in the Mine round, of about a Foot and a half 
I>iaineter, and about a Foot and quarter thick, and 
they work it in a Mill, where the Chizzels that 
cut the Stone are driven about bv a Wheel th^t is 
ftC going by Water, and which is fo ordered, that 
he who manages the Chizzel, very eafily draws for- 
ward the Wheel out of the Courfe of the Water : 
They turn off firft the outward Coat of this Stonf^ 
till it is exaftly fmooth, and then they feparate 
one Pot after another by thofe fmall and hooked 
Chizzels, by which they make a Neft of Pots^ all 
one within another, the outward and biggeft being j\i 
big as an ordinary Beef-pot^ and the inward Pot be 
ing no bigger than a ftiiall Pipkin ; thefe they Arm 
with Hooks and Circles of Brafs^ and fo they ^r< 
fcrved by them in their Kitchens- One of thd< 
Stone-pots takes heat and boils fooner than any Poi 
of Mettle ; and whereas the Bottoms of Mettle-pot. 
tranfmit the Heat fo intirely to the Liquor within 
that they are not infufferable hot, the Bottom 
this Stone-pot^ which is about twice as thick as t 
Pot of Mettle, burns extreamly : It never crack 
neither gives it any fort of Tafle to the Liquor tha 
is boiled in it •, but if it falls to the Ground, it i 
very brittle ; yet this is repaired by patching i 
lip ; for they piece their broken Pots fo clofe, the 
without any Cement, by fowing, with Iron-wire, th 
broken Parcels together, that la the Holes whicl 
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they pierce with the Wire, there is not the leaft 
Breach made, except that which the Wire both 
inakes and tills. The Paffage to this Mine is very 
inconvenient ; for they mult creep into it for near 
half a Mile thro' a .Rock^ that is fo hard that the 
Paffage is not above three Foot high 5 and ^o thofe 
that draw out the Stones creep all along upon their 
EeJly, having iCandle fanned in their Forehead, and 
the Stone laid on a fort of Cufhion made for it up- 
on their Hips. The Stones are commonly two hun- 
dred Wefght. [j^y 

But having mentioned fome Falls of Mountains in 
thofe Parts, I cannot pafs by the extraordinary Fate 
of the Toifjn of Fleurs^ that was about a League 
from Chavcnnes to the I^orth^ in the famp Bottom, 
but on a Ground that is a little more raifed. The 
Toijon was half the Bignefs of Chavennes 5 the Num- 
ber of the Inhabitants was about t*wo and tijoenty 
hundred Per Tons, but it was much more nobly built ; 
for befides the the great Falace of the Francken^ that 
cod fome Millions, there were many other Palaces 
that were built by feveral rich Fa6iors^ both of -Mi- 
Jan and the other Parts of Italy^ who lik'd the Si^ 
tuation and u4/r, as well as the Freedom of the <xO- 
vernment of this Place ; fo they ufed to come hither 
during the Heats, and here they gave themfelves all 
the Indulgences that a vafl Wealth could furnifh. 
By one of the. Falaces^ that was a little Diftance from 
the Tbijony which was not overwhelmed with it, one 
may judge of the reft : It was an Out-houfe of the 
Family of the Franchen^ and yet it may compare with 
many Falaces in Italy ; and certainly, Houfe and Gar- 
dens could not coft fo little as one hundred thou- 
fand Crowns. The Voluptuoufncfs of this Place be- 
came very crying, and Madam de Sails told me, that 
ihe heard her Mother often relate fome Paffages of a 
Froteftant Minifter'^s Sermon?, that preached in a lit- 
tle Churchy which thofe of the Religion had there, and 
warned them often of the terrible Judgments of Goi 
vhich were hanging oyer their Heads, tad th^t Ive 
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believed would fuddenly break out upon them. 
the twenty fifth oiAuguft^ 1618, an Inhabitant tttw 
and told them to be gone 5 . for he faw the Moui 
tain cleaving ; but he was laughed at for his Pain; 
He had a Daughter^ whom he perfuaded to leave aJ 
and go with him y but when Ihe wa* gone out ( 
the To'wn with him, fhe called to mind that Ihe ha 
not locked the Door of a Room in which fhe ha 
Tome Things of Value, and fo fhe went back to d 
that, and was buried with the refl : For at th 
Hour of Supper the Hill fell down, and buried th 
Tov>n and all the Inhabitants^ fo that not one Pei 
fon efcaped. The Fall of the Mountains did fo ft 
the Channel of the River ^ that the firft News thoi 
of (Jhavennes had of it, was by thp failing of the] 
River 5 for three or four Hours there Came not 
T>rop of Water 5 but the River wrought for it fe 
a slew Courfe, and returned to them ^ I could h& 
no particular Charafter of the Ma>i who efcaj 
cd, fo I nluft leave the fecret Reafon of fo fmgt 
Jar a Prefervation to the gr6at Difcovery at tt 
Jaft Day, of thofe Steps of Divine Providence, thj 
are now fo unaccountable. Some of the Family of tl 
Franchen got fbnie Miners to work under Grounc 
to find out the Wealth that was buried in their Ft 
lace \ for befides the Flate and Furniture^ there wi 
a great deal of Cajh and many Jevsels in the Houf 
The Miners pretended they could find nothing 5 b; 
they went to their Country of Tirol ^ and built ti 
Houfes, and a great Wealth appeared, of which 1 
other vifible Account could be given but this, Ih 
they had found fome of that Treafure. The chi 
Fa6lors of Italy have been Grifons \ and they to 
me, that as the Trade of Banking began in Lombard 
fo that all Europe over, a Lombard and a Bank fti 
nified the fame Thing, fo the great Bankers of Lo\ 
hardy were Grifons % and to this Day the Grifp 
drive a great Trade in- Money ; for a Man there 
a hundred thoufand CroiMns Eftate, hath not perha] 
r^ird Part of this within the; Country^ but pc 
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it out in the neighbouring States i And the Llherty oF 
this Country is Aich, that the Natives when they 
have made up Fjtates clfewhcre, are glad to leave evea 
Italy and the bett PJarts of Germany^ and t6 come and 
live tLinongthoie Mountains^ of which the wtry Sight 
is enough to fill a Man with Horror. 

From Chavennes we wWit for two Hours thro* a 
Plain to the Lake of Ckavennes^ which is aimoi! round^ 
and is about tw6 Miles Diameter. This Lake falls in'- 
to the Lake of Como^ over againft the Fort Fuentes % 
when we paffed there, the Water wns fo low, that the 
Boat cbuld not eafily get over a Bank that lay between 
the two Lakes, The Lake of Como is about eight and 
forty Miles long, and four broad, it runs between two 
Ranges of Hills. I did not itay long enough in Como t9 
give any Defcription of it 5 for I thought to have re* 
turned that Way from a little Tour that I made into 
the Bailiages that the Sii)ttv:,ers have in Italj^ of ,L»- 
gane^ Locarma and BelUnr^ona ; but I took another 
Courfe, fo I faw nothing in Como : The beft thing in 
it is a line Chapel^ which the prefent Pope^ who is a 
Native of Como^ is building. From Como we went eight 
Miles to Codelaggo^ which belongs to the Svfit^erSj 
and from thence to Lugane we had eight Miles of Lake, 
This Lake doth not run in an even current, as the o« 
ther Lakes that rife under the Alps ^ but the Situation 
6f the Hills about it, throws it into feveral Courfe^. 

The SinitTLers have here ftveral little Provinces ot 
Bailiages^ of which, during the Wars of Italy^ between 
the Dukts of Milan uid the two Crowns in rraneis thtf 
firft^ and Charles the fiftV*9 Time, they pofftfl'd 
themfelves of asti Pledger for Payment of their Ar« 
rears V and they were then (bch confiderable Allie§j 
thair they made bdth theCompetitorsforthe Dmtchif 
of Milan Coutt them by turns, and became the peace-* 
able P<»li:e8brsxyf almo^ all thatTraa that lies between 
the LakeiofCdmototheCokinUy of the Valeffli^ or the 
VaUeyL > TlieliiJ^ir^/^ARn here are fo well uftd, they 
live' fo f«ee of ali Itnpofitions, and the S^t'X.ers Qo'* 
T^tnmcnt U Pf tfi$iXie*r tljan - lm< I i^^ft Vfk ^%^ «cvj^ 
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%rh{ch there arc Variety of Founiains and Arlfors 
tiic great Parterre is a furprizing thing; for as 
ireli furnifhed with Statues and Fountains^ and i 
vaft Extcfnt,- and juAly (ituated to the Palace^ 
the further. End of it there i$ a great Mount \ 
pace of it that looks to the Parterre is made 
Theatre^ all full of fountaint and Statues^ the H 
tiling up in five fbveral Rows^ it being about 
Foot high, and about fourfcore Foot in Front ; 
round this Mokkt^ anfwering to the live Row! 
which the Theatre is divided, thqre goes as many 
f4/r<?^ of noble Walks; the W^alls are all as clof^i co 
with Orarij^es and Citrons^ as any of our Walls in 
land are-with L<r«<r^/ ."The Top of the Mount

Ciftern^ into ^hich the- fef ill plays up the Water 
Jttuft furnifli all tYit'Fouhialni, The Fountains 
tM quite- firiifhed wheil I was there ; when all 
yiiihed, this Place wiU Look like an Inchanted / 
The Frefhnelb of the kiti 'i%h^^ both in a Lah 
intit the Mountains^ the fragi^ant Smell, the beau 
profpea, * and the delighting Variety that is 
inakes it fVich a Habitation for Summer^ that pei 
the whole Wdrld hath nothing like it. From t 
weAt to Seftio\, a miferable V4iU%e4iX the end o 
laYe^ and here I bcganfofoela mighty Change,/ 
now in Lomhardy^ which is certainly the beaut if 
Country that can be imagined^ the Ground li 
even, it is ft) well watered, fo fweetly divide 
Rows of Trees, inClofihg every Piece of Ground 
ifiLCre or two Acre^ Compaf^, that it cannot be d< 
that here is a vaft Extent of Soil^ above two hu 
^iles long, aind in many Places a hundred Miles b 
where the whole Country is equal to the lovelieft 
fo k\\ England^ or France ; it hath all the Svpsct 
that fioUand or Flanders have,' but with a wi 
Sun, 'and a better Air ; -the Neighbourhood o: 
Mountains 'ctufbs a Frefhnefs of Air here, that x 
the Soil the nioft 14efi,rable Place to live in that c 
fien, if the Govtrnmtnt were not jTo excefllYely A 
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that there is nothing but foverty over all thi« rich 
Country. A Traveller in many Places finds alnioH no- 
thing, and is fo ill fumiflied, that if he doth not buy 
Proviiions in the great Tooww^, he will be obliged to a 
very ievere Dlet^ in a Country that he (hould think 
flowed with Milk and Honey, but I fhall fay more of 
this hereafter. The Lago Magiiore difcharges it felf 
into thie River Tefine^ which runs with fuch a Force, 
that we went thirtv Miles in three Hours, having but 
one Rower, and the Water was no way fwellcd. From 
this we went into the Canal^ which Francis the firft 
cut from this River to the Tonjon of Milan^ which is 
about thirty Foot broad, and on both its Banks there 
are Aich Proviiions to difcharge the Water when it 
rifes to fuch a Height, thfit it can never be fuller of 
Water than is intended it fhould be ^ it lies alfo fo even^ 
that fometimes for fix Miles together one fees the lind 
fo cxaft, that there is not the lealt Crook : It is thirty 
Miles long, and is the belt Advantage that the Taysn^^^ 
Milan hath for Water-Carriage. - ■ 

' T will not entertain you with a long Defcription of 
this cprcat City, which is one of the nobleft in the W<)rld^ 
to be an Inland Tovsn^ that hath no j^reat Court, j' iid 
jCommerce, • either bv Sea, or any Navigable Rlver^ 
and that is now the Metropolis of a very fmail Siatt^ 
lor thdi!^hich is not Mountainous in this State^ is not 
above fixty Miles fquare, and yet it produces a Wealth 
that is furprizing: It pavs for an Eftablifh'ilientof 
fcven and forty thoufand Men, and yet there' are n<W 
ifixteen thouland Soldiers effeftively in it ; lb mitif 
are eat up by thofe in whofe Hands the Gov)ernmeni 
is lodg'd : But the Vaftnefs of the Tooww, the Nobleriieft 
pf the Buildings jund above M^ the fur prizing Riches 
of the Churches and Convents^ are Signs of great Wealth I 
The Dome hath nothing to commend it of -^rcAi^f* 
fure^ it being built in the rude Gothick Manner ^ but 
for the Vaftneft and Riches of the Building it is equal 
to any in Jtn/y, St. feter^s itfelf not excepted. If 1# 
all Marble^ bc^li Pavement and Walls, both Outfidi> 
and laflde^ ^nd on the Top it is all flag^'d ^ittt 
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Marble % and there is the vafteft Number of I^lchi 
fpr Statues of Mar If le^ both within and without, that 
are any where to be feen. It is true, the Statues in 
fome of the latches arc not proportion'd to the Niches 
themfelves : The Fronti/piece is not yet made : It is to 
be aJi over covered with Statues and Bas-reliefs 5 and 
the Pillars^ of which there are four Rows in the Bodjr 
pf the Churchy have each of them eight Niches at the 
Top, for fo many Statues ; and tho* one would think 
this Church fo full of Statues^ that almoft every Saint 
hath his Statue^ yet I v^as affur'd they wanted feven 
Thoufand to finifh the Defign -, but thefe muft chiefly 
belong to the Fronti/piece. The Churchy as I could 
meafure it by walking over it in an equal Pace, is five 
hundred Foot long, and two hundred- wide ^ the Quire 
is wainfcptted and carvM in fo extraordinary a manner, 
that I never faw Faffion fo well exprefs'd .in Wood : 
It iContaiDS iixty Stalls, and they have almoft all the 
HiAorifs of the Goffel reprefented in them. Juft un- 
der the Cupuh lies St. Carh'^s Body, as I was told, in 
a in great Cafe of ChryiUl of vaft Value ^ but I could 
not i^ome near it ; for we were there on two Holt days, 
and there was a perpetual Crowd about it ; and the 
guperftition of the People for his Body, is fuch, that 
on a Holiday one runs a Hazard that comcs^near it 
without doing fome Reverence. His CanOnitufticn cofl 
the Town an hund**ed thoufand Crovons. They pretend 
they have Miracles too for Cardinal Fredertgo Borro* 
meoi but they will not fet about his Canpniz^ation^ the 
Price is fo high. The Flate and other JPrefents made 
to, St. Carlo are things of a prodigious Value 5 fome 
Services for the Altar are all of Gold^ fome very Maf* 
fy,- and fet with yevjels^ others fo finely wrought, 
that the Fafhion is thought equal; to the Value of 
the Mettle ; the Habits and ail the other Ornaments 
for jthe Funftion of his CanQni%.ation are of an incredi- 
ble Wealth. He was indeed a Prelate of great Merit, 
and according to the An/'wer a Frier made to Philif 
di Comities^ when he askM him how they come to quat 
Jifte onp of the worft of ^heir frin^e^ wit^^ th^ TitU 
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of SaiM in an Infcription which he read, which was^ 
that they gave that Title to ail their Benefaftors. 
Kever M;in deferved of a Town this Title fo juttly as 
Cardinal Borromeo did ; for' he laid out a prodigious 
Wealth in Milan^ leaving nothing to his Family^ but 
the Honour of having produced fo great a Man^ 
which is a real temporal Inheritance to it^ for afi 
there have been lince that Time two Cardinals of that 
Family^ fo it is efteem'd a Cafa Santa ; and every timcfc 
that it produces an EecUfiaftick of any coniiderabie 
Merit, he is fure, if he lives to it, to be ralfed to 
this Arch If ijho prick ; for if there were one of the Fa-* 
mily capable of it, and did not carry it, that alone 
might difpofe the State to Rebellion^ and he were a. 
bold Man that would adventure on a Competition 
with one of this Family, He laid out a great deal on 
the Dome J and confecrated it, tho' the Work will not 
be quite finifh'd yet for fome Ages 5 that being one of 
the Crafts of the Italian Priel^s," never to finifli a great 
Defign, that fo by keeping it ftill in an unfinifh'd 
Eftate, they may be always drawing ^reat Donatives 
to it from the Superflition of the People. He built 
the Archyijliop^s Palace, which is very noble, and a 
Seminary^ a College for the Swtt^ers^ feveral Farijh" 
Churches^ and many Convents. In fliort the whole Toian 
IS full of Marks of his Wealth* The Riches of the 
Churches of Milan ftrike one with Amazement, the 
Buildings^ the Fainting^ the Altars^ and the Plate^ 
and every thing in the Convents^ except their LO^ra* 
ries^ are all Signs both of great Wealth, and of a very 
powerful Superflition 5 but their Libraries not only 
here, but all Italy over, are fcandalous things ; the 
Room is often fine, and richly adornM, but the Books 
are few, ill bound, and worfc chofen ; and the Igno^ 
i^nce of the Friefts^ both fecular and regular^ isl\ich, 
that no Man, that hath not had occaiion to difcover it, 
can eafily believe it. The Convent of St. ViSlor^ that 
is without the Tonjon, is by much therichcft; it is 
ttosipofed of Canons Regularly called in Italy the Ov' 
itr of Mount QWtfCj or OHvetMn^ that oC 1\\!^. Kav*.

Herfc i's the Language of the whole 
Church of that Time, and in the moft Important Part 
of the Divine Office, vhich fignifieth more to me than 
a thoufand Quotations out of particular Writers, 
which are but their private Opinions ; but this is the 
Voice of the whole Body in its Addreffes to God : And 
it feema, the Church of Rome, when the new Dof^rine 
of the Corf oral Frefence was received, faw that thi* 
Frayet o£Confecration could not conlift with it, which 
made her change fuch a main Part of the Office. This 
Mve mc a Curiofity every where to fearch for ancient 
'Offices ; but 1 found none in the Abbej of St. Germans^ 
thatfeemed older than* the Times of Charles the Great ^ 
fo I found none of any great Antiquity in all Italy : 
Thofe publiihedby Cardinal Bona^ and lince byi^. Ma- 
^f7/oii,that were brought fromife/i^e/^^;, are the moft 
Andient that are in the Vatican ; but thefe (bem not to 
l>e above eight hundred Years old. There are none of 
the ancient Roman Offices now to befeen in the Vatican. 
I was amazed to find none of any gretitAntiquity, which 
made me conclude,that either they were deilroyed^that 
fo the Difference between ancient alid modern Rituals 
might not be turned againft that Church, as an undeni- 
able Evidence to prove the Changes that J/ie hath made 
In divine Matters ; or, that they were fo well kept, 
thitflereticks were not to be fuffered to look into them . 
But to return to the Ambrofian Library, there is in it 
a MAnufcrift of great Antiquity, tho* not of fuch great 
confequence, which is Ruffinus^s Tranflation of Jo^ 
fiphus, that is written in the old Roman Hnyid, which 
is very hard to be read. But there is a Deed in the 
curious Collection that Count Mafcardo hath made at 
Verona, which by the Date appears to have been writ- 
ten in Theodoftus^s Time, which is the fame fort df 
writing with the Manufcrift ot Ruffirus, fo that it 
may be reckoned to have been writ In Riiffinus''s own 
Time, ayid this is the mpft valuable, tho'^ti^iCAft 
Juiown CuWofity in the whole Ltl^rar^* Xxsr^^ 
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I need not iky any thing of the curious Worls \ 
Chryftal that are to be feen in Milan % the grekteh Qh^ai 
tities that are in Eutopr^ are fo\uid in the Alfs^ az 
are wrought here ; but thiir in too well known to nee 
any farther Ailargement. . It is certain, th^ Alps 1ml\ 
much Wealth ihut up in their Koeks^ if the InM

There are-manycuriqufimofe 
bns, where by ah unfeto Spring,', a Ball, after it hat 
Towled down thro' many winding Defcents, ii throw 
up, and fo it (bems to be a perpetual Motion : This 
done in ftveral Fortns, and it is. well enpugh dUTguifc 
to deceive the Vulgar. Many Molions of little >^a 
mals, that tun about by Springs^ arc alfo very prettj 
There is a l^oadjioneo£ a vaft Force, that carries 
great Chain.

ty, that cannot' be i^lily believed by one that fees 
the Wealth that is in their' Churches : And this 14 
l^olng on fo conl^antly \xi MHan^ that it is ftarce 
nccbuntable frOni whence fo vaft a Treafure can be 
found ; but Purgatory is a Fund hot eafily exhau- 
fted. • 'The Wealth of the Mllanefe^ conftas chiefly 
in their 5i7fc/; and that Trade falls fo mightily by 
the vaft Importations that the C^ India Comfanles 
hrings iiito Europe that all Ftaiy feels this very 
fenftoly, .ai^d languifh eztreamjy by the great fkli 
that is in tht^ Si Ik-Trade: There is a great Magnifier 
tence in Milin-; the NoHlity d^ffeSi to make a noh^^ 
Appearance, both in their Clothes, their Coaches, and 
theit Attex\daJits Vand the Women ^o abroad with more 
Freedom" here thaa any To'wn of Italy. And thus 
k have told you all that hath hitherto occurred to 
ine, that J thought worth your Knowledge* I am.

the Frontiers, both of the Spaniards and the Venc' 
tians^ as well as thofe of the other Princes of Ita" 
7jr, fhew, that they are not very Apprehenfive of 
one another ^ and when one pafTcj^ thro' thofe Places, 
which are reprefented in Hiftory as Places of great 
Strength, capable of reiifling a long Siege, he mu(t 
acknowledge that the Sight of them, brings the 1- 
dea that he had conceived of them a great many De* 

frees lower. For Lomhardy^ which was fo long the 
eat of War, could not Hand out againfl a good Ar- 
my how fo many Days as it did then Years. The 
Garrlfon of Crema^ which is the iirft of the Venetian 
Tf rritory is no better than that of Lodi^ only the 
t^eople in the Venetian Dominion live happier than 
under the Spaniard.

In the Venetian Territory their Subjegts live cafw 
and happy, if they could be fo wife as to give over 
their Quarrels ^^ but tho' the Taxes arc not high, 
fhey opprefs their Tenants fo feverely, that the JFm- I 
fants live mod miferably \ yet on all Hands round 
about them, the Oppreflion being more intollerable, 
they know not whither to go for Eafe ; whereas, on 
on the contrary, the Miferies under which theif 
Neighbours groan, chiefly thofe of the Ecclejiaftical 
State^ fend in an Encreafe of People among them, fo 
that they are well ftock'd with People; but the Vi' 
netians are fo jealous of their Subjects underftanding 
Military Matters, which may difpofe them to revolt, 
that they never make any Levies among them fof 
their Wars : This Jealoufy is the true Ground of 
that Maxim, though another is pretended that if 
Hiore plaufible, which is, their Care of their own 
People, whom they ftudy to preferve, and th^refortt 
they hire Strangers, rather than expofe their Sub? 
jefts. It is certain, a Revolt here were no hard mat* 
tcr to effeftuate ; for the Garrlfons and Fortifications 
are fo flight, that thofe great To'xxns could eafily (hake. 
ojfiF their Yoke, if it were not for the Faft ions that ftilj 
reign among them, by which one Pariy would chu(b 
tather to expofe the other to the Rigour of the Inquh 
fitors^ than concur with them in afferting their Li- 
berty ; and the Inquifitors in fuch Cafts proceed fo 
fecretly, and yet fo effeftually, that none djtres truft 
another with a Secret of fuch Confeqvcnce ; and the 
opprefTed NoHlity of thofe States^ retain ttill fo much 
r/' their old unfubduM In?o\civce^ «ftd tteitt fuQh al 

are under them fo crucUy, that tYv« Vcnetia^x %x^ *». 

^curc in thofe ConqvidSs a$ tf ti»7 ^«^ ^*^cJ3 
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Citadels^ and numerous Garrifqits^ fpread up and 
down 'among them. From Fadua down to Venice, all 
along the River J^rent^ there are many Palaces of 
the ^oble yenetfians on both S^des of the River, built 
with fo great a Variety of Architefiure, that therf 
j^ not one of them like another : There is. alio the like 
XHvcriity in the Ja^^ng out of thejr Gardens ; a^^ 
here they retire^ during the hot Months; and fome 
allow themfely^s ail the Exceites of a dilToiute Liberty 
that can poflibly be imaginM. From. Li2.z* a Fucinmj 
which is at tfae Mouth of the Brent^ we paTs for five 
or iix Miles on the ^La^unes, or $bbfUilQws, to Vetu^^ 
Theib Shallows fuik of late fo much, that the pr^ 
ferving Venice (till a/i IJland is like to become as- great 
t Charge to- the Venetians, as the keeping out the Sof. 
is to the Dutch \ for they ufe a^. pofiible Iniduftry 
to cleanfe the Channels of their L^^^Mff^jr. and to* keep 
them full of -Water : And yet many tnink that the 
Water hath" fail'd fo much in this laft Age, that if it 
continuestoabate,at the fame rate, within an Age 0( 
two more Venice may become a Part of the Terra firma. 
It is certainly the mod furpriiing Sight in the whol^ 
World, to fee ib vai^ a City iituated thus in the Sea, 
and fuch a Number of IJlands fo united together by 
^r/^^ef, brought to fuch a regular Figure, the Pj% 
ktty fupplying the want of Earth to build on, and all 
fo nobly built, which is of all the things that one can 
fee the nioft amazing. And tho' this Repuiiickjis 
much funk from what it was, both by the great LqUie^ 
th^y have MSkrJA in their Warsy^itih the r«rki, ^n^ 
by the grea Vl^cay of Tr/iif , yet thiece is an incr^dijl^JI^ 
Wf^th, arid a yafl iPl^nty of all things in thiifPlacey 
1 Will hot ojEEcr to.ddbribe neithei^' the Church ^ot the 
r/tlacejof St. fifii^ which are-.too well known to need 
t .long DigreQlon. to be made for t£em : The Painting 
of tlie Walls, and the Roofs of the Halls, and pubiiclf 
Blooms in the PaUce, are of vaft Value. Here Ifaw 
%haiX Story of Pope Alexander the III. treadviv^ ^sbl 
the Veck of tha Emperor Frederick Bar bar ojja. •\\^fe 
tUQbJoicfM of ttf ^tw'r-cafes, the BLitbet q^ vV^'aA'^ 
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mi the Besiuty of the whole Buildiag, sre much {ve- 
jttdteed by the Bealtlinefs of thofe that vmlk alonf; 
•nd thit lea^e their Marks behind them, as if th'il 
ipere rather a common Houft of Ofice, tlan fo nobk 
a FgUee : And the great Hall, where the whole Bodf 
of- the Nobility meet in the Grtmt. CfmncU^ hath tat 
thfng but the Roof and Walls that anfwers to Ibtii 
an Aifembiy ; for the Seats areliker the Benches of til 
Auditory oif Schohrs, than of fo glorious a Body, 
^IFhen the two Sides of this Fa}s:t are built astbe 
third, «»hichif themof^hid, it will be one of the gitf* 
rioufcft Fai^rfT that the World can fktnt^ .'fhetw^ 
Sides that aremoftfeen, the one fkcing the Square of 
St. M«r)ir, and theoth?r the great (Tcna/, are only rf 
Brick, the third beinifiU of Mirbie, but the IPdr of 
Ctiniy put a- ftop to the Bui Iding. St. Mark*9 Ckwd 
bath nothing to recommend it but its great Auti* 
quity, afldthevaft Riches of the Building,: li-isdart 
and low^ b<it the Pavement is fo rich a Mbfiiick, and 
Ihe whole Roof is alfo Mofaick, the Outfide-and Inftde 
are of Aich excellent Marble, the Frontif^iece is a* 
domed with fo many Pillars of Porthyry and J^ff^fy 
and above all with the four Horfes ot Corinthian Bnft. 
thztTiridntts brought to THrerius^ which were carj^ 

{led afterwards to- Copftantinoj>h^ and were brought 
rom thence to Venice^ and in which the Gilding ismll 
Very bright, that when all this is confidered, one doth 
ho where fee fo much Coft brought together. I did 
not fee the Go/pl of St. Mark^ which ii one of the 
valuabieft thingrof the TrealVire'^ but they do not 
Ttovf open it to Strtmgers ; yet Doctor ^^ran/f I, a Fk* 
rnous Phyiician there;, told me, that by a particular 
Order he was (Viftred^tb orpcn It : He tbldlimi it wa| 
all writ in Capital Letters ; but the Charr^aiers wet* 
fo worn out, that th'o^ he could difbetn tfte Ends of 
fome Letters, he could not fee enough to helpfaimr ttf 
dMinguifli them, o^ to l^now whether the M. S. was 
in Qreek or Lutin. t will not fky one Wonl of the Ar^ 
ftrml yfoT as I fliw itinits worft State, the War that ic 

Iwwon^Fbot haying disfurniihcd'sgrm4cdiof it,' if 
' it 
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It bath heth often defcribed, and it is known t6 be the 
hoblefl Mfigaz»ine^ the belt ordered, and of the greateft 
Variety that is in the whole World ; it's true, it is all 
that thifr State bath ^ fo that if the Magaz^ines of o 
thcr Frinces^ which lye f^read up and down in the 
different Places of their Dominions, were gathered 
together, they would make a much greater ihow. The 
noblefl Connitnt of Venice is that of the DominicartTy 
called St. John and St. faul, the Church and Chapels 
are vaftly rich : There is one of St. Luke^s Madona^s 
iiere, as they pretend ; the Dorinltory is very great 5 
the Room for the Library and every thing in it, ex- 
cept the Bookt^ is eztream fine. But St. George^s 
liFhich is a Convent of the Benedictines^ in an IJle in- 
tireiy poffeffed by them, over againlt St. Mark'c 
Square, is much the richeft : The Church is well con- 
trived, and well adorned ; and not only the whole 
Building is very Magnificent 5 but which is more ex- 
traordinary at Venice^ they have a large Garden, and 
noble Walks in it. The Redemptore and the Salute^ 
are two noble Churches, that are the Effe^s of Vows 
that the Senate made when they were Afflifitcd with 
the FUgue \ the latter is much the finer ; it is to the 
Virgin 5 and the other is only to our Saviour : So na- 
turally doth ihe Devotion of that Church carry it 
higher for the Mother than the San, It is true, the 
Salute is later than the other, fo no Wonder if the Ar- 
phitefture and the Riches exceed that which is more 
ancient'. The School of St. Rdch, and the Chapel and 
Hall, are full of great Pieces of Tintorets : A Cena, 
of Faulo Veronefe in the Refeftory of St. George, and 
the Pi6hircof St. i^fffr the Martyr, of Titian's, art 
the moft celebrated Pieces of Venice : Duie Fefaro^s 
Tomb in the FrMrjp is the noblefi I ever fa w. But 
if the Riches of all the Convents, and the Parifli 
ekurche^ of Venice amazed me, the Fronts, efpecially^ 
many of which are white Marble, beautified with fe- 
deral Statues y the Meannefs of the Library of St. 
Mark did not lefs fiirprize me : There are in the An- 

tichiUDbcr to it* St^tws of vaft Vftiue. and the whole 
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Roof of the Library is cbmpofed of fcveral Piece* (if 
the greateft Mailers, put in fevcral Frames 5 but tlic 
Library hath nothing anfwerable to the Riches of the 
Cafe ^ for^he Greek Ma nujcripts 2ire all Modern ; I 
turned over a great many, and faw none above five 
hundred Year 5 old. 1 was ii^eed tald, that the laft 
Lil^ritry-kefper was accufed for having conveyed away 
many of their Manujcrifts % and that four Years ago 
being clapt in Prilbn for this by the Ini^utfitors^ he, 
to prevent further Severities, poifoned himfelf. I 
went to theCowv^w/^of the Servi ; but I found Father 
Faul was not in fuch Confideration there, as he is elfc- 
where : I asked for his Tomb, but they made no Ac- 
count of him, and feemcd not to know where it was 5 
it is true, the Perfon to whom I was recommended, 
was not in Venice^ fo perhaps they rejined too much [A 
this Matter : I had a jrreat Difcourfe with fame at 
Venice^ concerning the Memorials out of which F. Faul 
drew his Hiftoryi, which are no doubt all preferved 
with great Care in their Archives ; and flnce the 
Tranfafclions of the Council of Trent^ as they are of 
great Importance, fr>they are become now much con- 
troverted by the different Relations that F. Fattl and 
Car'dPii'il Fallavicini have given the World ©f that 
-Matter : The only way to put an End to allt Difputes 
in Matter of Fa6t is to print the Originals themfclvcSi 
A Perfon of great Credit at VerAce^ promifed to-nid 
to do his utmoft to get that Propofition fet on foot^ 
tho' the great Exaf^nefs that the Government there 
hath always affe6\ed, as to the Matter of their Ar- 
jchives^ is held fo facred, that this made him Appre- 
hend they would not give way to any fuch Search« 
•The Affinity of the Matter brings into my Minds 
Jong Converfation that I had with a Perfon rf great 
EmineiKeat Venice^ that as he was long gt Cortfittnti* 
7iofle^ fo he was learned far beyond what is to be met 
ivith in Italy : He told me, h0 .was at Conftcintinople 
when the Inquiry intotheDofti'ine-of the GreekChurek 
VMS fet on foot, occafioned by the famous Difpute be- 
tween Mr. A maud and Mr. Claude^ he beln^ a zealoui 

Romai 
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Homan CathoUcln^ wns dealt with to affift in that Bufi.- 
nefs \ but being a Man of great JElonour and Sincerity 
he excufed himfeif, and faid, he CQUid not meddle in 
it : He hath a very low and bad Opinion of the Greeks ^ 
and he told me. That none of their Priefts inere more in* 
veterate Enemies to the Church of Rome, than thoji 
that 'were bred up at Rome % for they, to free them- 
feives of the Prejudices that their Countrymen are 
apt to conceive againft them, becaufe of their Educar 
tion among the Latins^ do effe6> to fhew an Oppoiition 
to the Latin Church beyond any other Greeks. . He told 
me,^that he knew the Ignorance and Corruption of the 
Greeks was fuch, that as they did not know the Doc- 
trines of their own Churchy fo a very little Money, or 
the Hope of Proteftion from any of the Ambajfadors 
that came from the Weft^ would prevail with Jhem to 
fign any thing that could be defired of them. He ad- 
ded one thing, that tho^ he firmly believed Traufuh- 
fiantiatlon himfelf , he did not think they believed it, 
let them fay what they pleafed themfelves : 'He toojc 
his Meafures of theDoftrineof their Churchy rather 
from what they did, than from what they faid ; for 
their Rites not being changed now for a great many 
Ages, were the true Indications of, the Poflrines re- 
ceived among them ; whereas they were both ignorant 
of the Tradition of their Doftrine, and very apt to 
prevaricate when they faw Advantages or Protection 
fet before them i therefore he concluded, that fince 
they did not adore the Sacrament. iiher the Confecration, 
that was an evident Sign that they did not believe the 
Corporal Frefence^ and was of a Force well able to bdl- 
lance ali their Subfcriptions : He told me, he was of- 
ten fcandalized to fee then; open the Bag in which the 
Sacrament was prefer ved, and ihew it with no fort of 
Refpeft, no more than when they ihewed any Manur 
fcript ; and he looked qp Adoration as fqch a neceffary 
Confequent of Tranfubftantiation^ that he could not 
imagine that the latter was received in a Church that 
did not praftifethe former. To this I will add what 
%n eminent CathoUtk ^t f^ri^ told me ; He faid, tjie 
- . N 1 - OxT^\>\^\i 
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Originals of thofe A-tteftatiioni were in too ezad mill 
too correft a fliie, to have been formed in Greece : He 
aiTdred me, they were peni^'^d at F^ris^ by one that 
was a Mafter of the Purity of the Greek Tongue. I dq 
not name thefe Perfons, becaufe they are yet alive, ant) 
this might be a Prejudice to them. One of the chief 
Ornaments of Venice was, the famous young Woman 
that fpake five Tongues well, of which the Latin and 
<?rff k were two : She paiTed Doftor pf Phyfick at P*r 
dua^ according ^0 the ordinary Forms 5 but which wai 
beyond all, fhe was a Perfon of fuch extraordinary 
Virtue and Piety, that (he is fpoken of as a $aint : She 
died fome Months before. I came to Venice : She was of 
the noble Family of the Cornaroes^ tho* not of tlw 
three chief Branches, which are St. Maurice, St, Paul 
and Calle, who are defoended from the three Brothers 
pf the renqwned Queen of Cyprus^ but the Diftinftion 
of her Family was Pifcopia, Hcr extraordinary Mef 
rit made all People unwilling tq remember the BlemiCb 
of her Defcf?nt of the pne Side ; for tho' the Cornarot^ 
reckon themfelves a Si2<? of Nobility beyond all ^he o- 
thcr Families of Venice^ yet her Father having enter- 
tained a Gondalier'*s Daughter fo long that he ha4 
fome Children by her, at laft for their fakes married 
the Mother, and payed a confiderable Fine to fave the 
Forfeiture of Nobility^ which his Children muft have 
undergone, by reafon of the Meannefs of the Mother's 
Birth. The Cornaro'*s carry it fo high, that many of 
the Daughters of that Family have made themfeivet 
Nuns, becaufe they thought their own Name was fo, 
noble, that they could not induce themfelves tp 
change it with any other 5 and when lately one of that 
Family married the Heir of ^he 5'^f^re^o, which is Mo, 
one of the ancienteft Families, that was extream rich, 
and fhe had fcarce any Portion at all (for the Cornarots 
are now very low) fome of their Friends came to wift 
them Joy of fo advantagious a Match ; but they very 
coldl V rejected the Complement, and bid the others g(^ 
an4 wifli the Sagredoes Joy, fmce they thought the Ad- 
v;intage wa« wholly of tfectir Si^e. 
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There are of truly Ancient Noble Famllfes of Vi* 

vice^ four and twenty yet remaining, and' even among 

thefe, there are twelve that are thought iliperiotf to 

the reft in Rank. Since the firll Formation of their 

Senate^ they have created many Senator s» In their 

Wars vrith' Genoa they conferr'd that Honour on thirtj 

Families: Several of their Generals have had that 

Honour given them as a Reward of^ their Service : 

They have alfo offerM this Honour to fomc Royal 

Families; for both 'the Fan^ilics of rii/o/x and jBoiir*- 

iron were Nobles of Venice ; and Henry the III. when 

he came thro' Venice from Poland^ to take Pofleflion 

pf the Crown of France^ went and fat among them, 

and drew his Ballot as a Noble Venetian : Many Fope$ 

have procured this Honour for their Nephetns. Only 

the Barherines would have the Venetians oflFer it to 

them without their asking it, and the Venetians would 

not give it without the others ask'd it, and fo it ftuck 

at this. But during the War of Candy^ Cardinal Fran-^ 

. CIS Barkerin gave- twelve thoufand Crowns a Year 

towards the War, and the Temper found for making 

them Nokle Venetians was, that the Queen Mother of 

France moved the Senate to grant it. In all the 

Creations of Senators before the laft War of Candy^ 

they were free ; aftd the Con fiderat ions were either 

great Services or the great Dignity of thofe on whom 

they beflowM this Honour. Thofe new Families are 

divided into thofe that are called Ducal Families^ and 

thofe that were call'd fimplyiVip'W Families : The Reafon 

pf the former. Dellgnation is not rightly underftood ; 

but one that knew all that related to that ConRitution 

particularly well, gave me a good Account of it : That 

trhich naturally occurs as the* Reafon of it is, that 

all thofe Families that are called Ducal^ have had the 

Dukedom in'their Houfe. But as all the old Families 

liave had the fame Honour, tho' they carry not that 

Title, fo fome of the nein Families have alfo had it, 

that yet are not called DucaU Others fay, that thofe 

Families that have had Branches, who have been 

faade Dukes without their being firft f rocv^tat^t^ ^^ 
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St, Mvrk, or that have been chofen to that Honour 
without their prentending to it, are called Ducidt , 
But the true AccoLint of this is, that from the Year 
14.^^ ^o t^ Year 1620^ for an hundred andfeventy 
Years, there was a Combination made -among thoft 
flirv Fimiius to prefer ve the D'jkedum fiill among 
them \ for the old Famiiies carrying it high, and ex- 
cluding the n^w Families from the chief Hononri, 
nineteen of the nfuc Families entered into mutual £a- 
gagements to exclude the ancient Nobility. It is true, 
they made the Dukedom fometimes fall on fome of the 
fifw Famiiies that were not of this AiToclation; but 
this was more indifferent id them, as long as the a»- 
€iert Families were ibut out, and that it.appearM that 
they bore the chief St^ay in the Ele^ion. This Com- 
bination was a thing known to the very People^ tho' 
the Imiutfitors did all thev could to break it, or 
at leaft to hide it, fo that I never met with it in any 
of their Authors. Hut this faifd in the Year 1620, 
when Memmio was chofen Duke^ who was defcended 
of one of the ancient Sohilityf^ which was fo great a 
MortiiicHtion to the Cafe Ducale^ that one of them 
{Veriero) hang'd himfelf, by 'the Rage to which that 
JOifgrace drove him ; yet his Man came into the Room 
in time, before he was dead, and Cut him down, and 
he liv'd long after that in a better Mind. Since that 
time, one of the Bemboes^ two of the Cornaroes^ and 
one of the Cdntarinies^ and the prefent Prince, of the 
Juftiniani^ the lirft of that family that hath had that 
Honour, have been Dukes ; who are all of the «»- 
cient Families : So that this- Faftion is now fo entirely 
buried, that it is not generally known (even in Venice 
it felf) that it was ever amongft them ; and thus 
Time and other Accidents bring about happy Events, 
which no Care nor Indullry could produce^ for that 
which all the Endeavours of the Inquifitors could not 
compafs was brought about of it felf. It is true, the 
Faftions in Venice^ tho' violent enough in the Per- 
fons of thofc who manage them, yet are not derived 
by them ^ an Inhisritancc to their Pofterity^ as it was 
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imong the Florentines ; who tho' they Value them« 
Delves as a Si2e of Men much above the Venetian f^ 
vrhom they defpife as a phlegmatick and dull Race of 
People, yet (hewed how little they underftood, with all 
their Vivacity, to conduft their State 5 fincc by their 
domeflick Heats they loft their Liberty, which the 
W^enHians have had the Wifdom ftill to prcferve. ThiJ 
Fa6tion of the Cafe Ducale was perhaps willing to let 
the Matter fall ; for they loft more than they got by 
It 9 for the ancient Families, in revenge, fet themfelvcs 
Againft them, and excluded them from all the other 
advaiitagious Imployments of the State. For the o« 
thers being only united in that Angle Point relating to 
the Dukedom^ the ancient Families let them carry it ; 
but in all other Competitions they fet up always fuch 
Competitors againft the Pretenders that were of the 
X)ucal Families^ that were much more efteemed than 
thefe were, fo that they Ihut them out of all the beft 
Offices of the Republick. Such a Faftion as this was, 
if it had been ftili kept up, might in Concluiion have 
|>roved fatal to their Liberty. It is indeed a Wonder 
to fee the Dignity of the Du\e fo much courted 9 for 
he is only a Prifoner of State, tyed up to fuch Rules^ 
Po fevcrely reftrained, and ihut up as it were in an A-« 
partment of the Palace of St. Mar\^ that it is not 
ftrange to fee fome of the greateft Families, in parti- 
cular the Cornaroes^ decline it. All the Family, if ever 
Vo numerous, muft retire out df the Senate when a 
Duke is chofen out of it, only one that is next to him 
of Kin fits ftill, but without a Vote : And the only. 
real Privilege that the Duke hath, is, that he canoB 
himfelf^ without communicating with the Savli^ pro? 
pofe Mattei-j5, either to the Council of Ten^ to the je- 
nate^ or to the Great Council ^ whereas all other Pro- 
politions muft be firft offered to the Savii^ and exa- 
mined by them, who have^a fort of Tribunitian Poyret 
to rejeft what they diflike ; and tho' they cannot hin^ 
der the Dulie to make a Propofition, yet they can morr 
Cifie him when he hath made it ; they can hinder it 
to be voted, aad after it is voted, they can faf^^i^d 
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the Execution of it till it is ezamiiied over agtiiLJ 
And a Duke^ that is of an aaive Spirit, muft relblvf 
to endure many of thefe Afflictions : And it is certaia, 
that the Smvii do fometimes affea to fhe# the Grca^ 
nefs of their Authority, and ezercife a fort of Tynxmy 
In the rejeaing of Propofitions when they intend tp 
bumble thofe that make them ; yet the cp-eateft* Part 
of the beft Families court this Honour of Dukeiom 
eztreamly. When Sagredo was upon the point of be* 
ing chofen Dukr, there wai fo violent an Out-cry a« 
gainft it over all Venice^ becaufe of the Difgrace that 
they thought would come on the Repiiblick, if they 
had a Frince whofe Nofe had mifcatried in fomc un- 
fortunate -Diforders ; the Senate com ply ed fo far ^ith 
this Averfion, that the t>eople tefiified, that tho' tfa 
imquijitors took care to hang or drown many of tbi! 
ohief of the Mutineers^ yet they let the Deilgn f« 
Sagredo fall : Upon which he was fo much Difgufted, 
that he retired to a Hou(b he had in the Terra firm§^ 
and never appeared more at Venice : During whicb 
Time of his Retirement, he writ two Books, theonC 
idemorie Ottomaniche^ which ij^ printed ; and he is ac- 
counted the beft of all their modern Authors. , The 
other was Memoirs of the Government and Hiftorjoj 
Venice J which hath never been printed ; and fome uy^ 
it is too Anc^re, and too particular, fb that it U 
thybught it will be referved among their Arckiites* It 
ith been a fort of Maxim now for fome Time, not to 
(hufe a married Man to be Duke ; for the Corohatiofl 
»f a Dutehefs goes high, and hath coit above a hun- 
Ired thoufUnd Ducats. Some of the ancient Familiea 
have affeaed the Title of Prince^ and have called 
their Branches Frimesof the Blood ; and tho^ the ^of« 
naroes have done this more than any other, yet othen 
upon the Account of fome Frincipalities^ that their 
Anceilors had in the Ifiands of the ArckipelagQ^ have 
alfoaffeaed thofe vain Titles : But the Inquifitorshi^t 
long ago obliged them to lay afide all thofe high Ti- 
tles \ and Aich of them as boaft too much c^ theii^ 
Blood, find the DiUke whi^h that brings w them very 
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ftnfibly 5 for vhenfocvcr they pretend to any great 
Imployments, they find themfelves always excluded. 
"When an Election of Amkajfadors was propofed, or of 
any of the chief Offices, it was wont to be made in 
thofe Terms, that the Council muft chufe one of iti 
Frincifal Members for fuch an Imployment $ but be^ 
caufe this lookt like a Term of Diitin£tion among the 
, No^ilitj^ they changed it five and twenty Years ago % 
and inltead of Prineifal^ they u(b now the Term Ho- 
nourakle, which comprehends the whole Body of their 
Nohilitj^ without any Difiinaion* It is at Venice in 
the Churchy ai well as in the State^ that the Head of 
the Body hath a great Title, and particular Honours 
done him : IVhereas in the mean while this is a meer 
Pageantry, and under thefe big Words there is lodged 
only a light Shadow of Authority 5 for their Bijhof has 
the glorious Title of Fatriarchj as well as the Duhf 
is called their Pr);2rf, and his Serenity, and hath his 
Name ftampt upon their Coin ; fb the Fatriarck with 
all thi* high Title, hath really no Authority $ for not 
only St. MarVs Church is entirely exempted from his 
Jurifdiaion, and is immediately fubjea to the Duke^ 
but his Authority is in all other things fo fubje^t to 
the Senate J and fo regulated by them, that he hath no 
hiore Power than they are plealbd to allow him : Sq 
that the Senate is as really the Suprealn Governor over 
all Perfons, and in all Cauibs, as the Kings of England 
have pretended to be iii their own Dominions fince tho 
Reformation : But befides all this, the Clergy of VenJa 
have a very extraordinary fort of Exemption, and are 
a fort of a Body like a Fresbytery independent of the 
Bijkop : The Curates are chofen by the Inhabitants of 
every Pariflb, and thii makes that no noble Venetian is 
fliffered to pretend to any' Curacy \ for they think it 
below that Dignity, to fuffer one of their Body to en- 
gage in a Competition with one of a low^r Order, and 
to run the hazard of being rejected. 1 was told thtf 
manner of tholle Eleftions was the moft fcandalouA 
thing pofllble; for the feveral Candidates appear on 
the Say of Ekfitiori) «id ftt out their own Merits^

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firmm. The Venetians are generally ignonnt of A# 
Matter! of Religion to a fcandal, and they are aiiUH 
concerned in them as they are Strangers to them; |fil 
that all that vaft Pomp in their Ceremonies, vA 
Wealth in their Churches^ is a£Feaed rather as a Poirt 
of Magnificence, or a Matter of Emulation among Fif 
milies, than that Suferftition hath here fuch a Poivr 
over the Spirits of the People, aa it hath elfewhere; 
For the Atheifm that is received by many here, la the 
dulled and coarfeft thing that can be imagined. Tk 
young Nokiltty are fo generally corrupted in their Mo^. 
rals, and fo given up to a mofl fupine Ignorance of «U 
fort of Knowledge, that a Man cannot eafilyimagifla 
to what a Height this is grown ; and for Military Cem, 
raie^ there is fcarce fo much as the A-mbition of to 
ing thought brave remaining among the greater Pirfe 
of them. It feemM to nic a itrange thing, to (be tte 
BrogUo fo full of graceful young Senators and Nokles, 
when there was fo glorious a War on foot with tin 
Turks ^ but inftead of being heated in Point of Hqdqiw 
to hazard their Lives, they rather think it an extrava- 
gant Piece of Folly for them to go and hazard t(^ 
when a little Money can hire Strangers, that do it oa 
furh eafieTerms^ and thus their Arms are in the 
Hands of Strangers, while they ftay at Home mana||» 
ing their Intrigues in the BrogUo^ and diffolv ing their 
Spirits among their Court i fans* And the Reputation 
of their Service is of late Years fo much funk, that 
it is very ftrange to fee fo many come to a Service fo 
decryed, where there is fo little care had of the S(ih 
diers^ and fo little regard had to the Officers^ the Ar* 
rears are fo flowly paid, and the Rewards arc fo fcantly 
diflributed, that if thev do not change their Maximt, 
they may come to feel this very feniibly \ for as their 
Subjefls are not acquainted with warlike Matters, fo 
their Nohility have no fort of Ambition that way, and 
Strangers are extreamly difgufted. It is chiefly to tho 
Conjuncture of Affairs that thev owe their Safety, for 
the Feeblenefs of all their Neighbours, the Twrk^ the 
Emperor, the King of Sfain^ tbc PojPp, and the. 
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Duke of M^ntua^ preferves them frpm the Appre* 
heniton of an InvaAon % and the Quarrels, and De^ 
generacy of their Subje^s, i&ye them from the Fears 
of a Revolt ; but a formidable Neighbour would put 
them hard to it. One great Occafion of the Dege^* 
neracy of the Italians^ and in particular of the Fr« 
netian Nobility, is a Maxim that hath been taken 
up for feme coniiderable Time, that for the Prefer^ 
ration of their Families, it is iit that only one of % 
Ftmily ihould marry^ to which I will not add that 
it IS generally believed, that the Wife is in common to 
the whole Family. By this means the younger Brot 
thers th^t have Appointments for Life, and that 
have no Families that come from them, are not flir« 
red up by any Ambition to iignal)2;e themfelves or 
to make Families, and fo they give way to aU th0 
Ltzinefs of Luxury, and ^re quite enervated by it ; 
IVhereas the bed Services done in other States,, flows 
from the Neceilities as well as the Af pi rings oF 
younger Brothers or their Families, whofip Blood 
qualifies them to pretend, as well as their Pride and 
Mecefllties pufh them on, to acquire firft a Repu* 
tation, and then a Fortune. But all this is a My- 
fiery to the Venetians^ who apprehend fo much from 
the a6tive Spirits of a necellltous Nobility, that to 
lay thofc to fleep, they incourage them in all thofe 
Things that may blunt and deprefs their Minds, and 
Youth naturally hates Letters as milch as it lovea 
Pleafure, when it is fo f|ir from being reftraine(L 
that it is rather pufhed on to all the Licentiou(^ 
nefs of unlimited Diforders. 

Yet I muft add one thing, that tho' Venice is the 
only Place in the whole World where PleaAire is moft 
ftudied, and where the Youth have both the greateft 
Wealth, and the moft Leifure to purfue it 5 yet it 
is the only Place that I ever faw where true and in-^ 
nocent Pleafure is the Icaft underftood, in which I 
will make a little Digreflion that pctYi^L^^ V\\V XksX 
ftr unpleafant As for the Pleafurts oi 'StYtxA^Vfe** 

r M^rrks^, they 4« Stwug^ra Xo tbjem> ^v >^^ 
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horrible Dlftruft, in which the/ live, of one anen 
ther, makes, that it is very rare to find a Frienil 
in Italy ; but moft of all in Venice : And tho' wc 
have been told of feveral Stor'es of celebrated Friend- 
fhips there, yet thefe are now very rare. As foe 
their Wives they are bred to fo much Ignorance^ 
and tbey coaverfc fo little, that they know nothing 
but the dull Superftition, on Holy Davs in which 
ihey (lay in the Churches as long as they can, and 
fo prolong the little Liberty they have, of going 
abroad on thofe Days, as Children do their Hours 
of Play : They are not imployed in their dotneflick 
Affairs, and generally they underlland no fort of 
Work, fo that I was told, that they were the Inli- 
pideft Creatures imaginable. They are perhaps as. 
vicious as in other Places, but it is among thein 
down right Lewdnefs \ for they are riot drawn into 
it b/ the Intanglements of Amour ^ that inveigle and 
lead many Perfons much farther then they imagi- 
ned or intended at lirft 5 but in them, the firft Step, 
without any Preamble or Preparative, is downrighp 
Beaftlinefs. And an Italian that knew the World 
well, faid upon this Matter a very lively Thing to 
me, he faid. Their Jealoufie made them jrcjiratn their ^ 
Daughters and their Wives fo much^ that they could, 
have none of thofe Domeftick Entertainments of Wlt^ 
Converfatlon and. Fr tend fltlp^ that the French or Eng- 
Jifh have at home. It is true, thofe he faid hazard 
a little the Honour of their Families by that Li- 
berty ; but the Italians^ by their exceflive Caution, 
made, that they had none of the true Delights of a 
married State ; and notwithftanding all their uneafie 
Jealoufie, they were ilill in Danger of a contraband 
Nobility ; therefore he thought they would do mucl^ 
better to hazard a little, when it would produce a 
certain Satisfaftion, than to watch fo anxioufly, and 
thereby have an infipid Companion, inftead of a live- 
ly Friend, tho' ihe might perhaps have feme ill Mo- 
ments. As for their Hou(es, they have nothing con- 
Ypnient at Vtnice \ for the 4rchite&ure is almoft «!*' 
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the fa^-Tic, one Stair-Cafe, a Hall that runs along the 
Body of the Hoafes and Chambers on both Hands ; 
but there are no Apartments, no Clofets or •Back- 
Stairs ; fo that in Houles that are of an cxcelfivc 
Wealth, they have yet no fort of Convenience : Their 
Bedile.ids are of Iron, becaufe of the Vermin that 
their Moillure produces, the Bottoms are of Boards, 
upon which they lay fo many Quilts, that it is a 
huge Step to get up to them ; their great Chairs 
are all upright, without a Slope in the Back, hard 
in the Bottom, and the Wood of the Arms is not co- 
vered. They mix their Water with their Wine in 
their Hogfheads, fo that for above half the Ycat, 
the Wine is either dead or four : They do not leaven 
their Bread, fo that it is extream heavy, and the 
Oven is too much healed, fo that the Crum is a< 
Dough, when the Crull is as hard as Stone: In all 
inns they boil the Meat f^rft before it is roalied, a;:id 
thus, as indeed they mai«e it tender, fo it is quite 
talleleis and infipid. And as for their Land car- 
riage, all Lombard'j over, it is extream inconvenient ; 
for their Coaches are faflned to the Pearch, which 
makes them as uneafie as a Cart. It is true, they 
bei^in to have at Rome and Naples^ Coaches that arc 
fallncd to a Sort of double Pearch, that runs along 
the Bottom of the Coach of both Sides, which are 
fo thin, that they ply to the Motion of the Coach, 
and are extream eaiie, but thofe are not known in 
Lomlfardy : And bcfides this, their Calajhes ar? open, 
fo that one expofed to the Sun and Duft in Smvi" 
mer and to the Weather in Wwter : But tho' thev 
are covered as ours are, on the other Side of the A' 
fenins^ yet I faw none that were covered in Low bar " 
dy. And .thus by an Enumeration of many of the 
innocent Pleafurcs, and Conveniences of Life, it ap- 
pears, that the. Venetians purfue fo violently "forbid- 
den Pleafures, that they know, not how to find out 
that which is allowable. Their conitant Practices in 
the BrogUo is their chief Bufincfs, where thofe that 
are ncceffitous are fuine for Imployments of Advan^ 
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tage, -Mid thofe that are full of Wealth, take a M 
of Pleafure in crofling their Pretenfioiu, and imbroii- 
ins Matters. The Walk in which the Mobility tread 
Is left to them, for no others dare walk among them ) 
and they chancre the Side of the Square of St. Mark a 
the Sun and the Weather direa them. Perhaps a ]>- 
rivation that Mr. Fatttn gave me of the Broglio^ from 
the Greek PertboUin^ a little corrupted, is not forced, 
and ibice they make all their Parties, and mana^ all 
their Intrigues in thofe Walks, I am apt to think thai 
ISroils, Brovillons and Imbroiiments are all derivM 
from the Agitations that -a re managed in tho fe Wa lki. 
As for the lali created Nobility of Venice^ I canM 
to know fome particulars that I have not yet feen in 
any Books, which I fuppofe will not be unacceptable 
to you. It is certain, that \f iht Venetians could have 
forefeen at the Beginning of the War of Candy, the vaft 
Eypence in which the Length df it engaged them, 
they would have abandoned the Ifle, rather than have 
waded their Treafure, and debas'd their Nobility^ 
This laft was extream fenfible to them ; for as the 
Dignity of the Rank they hold is fo much the lAore 
eminent a$ it is reflrained to a fmaii Numbet, fo 
all the beft Imployments ^nd Honours of the State 
belonging to this Body, the admitting fuch a Num' 
tef into it, as muft rife out of feventy eight Fami- 
lies, was in efffeft the fliaring their Inheritance a- 
niong fo many adopted Brothers. This- had bccrri Icfi 
infamous if they had communicated that Honour on- 
Iv to the ancient Citi^cens of Venice, or to tie Nobi- 
lity of thofe States they have fubducd in the Terrd 
firma ; for as there are many Citizens who are as 
ancient as the NoHlity, only their Anceftors not 
happening to be of that Council that affumed the 
Government about four hundred Years ago, they 
have not been raifed to that Honottr, fo there had 
been no Infamy in creating fome of them to be of 
the Nobility. It h^ad been brought under ConAilta- 
tion long ago, upon the Reduftiort of thofe States 
in the T$rra firma^ wliethor it 'irtA not ndvifable. 
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According to the Maxims of the ancient Romans to 
c^ommunicate that Dignity t6 fome of their chief 
Families, as being the fureft way to give fome Con- 
tentment to thofe States, it being alfo a real as well 
95 a cheap Security, when the chief Tamilies in thofe 
Cities were admitted to a Share in all the Honours 
of the Republick. jt is true fome of the Nobility 
of thofe States thought t*hey had Honour enough by 
their Birth, and fo Lambara of Brefcia^ refufed to 
accept an Honour from thofe that had robbed his 
Country of its Liberty 5 yet his Poflerity are now of 
another Mind, for they came and bought, in this 
laft Sale of Honour^ that which was freely offered to 
their Anceftor, and was rejected by him. When the 
Senate found it felf extreamly preffed for Money du- 
ring the War, it was at firft propofed, that fome 
Families, to the Number of five, might be Enabled : 
They offering it for fixty thoufand Ducats if they 
were Venetians^ and feventy thoufand if they were 
Stranger^. There was biit one Perfon that oppofed 
this in the Senate^ fo being pafled therd, it was pre- 
JTented to the Great Council ^ and there it was like 
to have paiTed without any Difficulty 5 but one Per- 
fon oppofed it with fo much Vigour, that tho' the 
Duhe defired him to give over his OppoJition, iince 
the Neccflities of the War required a great Supply, 
yet he prefifted ftill 5 and tho' one of the SavH fet 
forth iJtrith Tears the Extremities to which the State 
was reduced, he dill iniiHed, and fell upon one 
Conceit that turned the whole Council : He faid, 
they were not fure if five Perfons could be found, 
that would purchafe that Honour at fuch a Rate, 
and then it would be a great Difgrace, to expofe the 
offer of Noydity 1^r^ to Sale, and then to the Affront 
of finding no Buyers when it was offered to be fold ; 
and by this Means he put by the Refolution for 
that time. But then another Method was taken, that 
•\vas more honourable, and was of a more extended- 
Confequence. Labia was the firft that prefented a 
jPctition to the Qr^nt ffouncil^ fAting forth his Me- 



rits towards the Repuhltck^ and deftring that he 
fee thought worthy to offer a hundred thoufa 
cats toward the Service of the State : This w 
derftood to be the as^cing to be made A^ol^U a 
Price. Delfino fnid, he thought every Man 
be weil judged worthy to offer fuch an Afllfta 
the Pubiick, and that fiich as bi^ought that Si 
might expeft a fuitable Acknowledgment fro 
Sinate^ who might afterwards of their own 
Tbeftow that Honour on thofe that expr^ffed fo 
Zeal for the Publick : And this would -in fon 
inaintain that Degree, vwhich \^6uld be too 
deb^fcd, if it were thus bought and fold. ] 
feems the Purchafers had no mind to part witl 
Money, and to leave the Reward to the Gtb 
of the Council^ fo the Petition was granted in 
Tcrm^ : And th6 Noydity C6 acquired wa^ iloi 
to dercend to the Children of him that was Ei 
htit td' his Brothers and the whole Family to 
a I>gree. After LahU^ a great many more 
ivjth the like Petitions ; and it was not unpj 
t6 fee' in vhat Terms Merchants that came t 
this Honour fet forth their Merits, which were 
they had taken Cnre to furnifh the Repulflick 
fuch Things as were neceffary for its PVeferv 
There was a Sort of a "triumvir afe formed, of a 
a Greek^ and an Italian^ who were the Broken 
found out the ifllerchants : And at laft brought 
the Price from a hundred thoufand, to fixtv 
fand Ducats ;! and no' other (Qualifications we 
iquired, if they had Money enough : For whe 
re^e faid to the Duke^ that he was afraici to as 
Honour for want of Merit, the Dm fee a^ked hi 
he had a hwndred thoufand Ducats ? And wh€ 
other anrwer<?d, the Sum ijoas ready ; the Duk 
liim, that was a great Merit, At laft feventy 
purchas'd this Honour to the great regret of I 
■who faid that if he had imagined that fo many y 
have followed him in that Demand, he would 
bid fo high for it,. Jhat it Ihould have been i 
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- their Power to iiave done it. It is true, many of 
the Purchafers were ancient and noble Families ; 
but many others^ we're T\ot only Merchants ; but were 
jof thelowettSort of*tl)en), who, as they had inrich- 
ed themfelves by Trade, did then impoverifh them- 
felves by the Acquilition of an Honour, (hat as it 
obliged them to give over their Trade, and put them 
in a higher Way of living, fo it hath not brought 
them yet in any Advantage to ba I la nee that Lofs ; 
for they are fp much derpire4, that they are gene- 
rally excluded when they compete with the ancient 

- Nobility \ thp' this is dgne with that Difcretion, that 
the old families do not declare always againft the 
New, for that woulcjl throw the New into a F.td^ioi 
againft them, which might be a great Prejudice to 
them, for thf New are much more nuirerous than 
the 01^. Another great Prejudice that the RepuhUck 
feels by this git&t Promotion, is, that the <rhief Fa- 
milies of the Citizens of Venice^ who had teen long 
praftifcd in the Affairs of State, and out of whoni 
the Envoys, thp Secretaries of State and the Chan- 
icellor, that is the Head of the Citizens, as well a^ 
the Duke 15 the Head of the Nobility, are to be 
fhofen^ having purchafed the chief Honour of the 
State : There is not now a fufficient Number of capa- 
ble Citiifens left for ferving the State in thofe Imploy- 
ments ; but thi^ Defcft will be rcdreft with the Help 
of a little Time/ But if this Increafe of the No- 
tility, hath leffencd the Dignity of the ancient Fa- 
milies, there is a Regulation made in this Age that 
ftill preferves a confiderabie Diftindtion of Authori- 
ty in their Hands. Crimes againft the States, when 
jcomjnitted by any of the Nobility, were always 

i'udged by the Inquifitors and the Council of Ten ; 
>ut all other Crimes were judg;ed by the Council 
of Forty. But in tjie Year, 1624. one of the No- 
bles was apcufed of Fecalat committed in one of 
their Qovernmenls, and thie Avogadore in the Plead- 
ing as' he fet forth his Crjme^ called him a Rog^ue 
itiid a Robber ; Yet tho* his CrimtB ^<i\^ wvi.vXU'^^

there being but fix and twenty Judges prefcnt, twelvt 
only condemned him, and fourteen acquitted him 
This gave great Offence, for tho* he was acquittei 
by his Judges, his Crimes were, evident, fo that hi 
Fame could not be redored ^ for the DepoAtions o 
the Witneffes, and the Avogadore (or the Attome; 
General's J Charge was heard by the People ; fo i 
was propofed to make a Ditferencc between theNc 
bility and the other Subjects 5 and jincc all TriaJ 
before the Forty were pubiick, and the Trials b< 
fore the Ten were in fecriet, it feemed fit' to rcmi 
the Nobility to be tried by the Ten : Some forefa^ 
that this would tend to a Tyranny, and raife tb 
Dignity of the ancient Families, of whom the Com 
oil of Ten is always compofed, too high^ then 
fore they oppofed it upon this Ground, that fine 
the Council of Forty fent out many Orders to. ti 
Governors, it would very much leffen their Auth( 
rity, if they were not to be the Judges of thofi 
who were obliged to receive their Orders ; but t 
qualilie this Oppofition, a Provifo was made, thi 
refer ved to the Council of Forty a Power to judj 
of the Obedience that was given to their Orders 
but all other Accufations of the Nobility were n 
mitted to the Council of Ten : And the Body < 
the Nobility were fo pleafed with this Diftinftioi 
that was put between them and the other Subjed 
that they did not fee that this did really infla> 
them fo much the more, and brought them und< 
more Danger ; fince thofe who judge in fecret ha\ 
a freer Scope to their Paflions, than thofe who] 
Proceedings are pubiick, which is often a very e 
fe^ual Redraint upon the Judges themfelves. Eu 
the Council of Ten being generally in the Hands ( 
the great Families, whereas thofe of. ajl forts at 
the Council of Forty, which was the chief ^ud 
catory of the State^ and is much ancienter than thi 
of Ten, it had been much more wifely done c 
them to have been ft ill judged by the Forty. An 
if the/ had thought it for their Honour, to havtf 
' • Dlfe 
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Differenjcc made in the way of judging the Nobi^ 
lity and the other Subjeft?, it had been more for 
their Security, to have brought their Trials to this, 
that whereas the Forty judge all other OflFenderf 
with Oftn Doors^ the Nobility ihould be judged, th^ 
Doors being Jhut^ which is a Thing they very much 
4elire now, but without any JEIope of ever obtaining 
it : For this Power of judging the Nobility is no^ 
confidered as the Right of the Ten ; and if any Man 
would go about to change it, the Inqutjitors wpuld 
be perhaps very, quick with him as a Mover of Se» 
^ition, and be, in that Cafe, both judge and Party ; 
Vet the Inqutjitors^ being apprehenlive of the Diftaft, 
that this might breed in the Body of the Nobility, 
have made a Sort of Regulation, tho' it dotb. not 
amount to much : Which is, that the Nobility ihaH 
be judged before t^e Council of Ten for attrocious 
pafes, fuch as ilatters of State^ the Robbing the 
Publick, and other enormous Crimes ; but that for 
all other Matters, they are to be judged fey the 
Forty : Yet the Council of Ten draws all Cafcs be- 
fore them, and none dare difputc with them. 

But this leads tne to fay a little to you of that 
JPart of this Confiitution^ which is fo much cenAi- 
ted by Strangers 5 but it is really both the greateft 
is lory, and the chief Security of this Republic}t\ 
which is, the, unlimited Fower of the Inquifitors^ 
that extends not Qnly to the Chief of the Nobility^ 
but to the D«fcif.himfelf^ who. is fo fubjeft to them, 
that they may .nq^ only give him fevere Reprimands, 
but fearch hiis Papers, make his Procefs, and in Con- 
clufion, put him to death, without being bound to 
give an Account: of their Proceedings, except to the 
Council of Ten. TJiis is the Dread, not only of 
all the SubjeSls^ but of the whole Nobility, and of 
all that bear Office in the Republick, and m^kes the 
greateft among them tremble j and fo obligeth them 
to an exaft Conduft. But tho' it is not to be de- 
nied that upon fome Dccafions they may have been 
k little too fudden, particularly in the known Story 
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of Fofcarin^ yet fuuch unjuftifiable Severities have pcr 
.burred fo feldom, that as the Wifdom of this Body 
in making and preferving fuch an Inltitutlon can- 
not be enough admired, fo the dextrous Conduct of 
thofe who nianage this vaft T^^uft, fo as not to* force 
the Body to take it out of their Hands, is likewlfb 
highly to be wondered at. In fhort the Info^enpe, 
the Faftions, the Revenges, the NeccQities and iVtn- 
bition, that muft needs poffefs a great jnany Mem; 
bers of fo vaft a Body as is the Nobility of Venice^ 
muft have thrown them often into many fatalGon- 
vulftons, if it were not for the Dread in which they 
all ftand of this Court, which hath fo many Spiq 
abroad, chie^y among the Gondaliers^ wlio cannot 
fail to difcover all the fecret Commjcrce of Venice } 
befides the fecret Advices that are thrown in at fq 
many of thofe Lyons Mouths that are in feveral 
Places of St. M«rfe*s Palace, within which there ar? 
Boxes that are under the Keys of the Inquijttors^ fq 
that it is fcarce polTibl^ for a Man to be long ia 
stny Dcfign againft the State, and not to be difcover- 
ed by them/ And when they find any in a Fault, 
they are fo inexorable, and fo quick as Ydl as fc; 
vere in the Juftice, that the very iFear of this is 
To eflfeftual a Reftraint, that perhaps thjB long Prc- 
fervation of Venice., and of its Liberty, is owing to 
this fingle Piece of their Conjiitution : And the Ifi' 
quifttors are Perfons generally fo diftinguifhed for 
their Merit, who muft be all of different Families^ 
;ind their Authority lafts fo fhort a while, that the 
Advatntages of this vaft Authority that is lodged 
with theni are conftant and vifible 5 wherea? the un- 
happy Inftances of their being impofed on, and car- 
rying their Sufpic^ons too far, are fo few, that 
whenever the' Nobility prows weary of this Yoke^ 
and throws it off, one may reckon the Glory and 
Profpcrity of Venice at an Ifnd. It was terribly at- 
tackM not long ago by Cornaro^ when ^erom Cor- 
fiarb was put to death for his Gorrefpoildence with 
Sffin : He was not near of Kin to the great Family 
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of that Name, yet the Family thought their Ho* 
nour was fo much touch'd when one of its remoteil 
Branches was conceamed of Trcafon, that they ofi 
fered a hundred theufand Crowns to have faved him, 
and by confquence to have preferved the Family froni 
that Infamy ; but tho' this wa« not accepted, for 
he fuffered as he well deferved, yet it was fo vili- 
ble that none of the Family ti^rere concerned in fiis^ 
Crimes, that it did not at all turn to their Preju- 
diced But upon the lirft Occafion that offered it feff 
after that, to quarrel with the Proceedings of the I;}- 
quifttoYs^ they kid hold on it; and aggravated the flat- 
ter extreamly, and moved for the limitting of their 
Authority ; but the Great Council was wifer than to 
touch fo facred a Part of the Government, fo they 
retain theii* Power very intire ; but they manage it 
with all poflible Caution. A Foreigner that hath 
been many Years in their Service, told me, that tlie' 
Stories with which Strangers were frighted at the 
Arbitrary Power that was refted in thofe Inquijttors^ 
were flight Things, in comparifon of the Advantages 
tliat f hey found from it ; and after eleven Years 
fpent in their Service, he faidj he never was fo much* 
as once fent for to receive a Reprimand from them. 
And if the NoytUty^ that have ahy Commerce with 
Strangers^ confefs it fincerely to the Inqurjitors^ 
they are in no Danger by it 5 but if they cohceai 
it, or any main Circumftanccs of it, their Precefs; . 
will be foon difpatched. Thefe are the moft remark- . 
able Things that I could pick up, during my ftay. 
at Venice, I fcave avoided to fay any Thing rclat-! 
ing to their feveral Councils^ Officers and Judica»' 
Tories ^ or to the f ther Parts of their Government^ ' 
"Which are to be found in all Books ^ and the Formis ; 
by which they give their Votes by Ballot are fo well '. 
known, that it were an abuHng of your Time, to 
Inlarge my felf concerning them ; nor was 1 .fuffi- 
ciently informed, concerning the Particulars .0^ Ib^^ 
Sale of Noyiltty that is now on Foot^ i\nc«; \>^\^ .\«i^ 
War with the Turks, which haXh maift tV^m t^h'A- , 
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iin^ to fake up once again this eaiie Way of 
lyioney. Nor could I give Credit to that of 
a Perfon of great Eminence there afTured me 
there wai a Pojfoner General in Venice^ that 
^lary, and was imployed by the Inqulfitors 
ipfttch thofe, againit whom a publick Proc 
/&ould make foo great a Noife : This I con 
Relieve, tha* my Author potefted, that the ]B 
6t one that was follicited to accept of the Ir 
ment difcovered it to him. There is no PI 
the World where Str angers live with more Frc 
and I was amazed to fee fo little E:fa6tners 
the Searchers of the Cuitom-Houfe ; for tl 
jiad a Muilets-load of Trunks, and Portmanth 
none offered to ask us, either coming or goings 
•we were, or what we carried with us. But tl 
and nobleft Bnteijtainment that Venice afforded 
I was there, was ti^€ Company of Nf . de la 
the French Amhajfador^ who, as he hath fpc 
whole Life in publick Emhaffies^ fo he hath a 
fed fo great a Knowledge of the World, with 1 
a Judgment, and fo obliging a Civility, that h 
•^ell pafs for a Pattern 5 and it is no Wonder 
trim ftill ingaged in a conllant Succeiilon of 
lick Imployments : And his Lad^ is fo wondc 
Perfon, that I pay them both but a very 
part of what I owe them in this Acknowledg 
which I judge my felf bound to make of th< 
traordinary Civilities to me ^ and indeed, wj 
the Advantage of futh a Rendezvous as I had 
a* Fortnights Hay at Vemce had been a very t< 
Matter. From Venice we went again to JP« 
Prom thence to Roviio^ which is but a fmafi '. 
and fo to the Po, which divides the Terrltc 
the RefuMick^ from the Ferrarefe^ which is no 
jpo/^'s Country \ and here one fees what Dlff< 
a good and a bad Government mak^s in a Cou 
for tho' the Soil is the fame on both Sides < 
River, and the Ferrarefe was once one of the 
tifulleft SpoU of all Italy^ at Ferrara Was ( 
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4t« bfeft TcfwnSj while they had Princes of thtir pwn, 
•who for a Courfc cff fome Ages were Princes of fuch 
imminent Virtues, and of fo heroical a Noblenefs^ 
that they Were really the Fathers df their Couni- 
try, notthlhg Cah be . imagined more chan^d than 
all this ii now, l^he Sol) is abaadoficd, and uncul^ 
tivated, ,npr were there Hands enough, fomuch^at 
to mow their Grafs 5 which we faw withering la 
their Meadows, to Our no fmall Wonder* . We were 
amazed to fee fo rich a Soiii forfaken 6£ its Inha-* 
bitants, and much more when we paifed thro^ that 
Tail Tdwii, which^ by its Extent, fhews what it was^ 
about an Age. ago, and is now fo itiuch deferted 
that tliere ar6 wh<^ Sides of Streets without lnha« 
bitants ; and the Poverty of the Place appears fig- 
iially in the Churches, which are mean, and poor« 
ly adorned ^ for the Superfiition of ItaJy is fo raven^ 
bus, and makes fuch a Progrefs in this Age, that 
^ne may juftly take the Meafures of the Wealtli of 
any Place from tne Churches. The Superftition or 
Vaiiity of this Age, is fo much beyond that of the 
paft, tho' the contrary to this is commonly believed, 
that all the vaft Buildings of great Churches or rich 
Convents, and the furprizing Wealth that appear^ 
itt them on FeAiyal Days, are the Donatives of the 
prefent Age 5 £6 that it is a vulgar Error, that fome 
have taken up, who fancy that Superftition is at a 
Stand, if not in a Decay', unlefs it be acknowledged 
that the Craft of the Priefts hath opened to them 
a new Method to Aipport their Riches,, when the 
61d ones of Piirgatory and Indulgences were beco/ne 
lefs effectual in an A{fe of more Knowledge, and bet% . 
ter enlightened, and that is, to ingageMen to an £• 
mulation and a Vaninty in inrichihg their Churches, 
as much as other ItAliant have in the inriching: their 
Palaces^ fo that as they have a Plea Aire,, as well as 
a Vanity, in filing fo much dead Wealth in their 
Houfes, thev have trai|ihted the fame Humour to 
their Churches : And the Vanity df the prefent Age 
Aat Wicvts little ox TwUhiia^ of theft C<)\i\.tV^9s.^^\

ny more : And this appears more viltbly b 
different State, as well as the Conftitulion of Bi 
which U Aril of People that abound in W< 
and as the Soil is extream rich, fo it is cull 
^\t\i all due Care ; for Bologna ^delivered it \ 
the Fufcdom upon Capitulation, by which the 
many Privileges refer vcd to it. Crimes the 
only puniihed in the Perfons of thofe who a 
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kiR ttic Center of a Sovereignty, where a Court n 
kept, fo the Taxee'that xht ]^of€s fetch from thence 
are fo coniiderable, that he draws much more from 
thia Place of Liberty, than from thofe where hia 
Authority i« unlimited and abfolute ; but they are, 
by thofe means, aimoft quite abandoned ; f^'or the 
Greatnefs of a Friiwe -or State riling from the Num* 
bers of the SukjeSfs^ thofe Maxims that retain the 
|h SukjeSts^ and that draw Strangers to come among 
^ them, are certainly the trueit Maxim; for advan- 
cing the Greatiiefs of the Mafter. And I could not but 
with much Scorn obferve the Folly of fome French- 
WM.'who made ufe of this Argument tp ihew th^ 
Greatnefs of their Nation, that one found many 
Frtnckmen*\n all Places to which one could come, 
whereas there were no Eniltjh^ nor Dutch^ no ^oju/V- 
TLtrs^ and very few Hermans \ but this is juft con- 
trary to the right Confequence that ought to be 
drawn from this Obfervation. It is certain, that 
few leave their Country, and go to fettle elfewhere, 
if they are not preffed with fo much Unealinefs at 
home, that they cannot well live amiQng their Friends 
and Kindred^ fo that a mild Government drives out 
no Swarms : Whereas it is the furc Mark of a fer 
vert Government thiat weakens it felf, when many 
of the ^uijeEts find it fo hard to fubfill at home, 
thAt they are forced to feek that abroad which 
they would much rather do in their own Country, 
if Impoiitions and other Severities did not. force , 
them to change their Habitations. 

But to return to the Wealth of Bologna^ it appears in 
every Comer of the Town, and all round it, tho* its Si- 
tuation is not very favourable, for it lies at the Foot of 
iYicAfenins^ on the^orth-lide, and is extream cold in 
Winter : The Houfes are built as at ^adiio. and Bem^ 
fo that one walks all the Town over, cpver'd under 
fiaLx»a^s'^ but the Walks here are both higher and 
larger than any where elfe : There arc many noble 
• PlJUces all over the Town, and the Churches and Con- 
vents are incredibly rich ; Within the Town the ric^dl 
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are the Domlmems^ which i^ the chief Hpttb of Aft 
Order, where their Founder's Body is laid ia que of 
the beft Chapels of Italy y and next to tliem are th^ 
Franei/cans^ the Servites^ the. J^fuits. and the fymns 
Regular of St.' Salvator. |n this lafV there is a Scrowl 
of the Hekre'w Bible, which thq' it is not the tentlt 
Part of the Bible, they fancy to be the ^bcde fiibk) 
and they were made believe by fome i7#w, that batM 
no doubt fold it at a hig;h B:atc, that it was wrijtiteii 
by Ez^rah^s own Hand^ and this hath paCs'd long fbt 
current $ but the Manufcript is only a* £ne Co^y liJto 
thofe that the Jeins ufe in their Synagogue r], that .may 
be perhaps three or four hundred Years ol4<. vThat 
Part of it on which I caft my .f,yt was the Book of 
'EJfher^ fo by the Bulk pf the Scrawl, I judgM it 
to be the Cblleaion of thofe fmall Books of thfi PM 

• Teftame^t that the Jerins fct after the Lavi> ; but thofe 
of the Houfe fancy they have a great Treafu rein it^ 
and perhaps fuch j€'\fi$ as have feen it,are willing tot' 
laugh at their Ignorance, and fuffer thetn to go on 
in their Error. The -chief Church in the ^jTown il 
St. Petrone'^s^ and there one fees the curiouis and exa£t 
Meridional-line, which that rare Aftronomer^ Cfljfim^ 
laid along a great Part of the Paveinent in a firaft 

' Circle : It' marks the true Point of Mid^dajT fromi 
yune to yanudry^ and is one of the beft PerfarnUaCes 
that perhaps the World evcjr faw. |n,^hq greit 
Square before the Church, onthe one.

But as I loqkM at thi$ Statue very attentively^ thro? 
a little Frofpe^ that 1 carried with me, it appeared 
plainly to have the Face of a young.

On the Hill 
above Bologna (lands the Mpnaflery of St. Mich4etj' in 
JSa/cOy which hath a moll charming Situation and BrG» 
tjpeft, and is one of the bed .Mont^^ries in Italj^^. it 
hath many Courts^ and one that i« '^villcr'di-anAiS 
octangular j which is fo n6bly painted in Fre/co^ that 
it is pity tp.fqeCuch WorkexptfedtQ the Air :.AU 
war retoi^cji'd by the famout Guido Rent^>. yft itiia 
now again much> d^cay'd : The Dormitory jst ver)« 
magnihcent} the CAa/^^/ is little, but very fine; .and 
the Stalls are richly carv^'d. On the other Side iof 
tologriM there is a Madona of St* Lukf^s ; and becaUft 
many go thither in great Dqvotion, there it a BiortUa 
building, which is already carryM on almoft- half 
yay : It is wall'rt to the North^ but (lands on Pillars 
to the South, and is above twelve Foot broad, and 
fifteen Foot high : It is carried on vety vigoroufly i 
^r in eight or |;en Years the Half is built, fa that 
in a little Time, tlie whole will very probably be iW 
nllh'd } ani '%h\s may prove the Beginning of manyi 
fuch like Porticoes in Italy ; for things of this kinfd 
>7ant.only a Beginning, and when they are oAcbfet 
on foot, they do quickly fpread themfelves in a Coun^ 
try that is fp ej^tirely fubdued by Suferftition and the 
Artifices of their Frtefis^ In- Bologna they reckon 
there are fev^nty thoufand Perfons. I fawnotons 
9f the chief Glories of this Place ; for the famous 
Malfkigius was out of the Town* while I was there. 
i faw a Pby there, but the Poefie was fo bad, the 
Farces fp rude, and all was fo ill aaed, that 1 was 
9ot a little ama:$^d tp fee the Company exprefsia great 
a Satisfadlion ia that which VQUid have been hifs'd 
«ff the Stage either in England or Frwe. From Bo* 
ra^4 ve go eight MUc^ lA % Ftoin, ns^ tbea vi^ veiis^s^ 
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Into that Range of Hills that carry the Name of i^« 
fenins^ tho* that is ftriftly given only to one that \t 
the higheft. All the Way to Fiorence this Track 6f 
Hills continues, tho* there are foTeral Bottoms, and 
■^foime confiderable little Towns in them, but all is upr 
hill and down-hill, and Florence it felf Hi juft at the 
Bottom of the laft Hill. The Hlgh-wayv aU aloi^ 
tbele Hills are kept in fo very good Cafe, that in fer 
of the bell inhabited Countries doth one find the High^ 
ways.fo well maintainM as in thofe forftken Moun* 
tains s but this is fo great a Paffage, that all that are 
concernM in it tind their Account in the Ezpence they 
Jay out upon it. On the lall of thefe Hills, tho* in 
tt little Bottom, in the midft of a Hill, ftands FrMtohni 
one of the great Duke*s Palaces^ where the Retreat in 
Summer muQ be very agreeable ; for the Air of thofe 
Mountains are extream thin and pure. The Gar dent 
in Itnly arc majde st a great Cod ^ the Statues and Foss* 
fains ire very rich and noble \ the Grounds are well 
laid' out; and the Walks are long and even : But at 
theyhiave no Gravel, to give them thofe firm and 
beautiful Walks that we have in England^ fo the con- 
fiaht Greennefs of the Box doth fo much pleafb theni, 
that they, preferring the Sight to the 8mell^ have their 
Gardens fo high fented by Plots made with them, that 
therc^is no Pleafure to w^lk in them ^ they alfo lay 
their/Walks fo between Hedges, that one is much con- 
iined in them. 1 faw firft in a Garden at VincerftA 
that which I found afterwards in many Gardens in 
Italy^ which wa$ extream convenient, there went a 
Courfcof Water round about the Walls; about a Foot 
from the Ground is a Channel of Stone that went along 
the Side of the Wall ; and in this there were Holes fd 
mad6, that a Pipe of >¥hite Iron or Wood put to them 
conveyed the Water to fuch Plants as In a dry Seafon 
Becded watering ; and a Cock fet the Water running iti 
this Courfe, fo that without the Trouble of carrying 
Water, one Perfoh could eafily manage tho watering of 
a great Garden. Florence is a beautiful and noble 
Town, full of great Falkc^s^ tichehursbcsjMRM- 
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}>* Onivents; The Streets are paved in imitation 6t 
the old Roman Higk'wa^s^ with great Stone, bigger 
thun our common Pavement-Stone, and much thicker^ 
u^hich are fo hollowed, in their Joinings to one another 
that Horfes find faftening enough to their Feet : There 
are many Statues and Fauntatm in the Streets, . fo that 
^ ^very Corher one meets with many agreeable Ob^ 
jeas. I will not entertain you with a Defer iption of 
the' great Duke'^H Falace and Gardens, or of the old! 
Falace^ and the Gallery that joins to it, and of the vaft 
CoUeaionof Fl&ures^ Statues, Cahlnets, and other 
CurioAties that muft needs anuae every one that feet 
them : The Plate, and in particular the Gold Plate, 
and the great Coach, are all f\ich extraordinary things, 
that they would require a very copious Defcription, 
|f that had not been done fo often, that it were to very 
little Purpofe to.CQpy what others have faid : And 
thefe things are fo exaftly fecn by every Traveller, 
that I can fay nothing that is more particular of thefe 
Subjects than you will find in the c<mimon Itineraries 
of all Travellers. The great Dome IM a matgnifieent 
Building ; but the Frontifpiece to the Gate is not yet 
inade. The Cufulo is after St. Feter^s, the greateil 
i^nd higheft that I faw in Italy, it is three himdred 
Foot high, and of a vafi G>mpafs ; and the ^hole Ar* 
chiteiiure of this Fabrick is very Angular as well as 
regular : Only that which was intended to add to its 
Beauty ieflen^d it very much in my Thoughts ; for 
the Walls that are all of Marble, being of white andl 
black Marble, laid in different Figures and Orders, 
looked too like a Livery, and had not that air of No« 
blenefs which in my Opinion becomes fo glorious a 
Fabrick. The Baftiftery that fiands before it, was a 
npble Heathen Temple ^ its Gates of Brafs are the beft 
of that fort that are in the World : There are fo many 
Hiftories fo well rcprefentcd in Eas Reliefs in them, 
vith fo much Exaanefs, the Work is fo natural, and 
yet dD fine, that a curious Man could find Entertain- 
ment for many Days, if he would examine the three 
Gates of . this Temple with a cr itisal tttL&ncCa. The

But t 
mouB Library that bejong^s to this Convent^ to 
Hioreiof my Time than all the other Curiofities o 
irence % for here is a Colled^ion of many Manufc 
moft of them are Greek^ that were gathered to| 
by Fofe Clement the VII. and given to his Cou 
Thefe are very few printed Books mixed with ' 
and thofe Books that are there are fo rare, that th 
almoft as curious as Manujcrifts. I faw fome o 
gWn Poems in old Capitals. There is a Mahufcri 
which fome Parts both of Tacitus znA AfUlel 
written, and in one Place, one in a different Han 
writ, that ht had compared thofe Manufirifts 
he adds a Date to thijs in Olibrius^t Time, wh 
about twelve hundred Years.ago. 1 fpund fome 
thongs init caft into one Letter, which furprizet 
for I thoilght that Way of writing them had no 
fo ahcient ; but that which pleaftd me moft 
that the Lf^rrtry-k(?*jo^^ alTured me, that one had 
ly found the famous EpilUe of $Ufhr^oft$ini lo 
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ft«5 iiiG^rf^fe, in the End of a Volume full of other 
thin^ and not among the Manufcrifts of that Father^s 
Bo9ks^ of which the^i have a great many. He thought 
he remcmber'd well the Place where the Book liood, fo 
ttre turned ovei* all the Books that^ftood near it, but I 
found it not : He proniifed to look it out for me, if I 
came- back that Way % but I changing my Delign, 
and going: back another Way, could not fee the Bot- 
tom of this. It is true, the famous MagllaBecchi^ 
who is the Great Duke^s Library-keeper, and is a Per- 
fort of moft wonderful Civility, and full of Candor, a^ 
well as he is learned beyond Imagination, aflured me^ 
thftt thi& could b« no other than a Kf iltake of the Li^ 
ifrary-keepers ; he faid, fuch a Difcovery could not 
have been made, without making lo much Noifc, 
that he muft have heard of it. He added, there wad 
not one Man in Florence, that either under(\ood Greek 
or that examined Manufcripts 5 fo that he alTured me, 
I eould not build on what an ignorant Librars-heepet 
had told me : So I Ibt down this Matter as I f^und it, 
without building much on it. Florence is much funk 
from what it was ; for they do not reckon, tliat there 
are above fifty thoufand Souls in it : and the other 
States^ that were once great RepuBUcMs^ fuch as Siena 
and Fi/ai, while they retained their Liberty, are now 
.ihrunk almdil into nothing: It is certaiil, that all 
three together afe now not fo numerous as any one 
of them was two hundred Years ago.- Leghorn is full 
of People, and all round Florence there are a great 
many VilUies^ but zi one Joes over tufcany^ it ap- 
pears fo difpeppled, that one cannot but wonder to 
find a Country that hath been the Scenei of fo much 
Action, and fo many Wars^ now fo forfaken and 
fo poor, and that in many Places the Soil is quite ne-^ 
glebed for want of Hands to-cultivate it ^ and in other. 
Places^ where there are more People, ttiev look fo 
poor, and thoir Houfes are fuch miferable Ruins, that 
it 16 fcaf ce accountable how there fhould be fo much 
Poverty in (b rich a Country^ which is all overfull of 
^U^n i JMi iMt the StUe of Btss^^S ^^^ ^ ^^^^^ ^^'^ 
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iered from what I found it in Lomkardj ; for wbemtf 
there thcv bcg;red for the fake of St. Anthohy^ here all 
begijed for the Souls that 'uofre in turgAtorytf and this 
was'the Stile in all the other Parts o\ Jt/ily thro' which 
I pafsM. In fhort, the DirpeopHng; of Tufcunj^ and 
ftioft of the Frinctpalitle$ of Italy ^ bnt'chiefty of the 
Papers Dominions^ which are more abandoned than tluj 
other Part of Italy^ fee.ged to flow from nothing but 
the Severity of the Government^ and the great Decay 
of Trade ; for the grciteft Trade of Italy beinflj iff 
Silk^ the vaft Ittiportationof5/7*f that the Eaft-lndik 
Companies bring into Europe^ hath quite ruined all 
fhofe that deal in th s Manufacture : Yet this is rtoC 
the chief Caufe of the Difpeopling of thofe rich t'o».> 
tries ; the Scveritv of the Taxes is the tr^ Reafon: 
Notwithftanding aU thrit Decay of Trade, the Tasted 
ire rtiU kept up. F-eftde this, the vatt Wealth of the 
C^nvcntt^ where the only People of Italy ^n^ t^be 
ftiiind^ that Tive not only at their Eafe, but in great 
Plenty and Luxury, m^kes many forfake all fort of 
IndUftr>% and feck for a Retreat in one of thofe Seati 
of PleafiTrc ; fo that the People d^ not increafc taft c- 
nout^h to make a new Race to come inlWad of thofc 
whom a hard Government drive.^ awav. It murt ncedi 
fur[)ri2c an uhattentive Traveller, to fee not only th^ 
Venetian Territory which is indeed a rich Country, 
but the Hailiaies o? tli}eSvt}itz.frs and the CoaO of C#- 
toa^ fo full of People, when Tw/c^wy, the i^^tr/srony, 
and tlie KiKrriom of Nafles^ have fo few Inhabitant*. 
InthcConli of Genoe:^ there is for many Miles as it 
w?rc a conlhnt Tra5t of Toians and Villages^ and all 
thofe are wcJl iV?opUd, tho' thev havtf fcafceanv Soil 
jit all, lyin^ iiwdei* the Mountains that are vei'y barren, 
and that expofe them to a molt A>neafv Sim ; and that 
thev lye upon a boiftcrotis Sea^ that ?s almoH alwayrf 
in a Storm, and that affords very ffew Fifh :" And vet 
the Gentlcncfsof ihe (^o^if:fimtnf^f^^ni\eLkl\ Multi- 
tudes thither^ aftd thofe are Co f\iH of We;ilth, that 
Moni\ goes at i^o per Cent. Rut on the other Hand, 
ti> bAllance this t tittle, (<>ilr«Agf IJi4 wil«-«t thidg' M 

« the 
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tiie Mature of Man, at leaft of Italians^ tfiat I was 
told, that the worlt People of «11 Italy atc the Genoe/es^ 
and the moU generally corrupted in their Morals, as 
to all forts of Vice 5 fo that tho' a fevere Government 
and Slavery are contrarv to the Nature of Man, an4 
to human Societv, to Jujfice and Equity^ and to that 
^ffential Equality that Nature hath made amoAg 
Men; yet on the other Hand, all Men cannot bear 
♦hat Eafe and Liberty that becon^e the human Natur^. 
The Superfiition ofltaly^ and the great W.alie of We4lih 
■th It one iees in their Churches^ particularly thofe pro- 
di^ ous Maifesof Flate^ with which their Altars ar^ 
covered on- Hoi vdayc, doth alfo ftnk th^ir Trade exr 
trcimlv 5 for Silver being in Commerce, what Bloo4 
i« in the Body, when io much of that is Pcdd andl 
.circulates no more, it i« no Wonder if fuchan JExtra^ 
vafation (if I may ufe fo long and fo hard a Word) of 
Silver, occaiions a great Deadnefis in Trade. I had air 
molt forgot one Remark that 1 made in the Jafb Hill of 
the Apenins^ juit above Florence^ that 1 never faw 
fuch tall and big Cvpreffcs any where as grew over ali 
that Hill, which fecmed a little Arange, that Tree 
■being apt to be Itarved bv a cojd Winter among us, and 
■there the Winters are fevere. All the ways in Tujcar 
tiy are very rugged, except on the Sides of the Arn^^ 
But the Uneafinefs of the Roa4 is much qualified by 
the great Care that is had of the High-ways, which 
are all in very good Cafe: The lnn$ are wretched, and 
ill furniiked both for Lodging and Diet. This is the 
Plague of all Italy^ when onte one hath paffed the-^- 
fenins ; for except in thegreat ToMrns, one really fuf- 
Hers fo much thrft way, that the Pleafure of Tr^vel- 
•|ng is much abated by the Inconveniences that one 
^svetf in ever/ St^ge thro^ ^hich he paifes. I ani^ t|

I Am now in the laft Stap:e of my Voyage over 
for fince my laft from FJorenre^ I have not on 
hither, but have been in Smfles ; and have ni 
tisf.'M my Curiofitv A> fully, that I intend tc 
this Place within a Day or two, and ^o to CivH 
cktM^ and from thence by Scm to MarfeiUts^ and fo 
zn unpleafant Winter^ s Journey over the Alps, 
true 1 lofe the Sight of Turln^ GenoM^ and fomc 
C9urts ; but tho' 1 am told thefe defer ve we 
Pains of the Journey; vet when one rifes from a 
Meil^ no Delicacies, how much foever thev 
ten^pt him at another Time, can provoke hi 
petite; fo I confefs freelv, that the Sight of i 
and Rome h;ive fo fet my Stomach that way, th 
Curiofity of feeing new Places is now vcrv lo« 
me ; and, indeed, thefe that I have of late feen are 
that Pi.ices which at another time would plea 
much, would now make but a flight and qol( 
predion. 

AH the Wav from Florence^ thro^ the Great 1 
Country, look'd fo fad, that I concluded it m\ 
the rr.oi\ difpeopled of all Italy ; but, indeed, I ch 
mvNotc when I came into the Fofe\ Territori 
Foint Centino^ where there was a rich Botto 
uncultivated, and not fo much as (lockM with C 
But as I pafs'd from M. Fia/cone to Viterbo^ th 
pear^d yet more amazing ; for a vatt champion i 
trv hv-almoft quite deferted ; (ind that wide j 
which is of fo great a Compafs, hath yet fo fe 
habitants, and tho^e look fo poor and miferable, 
the People in the ordinary Towns in S,cotland 
in its worit Places, make a better Appearance. ' 
I was within a Day's Journey of Rome^ I fa 
that the fefeigbbqurboQ^ of fb great a City m^ft 
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matter ; but 1 was much difappointed, for a Soil 
It was lb rich, and -lay fo iwectly, that it fares- 
ded any thing lever faw out o£ Italy j had neither 
labitanta in it, 'nor 'Cattle upon it, to the tenth 
't or what it could bear. The Surprife that thit 
e me increafed upon- me as I went out of Romt 
its other Side, chief! v all the Way to Ndifles^ and 
the Way to Civita Vecchia 5 for that vatt and rich 
ampain Country that rung all along to Terrmcin^y 
ich ^rom Civita Vecchia is above a hundred Mileg 
g, and is in many Places tw«lve or twenty Miles 
•ad, is abandoned to fuch a Degree, th^t as far as 
s Eye Can carrv one there is often not fo much as 
loufe to be fben, but on the Hills that are on the 
rth-fide of this Valley : A.nd by this difpeopling of 
Couiitrv, the Air is now-become fo unwholfome, 
t it is nntfafe to be aNight in it all theSummer long-; 
the Witer that Ives upon mariv Places not being 
inM it ro s, and in the Summer this produces f^ 
n^' noiiome Streams that it is felt even in Rome It 
- ; and if it were not for the Bt*cezes that come irom 
Mountaini^ the Air would be intolerable. Wtal 
fees afl this large, but walte Country, front* the 
1 of Mdrim^ twelve Miles beyond Rome^ be C8n*> 
wonder enough At it. In a Word, it is the Rigour 
the Go'i^errtment that hath driven away the Inhabi- 
ts ; and their beingr driven away, hath now reduced 
fuch a Pafs^ that it is hardlv polfible torepeople 
For fuch as would come to drain a^d cultivate it 
it run a great Hazard, and few can refolve on that; 
en they can hope for no other Reward of their In- 
trv but an uneafv Government* It is the greateft 
icifm in Government tor the Prince to be EleRivf^ 
vet AbfoJute ; for an Hereditary Frinci is iiiduc^ 
jonftder his Porttritv, and to maintain his People, 
hat thofe that come after him may ftill Aipport the 
nk which they hold in the World 5 but an Ele(!tiv§ 
ince hath nothing of that in his Eye, unlefs he 
h a Pitch of Qenerofity, which is not ordinary t» 
ig Mcn^ and lealt of all among Italians^ who hav« 
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Bwdred, ' But this Fope broke thro* all this^ Undde^ 
ckred, that he would give all their Money, again, un- 
kfs they would pav him thirty fer Cent. for the con* 
tinuing-of this Intereft; and thus for a hundred 
Cronmis Principal, one not only paid at firll one hun- 
dred and ftxteen, but alterwards thirty, in allOntf 
hundred fix and forty for the Hundred, which. is al- 
yioft the half, loft \ for. when foe ver the Fope will pay 
, them back their Monev, all the^elt is \q&. : And while 
I am here, there is a Report that the Fop€ is treating 
with the Genoefes for Monev at /two per Cent ^ and if 
he gets it on thole Terms, then he will pay his Debt* 
and the Subjects that. have put in Money in this Bank 
will by this Means lofe fix and forty per Cent^ which 
is almoft the half, of their Stock. A Man of Quality 
%t Rome^ and an eminent Church-man^ who took me 
likewife for one of their Clergy^ becaUfe 1 wore the 
Habit of a Church-man^ faid, .that it was a.horrible 
Scandal to the whole Chriftian World, and made oae 
doubt of the Truth of the Chriftian Religion^ to fj^ 
more Oppreffion and Cruelty in their Territory thas 
ivas to be found even in Turkey \ tho' it being in the 
Hands of Chrfft^s Vicar ^ one fhould ex i: eft to find 
there the Pattern of a mild and ^tniitGuvernmenti 
And how (faid he) can a Man expeft to find his RfU* 
gton here, where the common Maxims of Jufticeand 
Mercy^rc not fo much as known. And I can never 
forget nielivelv Refleftion that a Rowan Frince made 
to me upon the Folly of all thofe fevere Oppreflions, 
which as they drive away the Inhabitants, fo they r^ 
duce thofe that are left to fuch a Degeneracy of Spirit 
by their Neceffitics, that the Spaniards whofe Dorni^ 
nions look fo big in the Map^ are now brought fo lowf 
and if thev had kept ftill the Poffellion they once had 
of the United /Netherlands^ they would fignific no 
more towards their Prefer vation than their othct 
JFrovinces did ; which, bv their unskilful Conduct, 
they have both difpeopled and exhaufied : Whereas by 
their lofing thofe Seven Frovinces^ thofe States have 
fallen upon fuch wife Motion of Covirnmntm t»i 
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ha^e drawn fo much Wealthy and fuch Numbers of 
Feople together, that Spain it felf was now preferved 
by them, and was faved in, this Age by the Lofs it 
xnadepf thofe Provinces in the loft ; and thofe Stat 04^ 
that if they had remained fubjeft to Sfain^ would have 
iignified little to its Support, did that now much more 
conAderably, by being Allies^ than they could have 
done, if they had not ihaken off their Yoke. 
. Indeed if Spain had been fo happy as to have fuch 
Vice-Roys and Governors as it has now in N^plesj their 
Affairs could not have declined fo faft as they have 
done. The Marquifs of Carpy^ in his Youth, intended 
to have taken fo fevere a Revenge of an Injury, that 
lie thought the late King of Spain did him in an A« 
xnoiir, that he defigned the blowing him up by Gun^ 
powder when he was in the Council-Chamker ; but 
that Crime wasdifcovered in Time, and was not only 
forgiven him in Coniideration of the Greatnefs of his 
Family, he being the Son of Don Lenjois de Haro, but 

^' after that he was made for fcveral Years Ambajfador 
at Rome : He is now Viceroy of Naples^ and is the 
only Governor of all the Places thro' which I paffed, 
that is, without Exception, beloved and clteemed by 
all forts of People ^' for during the few Years of his 
Miniflry, he hath redreffed fuch Abufes that feemed 
pafl Cure, and that r^uired an Age to correct them r 
He hath repreffed the Infolence of the Spaniards fo 

. much at l^aples^ that the Natives ha venaOccanon 

to complain of the Haughtinefs of their Mailers ; for 

' he proceeds againft the Spaniards with no lefs Seve- 

. rity, when they give Caufe for it, than againft the 
Neapolitans : He hath taken the Pay of the Soldiers 
fo immediately into his own Care, that they, who be- 
fore his coming, were half naked, and robb'd (\ich as 
paffed on the Streets of Naples in Day-light, are now 
exaaiy pay'd, well difcjiplin'd, and fo decently cloath- 
«d, that it is a Pleafure to fee them : He examines 
their Muflers alfo To exaaiy, that he is fure not to 
be cheated by falfe Lifts : He hath brought the Mar- 
kets and Weights of NapUs to a true Ex^Qnefs : And, 
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whereas the Bread was generally too light, he btf 
ftnt for Loaves out of the feveral Places of the Mar* 
kets. and weighed them himfelf ; and by fomefeTero 
Puniihments on thofe that fold the Bread too light, 
hfe hath brought this Matter to a jutl Regulation* 
He hath alfj brought the Courts of JudieMture^ that 
were thought generally very corrupt, to Reputation 
again \ and it is believed, he hath Spies to watch in 
cafe the Trade of Bribes is found to be ftill going 
on : He hath fortify*d the Fmlmce^ which was bM 
fore his Time fo much expoftd, that it would have 
been no hard thing to hive nude a Defcent upon 
H. But the two Things that raife his Reputati' 
on mod, are his extirpating of the Banditti, and 
the Regulation of the Coia, which he hath uken 
in Haind. 

It is well enough known, what a Plague the Bm* 
dltti have been to the Kingdom ^ for they going- in 
Troops, not only robbed the Country, but were a- 
ble to reAft an ordinary Body of Sol4iers, if they 
had fet upon them. Thefe travelled about feeking 
Spoil all the Summer long ; but in Winter they were 
harboured by fome of the Neapolitan B^rans^ who 
gave them Quarters : And thereby did not only pro- 
te€t their own Lands, but had them as fo many In* 
ilruments ready to execute their Revenges on their 
Enemies. This was well known at Naples^ and there 
was a Council that had the Care of the reducing the 
Banditti committed to them, who as they catched 
fome few, and hanged them^ fo they fined fuch Bih 
rons as gave them Harbour; and it was believed, 
that thofe Fines amounted to near a hundred and 
fifty thoufand Cro'wns a Year. And thus the Dlf* 
eafe went on ; only now and then there waa a lit-* 
tie Blood let, which nevtr went to the Bottom of 
the Diftemper. But when the prefent Vkt-Ray ta^ 
tcrcd upon the Government^ he refolved to extirpate 
all the Banditti ; and he tirft let all the Borons iin- 
derftand, that if they harboured them any move, a 
little Fine would not fave them % but that he -would 

\x^f^d 
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proceed againft them with the utmoft Severity 5 and 
bv thit Means the Banditti could find no Winter'- 
Quarters: So they betook themfclves to fojmeFaft- 
nefs among the Hills, and refolved to make good the 
Paffes, and to accommodate themfelven the beft they 
could amidft the Mountains. The Vice-Roy fent'a 
great Body againft them ; but they defended them- 
fblves for fome Time vigoroufly, and in one Sally 
they killed five hundred Men: But at laft, feeing 

, that they were like to be hard prefl j and that the 
Vice-Roy intended to come againft them in Perfon, 
they accepted of the Terms that he offered them, 
which was, a Pardon for what was pad, both as to 
Life and dallies, and Six Pence a Day, for their 

I Entertainment in Prifon during Life, or the Vice- 
Roy*s Pleafure ; and fo they furrender'd themfelves. 
They arc kept in a large Prifon, and now and then, 
ts he fees Caufe for it, he fends fome few of them 
up and down to ferve in Garrifons. And thus, ber 
yond all Men's Expeaation, he tinifhed this Matter 
in a Ytry few Months 5 and the Kinidom of Naples^ 
that hath been fo long a Scene of Pillage and Rob- 
bery, ia now fo much changed, that in no Place of 
Europe do the Subjeas injoy a more entire Security. 
Aa tor the Coin^ it, as all the Spamjh Money ^ is fo 
Subjcft to clipping, that the whole Money of Na* 
fles is now light, and far below the t^-ue Value ; fo 
the Vice- Roy hath refolved to redrefs this : He con- 
fidera, that the Crying down of Money, that pafleth 
upon the f>ublick Credit, is a Robbing of thofe in 
-whofe Hands the Money happens to be when the 
Proclamations are put out, and therefore he takes 
a Method that is more general, in which every one 
will bear hit Share, fo that none will be crufhed by 
it. He hath laid fome Taxes on the whole King-- 
^om, -and liath got a great many to bring in fome 
flate to t)e coined : And when he hath thus pre- 
pared fttch % Quantity as may ferve for the Cir« 
culatipn that it neceflary, he intends to pall in all 

fbe old Money* and t« give out new M.<^^v €qx ^. ^ 
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Thus doth this Vice- Roy fet fuch a Pattern to tb 
' other Mintfiers of the Crown of Spain^ that if nu 
ny would follow it, the State of their Affairs wouli 
be foon altered. 

The Kifij^dom of Naples is the richeft Part of ^l 
Italy ^ for the very Mountains, that are near the Hal: 
of the Soil, are fruitful, and produce either Wim 
or Oil in great abundance. Apulia is a great Cbri 
Country, but it is exccflive hot, and in fome Year 
all is burnt up. The Jefuits are the Proprietors^ 
near the Half of : Apulia 5 and they treat their Te 
nants with the fame Rigour that the Barons of thu 
Kingdom do generally ufe towards their Farmers; 
for the Commons here are fo miferably oppreiTed, thai 
in many Places they die of Hunger, even amidft thi 
great Plenty of their beft Years ; for the Corn is ex- 
ported to ^ain : But neither the Spainards nor the 
Neopolitans underdand Trade fo well as to be their 
own Merchants or Carriers, fo that the Enilijh dt 
generally carry away the Profit of this Trade. The 
OH of this Kingdom is ftilh a vaft Trade, and the 
ManufaSlure of the Wool and Soap of England con- 
fumes Yearly fome thoufands of Tuns. The SUk 
Trade is fo low, that it only ferves themfelver; 
but the Exportation is inconil(lei^ble : The Slqth and 
Lazinefs of this People renders them incap[abie 6f 
making thdfe Advantages of fo rich a Soil, that a 
more induftrious fort of People would find out : For 
it amazes a Stranger, to fee in their little Townc 
the whole Men of the Town walking in the Mar- 
ket Places in their torn Clokes, and doing nothing; 
and tho' in fome big Towns, fuch as Capua^ there 
is but one Inn, yet even that is fo miferable, that 
the heft Room and Bed in it is fo bad, that our 
Footmen in England woUld make a grievouar Out- 
cry if they were no better lodged; nor is there any 
thing to be had in them t The Wine is tntoleFable, 
the Bread ill baked, no Viftuals, except Pigeons, 
and the Oil is rotten. In fhort, except one carriei 
his whole Provifion from £osre or Napl^f^ jic mu(t 
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^folve to iadure a good deal of Mifery in the foui 
!pa ys Journey that is between thofe two Places. And 
this is what a Traveller^ that fees the Riches of 
rhe Soil, cannot comprehend : But as they have no^ 
Hands enough for their Soil, fo thofe they have aro 
generally fo little imployed, that it is no Wonder to 
fee their Soil produce fo little 5 that in the midft of 
all that Abundance that Nature hath fet before them^ 
they are one of the pooreft Nations of Europe, hvtt 
befides this which I have named, the vaft and dead 
Wealth that is in the Hands of the Church-men is 
another evident Caufe of their Mifery. One that 
knew the State of this Kingdom well, aflured .me, 
that if it were divided into five parts^ upon a ftrift 
Survey,, it would be found, that the CAtfr^A-weii had 
four farts of the five 5 which he made out thus, 
they have in Soil above the Half of the Whole, 
which is tv)Q and a Half; and in Tithes^ and Gifts^ 
and Legacies ^ they have one and a Half more : For 
no Man dieth without leaving a conliderabie Leg^y 
^o forrie Churchy or fpme Convent. The Wealth tliat 
one fees in the City of Naples alone, palTeth Ima- 
gination^ there are four and twenty Houfes of the 
Order qf jhe Dominicans^ of both Sexes, and two 
and twenty of the' Francifc an $>, feven of the Jefuits.*^ 
befides the Convents^ of the Olivitans^ the Theatines^ 
the Carmelites^ the Benedi^ines \ and above all, for 
Situation and Riches;, the Carthufians on the Top 
of the Hill that licth over the To'wn, The Riches 
of the Annunciata are prodig^ious : It is the greateft 
Hofpital in the World 5 the Revenue is faid to tc 
four hundred thoufand Croinns a Year : The Num- 
ber of the Sick is not fo great as at Mshn. Yet 
pnc Coavenjence for their Sick I obfervcd in their 
jGallerie^, which was con fider able, that every Bed 
itood as in an Alccve^ and had a Wall on both Sides, 
feparating it from the Beds oil . both Hands, and as 
much void Space of both Sides of the Bed, that the 
ped it felf took up but half the Room. The young 
Pbildren thjit thpy ^Uiii;tain are fo ^i^y, th^t one 
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iean hardly believe the Numbers that they boaft 
lor they talk of many thoufands that are not ften 
arc at Nurfc : A gre^t Part of the Wealth of i 
Houfe goeth to the inrichtng their Churchy wli 
irili be all over within crufted with inlay ingi 
lovely Marble, in grcit Variety and Beauty of < 
lours. The FlaU that is in the Treafurj here and 
the Dofvre, (which is but a me^tn Building, beca 
It is ancient, but hath a noble Chapel, and a ' 
Trcafure) and in a g^eat many other Churches^ 
lb prodigious, that upon the model^eft Eltimate, 
FUU of the Churches of Naples amounts to ei 
Millions of Croons. The new Church of the 
/•Iff, that of St. John the Afofth and that of 
P411/, arc Airprizing^ly rich ; the Gilding and Pa 
ang that is on the Roofs of thofe Churches have 
Millions. And as there are about a hundred ( 
v€n$s in Naples^ fo every one of thcfe, if it v 
111 another Place, would be thought well worth 
ing, tho* the Riches of the greater Convents h 
make many of them to be lefs vilited. Every ^ 
there is a new Governor of the Annunclata^ ^ 
perhaps puts in his own Pocket twenty thou 
irowns^ and to make fome Compenfition when 
geeth out of Office, Jie giveth a valt Piece of f 
to the Hdufe^ a Statue for a Saint in Silver^ o»* f 
0^lo/s of a Candleftfck^ for feveral of thofe Piece 
FUte are faid to be worth ten thoufand CVov 
and thus ail the Silver of Naples becomes dead 
Ufelefs. The Jefuits are great Merchants t 
their iP'tne-Cellar is a vaft Vault, and holds al 
a thoufand Hoifheadsy and the beil Wine of N^ 
is fold by them ; yet they do not retail it ou 
fcandalouily as the Jtfiinims do, who live on the g 
Square before the Vice-Rofs Falace, and fell out t 
Wine by Retail : They pay no Duty, and have 
traordinary good Wine^ and are in the bcfl Plac 
the Ton/on for this Retail, It is true, the Neo 
tans are no great Drinkers, fo the Profits of 
Tavern arc not fo great as they would be in c< 
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Countriei ; for here Men go only in for a Draught 

in the Mornings, or when they are thirfty. Yet 

the Houje groweth extream rich, and hath one of 

the finelt Chapels that is in all Nafles ; but the 

Trade feem^ very unbecoming Men of that Profef« 

fion, and of fo ftri6t an Order, The Convents have 

a very particular Privilege in this Town $ for they 

may buy ail the Houfes that lye on either Side, till 

the hrft Street that difcontinueth the Houfes ^ an4 

. there being fcarce a Street in Nafles in which there 

is not a Convent^ by this Means they may come to 

buy in the whole Town. And the Progreis that 

the Wealth of the Clergy makes in this Kingdom is 

fo viiible, that if there is not fomeStop put to it^ 

within an Age they will make themfelves Mailers 

of the whole Kingdom, It is an amazing Thing to 

fee fo profound an Ignorance, as rei^s among the 

Clergy^ prevail fo effettually ; for tho' all the fecu- 

lar Perfons here fpeak of them with all poillble 

Scorn, yet they are the Mafters of the S^Mrits of 

the People. The Women are intinitcly Super fiitious^ 

and give their Husbands no reilj but as they draw 

from them great Prefents to the Church. It istrue, 

tb^re arc Societies of Men at Naples of freer Thoughts 

than can be found in any other Place of Italy : The 

Qreek Learning begins to flourifh there, and the nt'm 

Fhilojophy is much ftudied ; and there is an A[fem* 

^ly that is held in D. Jojefh Vallita^s Library, 

( where there is a vail Collection of well choflni 

JBooks) compofed of Men that have right TaAe of 

true Learning :nd good Senfe : They are all ill 

looked on by the Clergy^ and reprefented as a Set 

of Atheijis^ and as the Spawn of Famfonatius^B 

School : But I found no fuch Thing among them ; 

for I had the Honour to meet twice or thrice with 

a conilderable Number of them during the ihort 

Stay that I made among them : There is a learned 

Xiiwyt^r, Francij'co Andria^ that is coriidercd as one 

of the molt Inquifitive Men of the AJftmhly : There 

is aifo a QranA-child of the Great AUiat^ ^ho \ft 
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very curious as well as learned. Few Cku 
come into thifl Attempt for the Reviving- of L 
among them : On the contrary, it is plaiii, th 
dread it above all Things.

I was told, they, had not Men capable to 
their Schools ; and that they were forced t 
Strangers, The Order of the Oratory hath m 
Reputation in Italy^ that it hath gained in F 
and the little Learning that is among the CU 
Naples^ is amon^ fome few fecular Friejis. 

The new Method of Moltno^s doth fo mucl 
vail in Naples^ that it is believed, he hath 
twenty thoufand Followers in this City: An< 
t)^is hath made fome Noife in the World, ar 
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te generally but little underflood, I ^ill give you 
fomc j9LCC0unt of him. He is a Spanijh Prieft^ that 
feems to be but an ordinajry Divine^ and is certainly 
a very ill Keafoner, when he undertakes to prove his 
Opinidns. He hath writ a Book^ which is intituled, 
II Guidd SfirituaU^ vhich.is a ihort Mfiraa of the 
Myiftical Divinltry the Subftance of the whole, is re- 
duced to this, Thtit in our Frtiyers^ and other Devo- 
thnsj the hejt Methods are to retire the Mind from 
M grofs Images J and fo to form an Ail of' Faith, 
tend thereby to frefent. our /elves hefore God : And 
then to fink into a Silence and Cejfation of nenx> Ails, 
and to let God ail upon us^ and fo to follow his 
Conduif, This way he prefers to the Multiplication 
of may new A£ls, and different Forms of Dovotir 
on $ and he makes fmall Account of corporal Aul^eri- 
lies, and reduces all the Ezercifes of Riligion to this 
Simplicity of Mind. He thinks this is not only to 
be propofed to fuch as live in' Religious Houfes % 
but even to fecular Perfons, and by this he hath 
propofed a great Reformation of MenCS Minds and 
Manners : He hath many Friefts in Italy \ but chief- 
ly in Nafles, that difpofe thofe who confefs them- 
felves to them, to foUow his Method. The Je/uits 
livv^ fet themfelves much againd this Conduct, zb 
forefeeing, that it. may much weaken the. Empire 
that Suferftition hath over the Minds of People^ 
that it may make Religion become a more plain and 
fimple Thing, and may alfo open a Doqr to En- 
thufiafms : They alfo pretend, that his Condua is 
fadious and feditious ; that this may breed a Schifm 
in the Church^ And becaufe he faith, in fome Places 
pe his Book, That the Mind may rife up to fuch a

Jmplieity it its 4ils that it may rife in fome of 
its Ji)evotions to God immediately^ 'without contemplate 
ing the Humanity of Chrifl^ they have accuifed him^ 
as intending lay to aiide the DoQrine o^Chrift^s Hu^ 
manityy tfao' it is plain, that he fpeaks only of the 
Furity offqmefiitgle ASts. .Upon all thofe Heads they 
liave fet themfel^s much againft MQl%m%\ %xA. v\^&^ 
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have alfo pretended, that Umt 6f hit DiMplti btve 
int'ufbd into their Penitents^ That ihey mj ^o jai 
communUati as tliey find tktmfelves di/tefed^ ^itknt 
going firft to Cohfeffion 9 which they tnoug^ht weatr 
ened much the Yoke by which the Fri^s ftibdne 
the Confciencea ■ of the People to their Condttft : 
Yj?C he was much Aipported both in the KinglbM 
of NafUs ^xi\ in SUilj : He htid' alfo many Friebli 
and. Followers at Rome. So the yifttitSj as a Fro* 
vifioM of the Order affured me, finding they cquM 
not ruin him by their own Force, got a great Jt/nj;, 
that 15^ now ^extreamiy in the InUrefis of t^cir Or- ..

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The City of Naples, as it is the Lett fitiiated, and 
in the bcft Climate, fo it is one of the N^»blea Cities 
'•f Europe ; and if it is not above h^U as big as faris 
or Lonion^ yet it hath much more Eeauty than either 
X>f them ; The Streets arc large and broad, the Pave- 
ment if great and noble, the Stones being generally »« 
^bove a Foot fquare, and it is full of Palfices, and 
■Sneat Buildings : The Town is well fupplied by daily 
Markets, fo that Proviftons are ever fre/h,. and in 
^reat Plenty ; the Wine is the belt of Europe^ and 
both the Flih and Fleih is extream good : It is fcarcc 
ever cold in Winter, and there is a freih Air comes 
both from the Sea and the Mountains in Summer. 
.The Viceroy*s Falace is no extraordinary Building, 
.only the Stair-cafe is great ^ but it is now very richly 
furniih*d within with Figures und Statues : There are 
in it feme Statues of the Egyptian Deities, oi Touch- 
stone, that are of great Value : • There are no great 
Antiquities here, only there is an Ancient Roman 
fortUo, that is very Noble, before SU FauVs Church, 
But without the City near the Church and Hpjpttal of 
St. Qennaro, : that is without the Gates, are the noble 
Catacombs, which becaufe they were beyond any thing 
I faw in Italy, and to which the Catacombs of Rome 
are not to be compared, and iince I do not Ijpd any 
Account of them in all the Books that I- have yet 
€ttn concerning Naples^ J ihall defcribe them more 
particularly. 

They are vaft and long Galleries cv^t out of the 
fiock : There arc three Stories of them one above 
another : I was in two of them, but the Rock is fal^ 
len in the lowed, fo that one cannot go into it % but I 
faw the PafTage to it. Thefe Galleries are generally a- 
bout twenty Foot broad, and about ^teen Foot high, 
fo that they are noble and fpacious Places, . and not 
little and narrow vls the Catacombs at Ro^me, which are 
only thvee or fbur Foot broad, and hve or fix Foot 
high. I was made believe, that theft Catacombs of 
Naples went into the Rock nine Miles long ; but for 
thot 1 ba^e it only ^y Report : Yet if this be true,

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thty may perhaps ran towtid FaauxjBh^ mmd fb thtf 
nuy hive been the Borial Pkco of the r^woafhift 
Bjj ; but of this I have no Certainty. I walked ia- 
deed a great Way, and found G^leries coing off m 
all Hands without End, and whereas in the JLtmrn 
Cjittuom^s there are not above three or four Rovtof 
Nichet^ that are cut out in the Miazk one over anotheK, j 
into which the dtad Bodies were laid, here theio ait 
generally lis orfeven Rows of thofe Nickei^ andtiMfr 
are both larger and higher : Some Nishes are for CkU* 
drens Bodies : And in many Places there are in the I 
Floors, as it were, great Chefls hewn out of the MnUi ) 
to lay the Bones of the Dead^ as they are dried, to 
them ; but I could fee no Marks either of a Qyfcr 
for thefe Holes, that looked like the Bellies of Chefli; 
or of a facing to ihut up the Niches when a dead Body 
was laid in them ; fo that it feems they were moa* 
l^rous unwholfomc and linking Places, where ibae 
thoufands of Bodies lay rotting, without any thing 
to (hut in fo loathfome a Sight, and fo odious a Smelly 
for the Niches fhew plainly, that the Bodies were laid 
in them only wrapt in the dead Cloaths, they beiig 
too low for Coffins. In fome Places of the Rock thoe 
is as it were a little Chafel hewn out in the Roch^ that 
goes off from the common Ga^llery^ and there are 
Niches all round about ; but I faw no Marks of aay 
Wall that fhut in fuch Places ; tho* I am apt to 
think, thefe might be burying Places appropriated to. 
particular Families. There is in fome Places on the 
Walls and Arch, old Mofaick IFork^ and fome Paint- 
ing 5 the Colours are frefli, and the Manner and Ou* 
ratters are Gotkick^ which made me conclude, that 
this might have been done by the Normans^ about fii 
hundred Years ago, after they drove out the Saracens f 
In fome Places there are Palm-trees paintt?^, and 
Vines in other Places. The Frefhnefs of the Golouri 
ihcw thefe could not have been done while th^ij^laoe 
was imploy^d for burying 5 for the Steams and-Rot- 
tennefsof the A.ir, occafionM by fo much Corrp^ilion, 
miifl have difToIved both Plainer and Cotouca^ ;l9;MPie 
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place, there is a M^n painted with a jittle Beafd, and 
Faulus is written by bis Head : There is another 
reachinf^ him a Garland, and by his Head Laud is 
written, and this is repeated in another Piace right 
over againft it. In another Place I found a Croft 
painted, and about the upper Part of it thefe Letters 
y.C.X. O. and in the lower Part N. J. K. A. are 
painted. A learned Antiquary^ that went with me, 
agpreed with me, that the Manner of the Painting and 
Characters did not feeni to be above fix hundred Years 
old; but neither of us knesr what to make of thefe 
IjBtters : The lower feenied to relate to the laft Word 
of the Vifio^ which it is faid that Conjtantine faw 
with the Crofs that appeared to him : But tho* the 
firft two Letters might be for ycfas^ it being ordinary 
in old Coins and Ihfcriptions to fiut a C for an 5. and 
X. Hands for Chrlfiy yet we knew not what to make of 
the O. unlefs it were for the Greek Theta^ and that 
the little Line in the Bottom of the Theta was worn 
out, and then it ^2inds for Theos ; and thus the whole 
Infcription is, Jefus Chrift God overcometk. Another 
Piftufe in the Wall had written over it Sta. Johames^ 
which was a clear Sign of a barbarous A^ie : In ano- 
ther Place there is a Piaure high in the Wall, and 
three Piaures under it, that at Top ; had no Infcrip« 
tion^.thofe below it had thefe Infcriptions, ^.Ca- 
tkarina, St. Agape^ and St. Margaritar^ thefe Letters 
are clearly Modern ; belides that, Margaret and JC«- 
tharine are modern Karnes ; and the Addition oS tah 
little above the S. were manifelt Evidences, that the 
higheft Antiquity that can be afcribed to this Paint- 
ing, is fix hundred Years. I faw no more Painting, 
«nd I began to grow weary of the Darknefs, and the 
thick Air of the Place, fo I ftay'd not above an Hour 
in tht Catacombs > This made me. Refleft more par- 
Ciculariy on the Catacomb s of Rome, than I had done ; 
I could imagine no Reafon why fo little mention is < 
made of thofe of Naphf^ when there is fo much faid 
•concerning thoib of Rome ; and could give my iblf 
no «ther Account of the Matter ; but that it heluf^^L 
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ICtxim to keep up the Reputation of tb^ JtoMMS C4* 
tmcmks^ AS the KefofiUries of the Relichs of the Pri- 
snitive Gkr{ftimns<, it would have much leffenM tbci^ 
Cfedit, if it had been thought that there weie Cstih 
cmb$ hx beyond them in all Refpeas, that yet cannot 
be (Uppofcd to have bc^n the Work of the Frimitimt 
Mrf/fikns ; and indeed, nothing feema mort: Evident, 
than that thefe were t;he common Burying Places oC the 
ancient Heathens. One enters into them without the 
Walls of the Towns, according to the Laws of the 
twelve Tables, and fuch are the Catacombs of Xame 
that I faw, which were thofe of St. Agnes^ and St, 
gebaflian^ the Entry into them bei^g without tbe 
Town ; this anfwcrs the Law, tho' in Effea they nw 
under it ; for in thofe Days, when they had nOt tlx 
tife of the Needle^ they could not know which wtf 
they carried on thofe Works, wh?n they were once 
to far iBgaged under Ground, as to lofe themfblvet 
It is a vain Imagination, to think that the Ckriltians^ 
-in the«primitive Times, were able to carry on iUch a 
Work % for as this prodigious Digging into iUck 
Rosks muft have been a very viiible thing by the 
Mountains of Rubbifh that muft have been broug^ 
snit, and by the vaft Number of Hands that muft liiavc ' 
l>een im ployed, in it ; fo it is abfurd to think, that 
they could hold their AJfmhlUs amidft the Ajmo]P^ 
ance of fo much Corruption. I found the Steams A 
Arong, that tho* I am as little fubjegt to VtBoursai 
molt Men, yet I had all the Day long after 1 waela 
them, which was not near an Hour, a Confuf)on, attl \ 
as it were a Boiling in mv Head, that difordered fflC < 
eztreamlv; and if there is now fo much fiagnatisn 
Ah there, this muft have been fcnfible in a more » 
minent tnd infufferable Manner, while there were vai 
hjfumbers of Bodies rotting in thofe Niches. But be* 
fideg this Improbability, that prefents it ftlf from 
the Nature of the thing, I callc4 to mind a PaflagB , 
pf a Litter o? Cornelius^ that was Bijkop of Xome,

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^n which we have the State of the Church of KmK% 
at that Time fct forth. There were forty fix JPrw 
hyten^ ftfcn Deacons^ as many Suhdeacont^ and nine* 
ty-four of the inferior Ordtrs of the Clergy among 
them : There were alfo fifteen hundred Widows an4 
other Poor maintained out of the publick Charities. 
It may be reafonably Aippofcd, that the Nunibera of 
the Ckriftlans were as great when this Epiftie wa* 
writ, as they were at any Time before O^Jtantine^B 
Dayt \ for as this was writ at the End of that long 
peace, of which both St. Cyfrtan and Ladtantius 
ijpeak, that had continued above a hundred Years ; f^ 
aner this Time, there was fuch a Succeflion of Fir/i* 
tuiions^ that came fo thick one upon another, after 
fitort Intervals of Quiet, that we cannot think the 
Kumbers of the Chrifttans increafed 'much beyond 
*Fhat Ihfey were at this Time. Now there are tw^ 
Particulars in this State of the Clerijj upon which 
tae may make a t>robable Ellimate of the Numbers of 
the Ckriftians ; the one is their Foor^ which were but 
fifteen hundred. Now upbn an exaft Survey, it will 
he found, that where the Poor are well looked to, their 
Number rifts generally to be the thtrtieth or fartietk 
Part of Mankind ; and this may be well believed t# 
btf the Proportion of the Poor among the Chriftians of 
that Age : For as their Charity was vigorous and 
fender, fo we find Celfus^ Julian^ LucUn^ Forfhery^ 
and others, objea this to the Chrifttans of that Til3ie^ 
Ihlit their Charities to the Foor drew vaft Numbers 
^ the lower fort among them, who made them (felves 
ekriJNtms^ that they might be fupplied by their Bre* 
fhren : So that this being the State of the Chriftlansy 
then we rfiay reckon the Foor the thirtieth Part,, anl 
Ih fifteen hundred multiplied by thirty product fivfe 
and forty thoufand: A.nd I am thcf more inclined t* 
think, that this riffes Bp near to the full Sum of thciS 
Niimbers, by the other Charaftcr of the Numbers e€ 
fte Clergy ; for as there were forty iix Freshyfers\^ fd 
there were ninety four of the inferior Orders^ who 
%rre two move than douUe the Number of the f tHJIs \

l.uthors had no Occaiton to take Notice of it. It is 
ilfo certain, that tho* Burning camj? to be in u(b a- 
mong the Romans^ yet they returned back to their firft 
Cuftom of Burying Bodies long before Conftantine'*g 
Time ; fo that it was not the Chrijiian Religion that- 
produced this Change. All our modern Writers take 
\t for granted, that the Change wa* made in the Times 
of the. Antonins ; yet there being no Law made con« 
cerning it, and no Mention being made, in an Age full 
ttf Writers, of any Orders that were given for Bury- 
ing-places, Velfertss^s Opinion feeiris more probable, 
that the Cuftom of Bitming wore out by Degrees ; and 
ilnce we are fure, that they once buried^ it is more 
natural to thifik, that the Slaves and the meaner fort 
of People, were ftill buried^ that being a lefs Expence- 
fill,' and a more fimple Way of beftowing their Bodies 
than Burning^ which was both pompous and charge- 
able 5 and, if there were already Burying-places prc- 
jpared, it is much eaftet to imagine how the Cuftom of 
Burying grew univerfal without any Law made con- 
cerning it. 

I could not for fome Time find out upon what 
Grounds the Modeirn Critielis tak!e it for granted, that 
Burying began in the Times of the Antonins^ till I 
iiad theHappinefs to t^lk of thiiMatter with the learn- 
ed Gron^viUs^ who feems to be (lich a Mafter of all 
the ancient Learning, as if he had the Authors always 
l/ing open before him : He told me, that it was cer- 
Mn, the Change from Burning to Burying^ was not 
tnade by the Chriftian Emperors ; for Macrobius (lib. 
f. chap. ^.) fays in j^ain Terms, that the' Cuitom of 
Burning the Bodies of the Detid was quite worn out 
in that Age, -Mrhich is a clear Intin^ation^ that it was 
liot laid aiide fo late as by Conftantint ; and as there 
was no Law made by him on th«it Head, fo he and the 
fucceeding Emperor fj gaye fach an entire Toleration 
to Faganijm^ admitting thofe of that Religion to the 
Ifreateft Imployments, that it is not to be imagined, 
that there was any Order given againft Burning ^ fo 
that it it clear^ the Ht^ihens bad chsngedit of their 
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^i made it af p^ieBt to me, that Rurying vrs^s coi

the pompous. Title of Catacoinbs^ ere rio oth«f than 
the FutecoU mentioned by Fefius Fompeki^^ where the 
"meaneft Tort of the Rominn Slaves were laid, and <b 
"withoCit any farther Care about them -wiere left to rot. 
It is true, it is very probable, that as we fte fonie 
'of the Roman Families continued to bury their Dead, 
tven when Burning wr.s the mo-re conilnOM Cuftom 5 
To perhaps others continuM after this to burn their 
T>ead, the thing being indifferci>t, and «o Law beoag 
made about it ; and therefore it was particularly ol^. 
jeaed to the Ckrfjtians after this Time, that they 
abhorrM the- Cultom of Eurmri the Bodies x>f tiae 
Dead, which is mentionM by Minutius Fediar : But 
lliis or any other Evidences, that may be broug^ht 
from Medals of Confecrations after this Time, wiil 
only prove, that fome were ftill burnt^ and tlwt tbc 
'Ckriftians praftifed Burying univerfally, as exprcfllng 
their Belief of the Refurreftion ; whereas the Heathens 
"held the thing indifferent. It is alfo clear, from the 
many genuine Infcriptior.s that have been found in 
the Catacombs^ which bear the Dates of the Confuh^ 
that thefe were the common Burial-places of the 
Chriftians of the fourth and fifth Century; for I 
do not Remember, that there is any one Date that 
is ancienter ; and yet not one of the Writers of thdfc 
Ages fpeak of them as the Work of the Primitive 
Chrijfians. They fpeak indeed of the BurUl-FJaces 
of the Martyrs ; but that will prove no more, but 
that th^ Chrifitans might have had their Quarters, 
and fheif Walks in thofe common Burial-pieces^ where 
they laid their Dead^ and which mtg&t have been 
known amtm^ t^em ^ tlio^ it is not likely, that they 
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would, inTimei of Feffecuthn^ make ftich InfirifA 

t< might have ezposM the Bodies of their dead-Fnei 

to the jRage of their Enemies. ' And the l^rious A 

of foine Splints and hUrtjrs are of too little Credil 

jpcive any fupport to the common Opinion. Damafn 

Poetry is of no better Authority. And tho' thofe k{ 

were inclinM enough to give Credit to Fal>iea,''yet 

ieems this of thofe Catacombs having been the Wi 

of the Frimitive Chrifiians^ was toogrpfs a thing 

have been fo early impofed on the World. Ami this 

lence, in an Aie in which Superfiition was goii^ 

at fo vaft a Work a$ thefe Catacombs are, muft ha 

been well known to all the Romans. It -were eafie 

carry this much farther, and to (hew that the E 

beliefs ^ that have been found in fome of thofe Cai 

iombs^ have nothing of the Beauty of the ancientiSoa 

Time. This is alfo more difcernable in many Infcri 

tions that are more Gothick than Roman^ and there a 

fo many Injcrifthns relating to Fables, that.it 

plain, that thefe were of later Times ; and we i 

by St. Jerome^ that the Monks began even in his Tin 

to drive a Trade of Re licks ; fo it is no Wonder, . th 

to raife the Credit o^ fuch a Heap, as was never to I 

exhauded, they made fome miferabie Sculptures ai 

fome In/crif tions ; and perhaps fliut up the Entr 

into them with much Care and Secrecy, intending i 

open them upon fome Dream or other Artifice, togi; 

them the more Reputation, which was often pr.i 

tifed, in order to the drawing much Wealth and grc 

Devotion, even to fome iingle Relick ; and a few bcii 

upon this Secret, either thofe might have dyed, < 

by the many Revolutions that happened in Rom 

they might have been dSfperfed before they madeti 

Difcovery : And thus the Knowledge of thofe Plao 

was lod, and came to be difcovered by Accident! 

the lad Age^ and hath ever fmcc fupplied them wit 

an inexhaullible Mdgax.ine of Bones^ which by a 

Appearance are no other than the Bones of the Fagt 

Romans^ which arc now fent over the World to feed 

Supedtition, that is as blind sfi it prpv^ es:peniiv 
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v^nd thus the Bones of the« Rtman Slaves^ or at leaft. 

.thoi^ of the meaner Sort, are now. fet. in Silver and 
Qold^ with a great deal of other coftjy Gfirniture, and 
entertain the Superftition of thofe who are' willing to 
be deceived, as well as they ferve the Ends of thofe that 

-feek to deceive, the World. But becaufe it cannot be 

-pretended, that there was fuch a .Number of Chrtfti* 

.>:Mi' at Nafles^ as could have wrought fuch Cutacom^Sj 
and if it had been once thought, that thofe were the 

-pommon Burial Flaces of the SLticient Heathens^ that 
might have induced the World to think, that the Ao- 

\:i^a:n Catacombs w^re no other ; therefore there hath 
been no Care taken to examine thefe.. I thought this 
deferved a large Difcourfe, and therefore I have dwelt 
perhaps a little too long on this Subjea. 

I will not enter upon a long Defcription of that 
yhich, is fo well l^nown, as Mont Ve/Uviq^ it ha4 
roared fo loud about a Month before I came to Naples^ 
, tthat at Naples they could hardly fleep in the Nights, 
and fome old Houfes were fo ihaken by the Earthquake^ 
that was occafioned by this ConvulAon o£ the Hill, 
that they fell to the Ground : And the great Convul- 

■iion above Jf//y Years ago, was fo terrible, that there 
was no fmall Fear in Naples^ tho' it lyes at the Di- 
ilance of feven Miles from the Hill ; yet the Storm 

. was choaked under Ground ; for tho' it fmoak'd much 

.more than ordinary, yet there was no Eruption : It 
was indeefd fmoa\ing not only in the Mouth of' the 
Sittle Mounts -that is formed within the great Wafle 
that the Fire hath made, but alfo all along the.Bot- 
tom that is between the outward Mouth of this Mott0« 
. /All! (which is four Miles in Compafs) and that in* 
ward .Hill. When one fees the Mouth of this Fire, 
;ind fo great a Part of the Hill which is covered fome 
Foot deep with Afhes and Stones of a metalick Com- 
pofuion, that the Fire throws out, he cannot but 
ftand amazed, and wonder what can be the Fuel of fo 
laHing a Burning, that hath calcined fo much Matter, 
and fpewed out fuch prodigious Quantities. It is 
plain, there are vafi Veins of Sulphur all along in this 
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Ml, ViiA it fcemff in this Movrtmin thev run alon^ 
Htro* fome Mints and Ko:ks ; and as their (low Coiu 
femptjon produccth a perpnual Smoak, fo when the 
A.ir within is fo much rarifvM that it mull open it 
RfT, it throws up thofe \fafles of MtttU and Ko:l 
that ihnt it in ^ but how this Fire draws in Air to 
liourifh its Flame is not fo eaiUy apprehended, unleTs 
there is either i Convevance of Air under Ground, by 
fome undifcoverMVacuity, or a more infenfible Tranf- 
iniflion of Air thro* the Pores of the Earth. The 
Heat of this Hill operates fo much upon the Soil, 
that lies upon it towards the Foot of it, that it pro- 
duceth the richett Wine about NafJes^ and it alfopu- 
rifieth the A-ir fo much, that the Vith^e at the Bot- 
tom is thought the bed Air of the Country^ fo that 
inany come from NmpUs thither for their Healdp 
Ifihia, that is an IJland not far from Ntifies^ doth alfo 
Ibmetinies fpew out Fire. 

On tlie other Side of N^tles to the Weft, one paffetli 
thro* the Cave that pierceth the Faufalipfe, and it 
four hundred and forty Paces long ; for I walked it oa 
Foot to take its true Meafure^ it is twenty Foot 
broad, and at lirft forty Foot high, but afterwanlf 
it is but twenty Foot hi?:h : The Stone cut out hereil 
good for Building, fo that as this open'd the Way froiQ 
FozAolo to Naffesy it was alfo a Quarry for the build- 
ing of this Toinn. All along the Way here, one dif- 
covers a ftrange Eoiling within the Ground ; f or i 
little beyond the Grot of Paufalippe^ a$ we come near 
the L^e of Aniano^ there is on the one Hand a Batk^ 
occafioned by a Steam that rifeth fo hot out of the 
Ground, that as foon as one goeth a little into it he 
linds himfelf all over in a Sweat, which is very pro- 
per for fome I>ifeafes^ ef^ecially that which carriei 
its Name from Naples : And about twenty Paces fron 
thence, there is another little Grot^ that fends out i 
foifon^us Steam, that as it puts out a Candle as fooi 
.j0fi it Cometh near it, fo it infallibly hUetb any livinj 
' Creature within a Minute of Time 5 for in half tha 
Time a Do^, "upon wtiich the Experiment is cpmrnoi^ 

I 
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\y try'd(the Grot being from thence called Grotto d^ 
Cane) fell into a Convuliion. From that one goeth t6 
fee the poor Refts of Fox^x^h^ and of all that Bay^ 
that was once alJ about a Traft of Touons^ it having 
been the Retreat of the Romans, during the Reats^n 
the Summer. All the Rarities here, have* been, fo 
often and fo copioufly defcrib'd, that I am ftnilble 1 
can add nothing to what is fo well known. 1 will fay 
nothing of the Amphitheatre, or of Cicero, and F/r- 
liPs Houfes; for 'which there is nothing but a dubi- 
ous Tradition ; they are ancient Brick-Buildings of 
the Roman way, and the Vaults of Virgil*s Houfb are 
ftill intire. The Sulfatara is a furprizing thing i 
here is a Bottom, out of which the Force of the Fire, 
that breaks out ftill in many Places in a thick fleanv- 
ing Smoak, that is full of Brimfione, did throw up, a- 
bout a hundred and fifty Years ago, a vaft Quantity of 
Earth, which was carried above three Miles thence, 
and formed the Hill called Monte Novo, upon tbe 
Ruins of a Town that was overwhelmed' with tAif 
Eruption, which is of a very conflderable Height* 
They told me, that there was before that Time a Ckan^ 
net that went from the Bay into the Lale of Averno^ 
of which one fees the Beginnings jn the Bay at fome 
Diftance from the Shore : It carrieth ftill the Name 
of 'Julio^s Mole, and is believed to have been made ly 
Julius Cdtfar. But. by the Swelling of the Ground 
upon the Eruption of the Sulfatara, this Paflage is 
flopt, and thp Averno is now frefh Water : It is eigh- 
teen Fathom, deep. On the Side of it \s that amazing 
Cave, where the Sybil \s faid to have given out her 
Jnfptrations : The hewing it out of the Koc\ hatft 
been a prodigious Work ; for the Rock is on^ of tlW 
hardeft Stones in the World, and the Cave go^th irt 
feven hundred Foot long, twcntv Foot broad, and as 1 
could guefs, eighteen Foot h^'gh : And from tiie.Kn4 
of this great Gallery, there is a narrow Paffa'ge of 
three Foot broad, two hundred Foot long, anid ftvcA^^ 
ftiglv, to a little Apartment, to which we go iira coor 
ftaiit Aoping Deltent from the. great Qiwi s I^rc ate 
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thiee little Rooms, in one of them there are foin^ 
Refis of an old Mo/aLk^ with which the WalU and 
Roof were laid over ; there is alfo a Spring of Water, 
and a Bsikj in which it is fuppofed the Sy^i! bathed 
ber ftlf ; and from this Cave it is faid, that there runs 
a Csve all along to Cuma^ which is three long Miles, 
but the PalTa^e is now choakt by the falling in of the 
Rock in feveral Places. This Piece of Work amazed 
me. I did not much mind the popular Opinion that 

' Is ealtly receivM there, that all this was done by the 
Devil ; the Marks of the Chizzel in all the Parts of 
the Rock fheweth, that this is not a Work of Nature: 
Certainly they had both much Leifure, and many 
Hands at their Command, who fet about it ; and it 
fbems to have been wrought out with no other DeAgn 
but to fubduethe People more intirely to the Conduft 
of the Friejts that managed this lmfoftur€\ fo bufte 
and indullrious hath the Ambition and Fraud of the 

' *Trtifts been in all A^es^ and in all corrupt RtUgkns^ 
But of all the Scenes of noble Objeas that prefent it 
felf in the Bay of Po7JZ.olOy the Refts of Caliiil(C% 
Bridge are the moft amazing ; for there are ^et (land- 
ing eight or ten of the tillars that fupported the 
Arches^ and of fome of the Arches^ the half is^ 
intire. I had not a Line with me to examine the 
Depth of the Water where the furtheft of thofe FiU 
Jars is built ; but my Waterman afTured me, it wtf 
fifty Cubits, I have fince my being in Naples^ in- 
ftru6ted one that was going thither in this Particular, 
and have received this Account from him. That be 
had taken Care to plum the Water at the furtheft Pil* 
lar of Caligula's Bridge^ on the Fox,x,olo Side, and 
found it was feven Fathom and a half deep ; but he 
adds, that the Watermen allured him, that on the 
other Side before Baia^ the Water was twenty Ax Fa-* 
thorn deep ; but as he had not a Plummet long enough 
to try that, fo he believed a good deal ought to be 
abated ; for the Watermen had afTured him, that the 
Water was ten Fathom deep on the Fo%,%.q1o Side, tho* 
upon Trval he found it was only feven and a half: 

And 
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And by this Meafurc" orie may. fUppofi? that the Wa- 
ter -ifr twenty Fathom deep on the other Side: So 
that ft is one of the moit - aftonifhing; Things that 
one can think of, that Fillars of Brick could have 
been built in 'fuch a Depth of Water. 

Thi* I cannot believe, 'but it is certainly fo deep 
that one can fcarce imagine hov it wa^ ■poiIib]6 to 
build -in fuch a !Depth, and for thtf Carrying off of 
the; Sea^- that feems yet more imt>oliible. It is a 
imblc Monument of the profufc and extravagant Ex- 
pence ^f'^l^rtttal Tp-aht^ who made one of the vaft- 
elt Bridges that ever Waft attempted, over three or 
four Miki off 5e<i ; meerly to facrifice fo great a 
Treaflirc -to his Vanity. As ior Agripina^s Tomb, 
it-is HO -great Matter, only ■ the Bafs Reliefs are yet 
iiitire. The marvellous Fijh-pond is a great Baful- 
of Wat^r, wrought like a huge Tern fie, Handing up- 
on eight and forty great Pii/<irj, all hewed out of 
the, iLoflr^ and tiey are laid over with four crufts 
of the old Plaifterj which is now as hard as Stone. 
This is believed to be d Work of iVerVs: ^ And about 
a Quarter of a Mile from thence, there' is another 
vttt.Work, which gocth into a Rock ; bat at the En- 
tcrance thefe is'a noble Fortico built oi' Fillars of 
Bricks and' as one entci-s into the Rptck^ lie finds a 
gteat -many Rootps regularly ihaped^ Hewed out of 
tteiJorfe, and all coveued 6ver with Pl'aifter^, which 
is Hill intire, and f^i'^hite, that one Can hardly 
t}iink thatlit hath not been waihed' over Ahce it 
was .firft made 5 there ate a vafb Muinbfef :of^ thofe 
Rocmrs, they*ar6>lklA t6 b^'B'hXindred ; from ^whience 
this Cave ca^rietfa -the Nettie' of the eentum'-Oamra. 
This hitlibeeniasr ekpeii-ftve a; Work as it fc ^ufe- • 
left ; it Is Intituled cito«'M^o,»and herc^ they fay he 
kept his Fvffonirsy'^ Batiihm is nothing in all this 
Bay^thfi,tU?shotih fbxnofriotit and fb iiftfal 'aS the 
Biaths.^ mhkch.f^m'^'to i^oirfr6ni the fart^ 'Reafdn 
that is'iHeK3atifc o^ithctblErupthfis in the Ftfw 
vio and SUlfatiml, and tStkc-^rott&s formerly' menti- 
osed,. that as this Hciftt'Diflkes foma FoiinUins Abftxt^ 
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to be yjliri irf, fo it fti^ np « SUm thro^ tte 
£^:Il ir.ti dolh r*ot break thro" the Porei of the 
StToe vbere it is h&rd; bet where the itork is foft 
iz.± fpucfv, there tbe SteMms come thro* with fo 
rzitllin^ & Heat, that t Man is foon, is it were, (Uf- 
fcJved in fweat ; but if he fioops low in the Ptf- 
faers tfait are cut in tbe K&st, he finds no hat, 
bec^ufe there tbe Kczk is hard. ThoTe Stemms, u 
tbey £re all kot^ fo they ^re imprepiated with fkich 
MiKirjis as they find in their way thro* the Rock*, 
and near this 3dtM there are Galleries hewed out of 
the iSck, and faced with a Buildings ; in which there 
£re, as it were, Bediieads made in the Walls, upon 
which, thofe that come thither, to fweat for thdr 
Hcdlth, lay their Quilu and. Bed-cloths, and fo comer 
regularly out of their Sweats. 

It is certain, that a Man can no where paft a 
Day of his Life, both with fo much Pleafure, ind 
with fuch Advantage, as he- finds in this Joumejr 
to Poz,z/iIoj and all along the Buy •• Bat tho* an* 
ciently this was fo well built, fo peopled, and fo 
beautifully laid ont, yet no where doth one fee more 
vifibly what- a Change Time. brings upon all Placei; 
for Naples ^ hath fo intircly jeat out this Place, tad 
drawn its ijth^bitanU to it. That as Foz^xmIo it fetf 
is but a rmMVilUi^:, fa (here is now no other in all 
this Bay^ which was anciently built almoft all round; 
for there were feven big To^^ft. upon it. Having' tbui 
told you what I found moO conAderable in N^fUsy 
I cannot pafsby (hat nobledRpmmiiUt of the VUAf' 
fia^ that runs along thirty! MSM. of:, the: [ITtfji be- 
tween it. and Rome^ wUhputitryflCing^rfhme mention 
of it, I JheHi^hr'^ay ifi tvi:cl:ye Foot broad, All inade 
of huge Stones, mod of th/flmi i)hie^ iuut they arc 
generally a Foot and half.Jatg^ of all Sldfcs : .The 
Strength of this Gaufe-nmy JBLftpctatti fii itffijong; Du- 
ration, for it hath lafted'. Abore eightedtf hundred 
Years 5 and is in moll Places; fbr fteveifal ::Mile4 to- 
gether, as intirc as when, it Was firft made : And 
the Botches that have bcea mtdc for xnendin|( Aich 

1?l«fiep, 
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iPlaces, that have beca worn out by. Time, fhews a 
very vifiblc Difference between the ancient and the 
modern Way of Paving. One Thing feems ftrangc, 
that the Way is level with the Earth on both Sides : 
Whereas fo much Weight as thofe Stones carry, Ihould 
have funk the Ground under them by its Preffure, 
Se/ides, that the Earth, efpecially in low Grounds : 
receives a conitant Increafe chiefly by theDuft which 
the Winds or Brooks carry down from the Hills, both 
which Reafons ihould make a more fenfible Difference 
between thofe Ways and the Soil on both Sides : And 
this makes me apt to believe, that anciently thofe Ways 
were a little raifed above the Level of the Ground, and 
that a Courfe of fo many Ages hath now brought them 
to an Equality. Thofe Ways were chiefly made for 
Aich as go on Foot \ for as nothing is more pleafant, 
than to walk along them, fo nothing more inconve- 
nient for Horfes and all forts of Carriages \ and in- 
deed Mules are the only Beafls of Burthen that can 
hold out long in this Road^ which beats all Horfes 
after they have gone it a little while. There are 
feveral Refls of Roman Antiquities at the Mole of 
Cajeta ; but the IJle of Cafrea^ now called .Crapa^ 
which is a little Way into the Sea^ off from Naples^ 
K^ve a ftrange Idea of Tiberius^s Reign, fince it is 
bard to tell, whether it was more extraordinary, to 
fee a Frince abandon the befl Seats and Palaces of 
Italy^ and fliut himfelf up in a little Ifiand^ in 
which I was told, there was a Tradition of feven 
little falacts that he built in it 5 or to fee fo vaft 
a Body as the Roman Empire fo governed by fuch 
^Tyrannical Frince^ at Aich a Diftance from the chief 
Scat, fo that all might have been reverfed long be- 
fore that the News of it could have been brought 
to him. And as there is nothing more wonderful 
in Story, than to fee fo vaft a State^ that had fo 
great a Sence of Liberty, l\ibdued by fo brutal, and 
fo voluptuous a Man as Anthony^ and fo raw a 
youth as Augujtus^ fo the Wonder is much improv- 
ed, when we flse a Frince at a hundred and fifty 

X 1 ^^^^^ 
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Miles Diftance, fhut up in an IJland^ OLTty the Reht 
of fo great a Body in his Hand, and turn it 'whicb 
way he pleafed. 

But now I come to Rome^ which as it was onci 
the Emtrefs of the World^ in a Succeflion of man) 
Ages, io it hath in it at prefent more turious Thini 
to entertain the Attention of a Traveler th«n an-) 
other Place in Europe. On the Side of Tufcany^ th« 
Entry into Rome is very furprizing to Strangers ; foi 
one Cometh along for a great many Miles upon th( 
Remains of the Via Flammima^ which is not indeed 
fo intire as the Via Afpia ; yet there is enougli 
left to raife a juft Idea of the Rqman Greatnefs, 
who laid fuch Qaufe-'^siays all Italy over. And with 
in the Gate of the di Fopulo^ there is a noble 06f 
lish^ a vaft Fountain^ two fine little Churikes^ lib 
two Twins, refembling one another, as. well as pla- 
ced near oi^e another, and on feveral Hands one' fee 
a long Vijia of Streets. There is not a Tovin in thcfl 
Parts of the World, where the Churches^ Convents 
and Palaces are fo noble, and where the Other Build 
ings ar^ fo mean; which indeed difcovers very vi 
iibly the Mifery under which the Romans %xoiX[ 
The Churches of Rome are fo well known, that ] 
will not adventure on anv Defcription of thjcm, am 
indeed I had too trinfcient a View of therti," to maki 
it with that Degree of ExaEtnefs which the iSubjef 
requires. St, Feter^s alone would make a big Book 
not to fay a long Letter. Its Length, Heigh th m 
Breadth arc all fo exad\lv proportioned, and the Ey 
is fo equally poffeffed with all thefe, that the whole 
upon the firft View, doth not appear fo vaft -as i 
iff found to be upon a more particular Attention 
And as the four Pillars, upon which the Cafula rifes 
are of fuch a prodigious Bignefs, that one.woiil 
think they were Hroncr enough to bear any Supei 
llruiture whatfoever, fo when one climbs up to th 
Top of that vaft Heighth, he wonders what Foun 
dation can be;ir fo hu^e a Weight ; for ;\s the Ch:trc 
is of a vaft Hcighth, fo the Cupjdh riks four hundrei 
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and ftftecn big Step5 above the Koof of th^ ^^Utch] 
In the Heighth of the Concave of this Cupulg^ thiirC. 
is a Reprcfentation, that tho* it can hardly be feei| 
from the Floor below, unlcfs one hath a Spod^i^ht, 
and fo it doth not perhaps give much Scandal^ ye( 
it is a grofs Indication pf the Idolatry of that Church 9 
for the Divinity is there pictured as an anciint Man 
compaffed about with Angels, I will fay not^iiilg of 
the great Altar 5 of the Chair of St. Feter ; of th^ 
great Tombs^ of which, the three Chief are. FaiH 
the III. Vrlfun the VIII. and Alexander the Vll. 
nor of the vaft Vaults under, this CAtfV(i, and the 
Remains of. yiwf/^tti7y that are referved in theiti : Not 
will I undertake a Defcription of the adjoining .Ptf- 
lace^ where the Painting of Corrldori^ and of many 
of the Rooms, by Raphael and Michael Angela^ are 
fo rich, that one is forry to fbe a Work of that 
Value laid on Frefco^ and which m'uft by Confequencc 
wear out too foon, as in feveral places it is.almoft 
quite loft already. I could not but obfervc in the 
Sala Reiia^ that is before the famoUs Chapel of Sijia 
V. and that is all painted in Frefco^ one Corner that 
reprefents the Murther of the renowned Admiral 
Chaftilion*^ and that hath written under it thofe 
Words, Rex Colinii necem prohat. The vaft Length of 
the Gallery on one Side, and of the Library on ano- 
ther, do furprize one ; the Gardens have many Sta- 
tues of a moft excellive Value, and fome ^ood foun- 
tains 5 but tbe Gardens are ill maintained both hcrie, 
and in the Palace on the QuirinaL And indeed, in 
moft of the Palaces of Rome^ if there were but a 
ftnall Coft laid out to keep all in good Cafe that is 
brought together at fo vaft a Charge, they would 
make another fort of Show, and be looked at with 
much more Pleafure. In the Apartments of Rome^ 
there are a great manv Things that ofFeiid the Sight : 
The Doors arc generally mean, and the Locks meaner, 
Except in the Palace of Prince Borghefe^ whereas 
there is the vafteft Colleaion of the beft Pieces, and 
of the Hands of the gre.itcft MaftcrS that are in all 
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/#«, pf which fomc^are in-Ewj;//^, and fome in FrewclT; 
I, thi^jknew his HaHd weJl,.faw clearly that they 
were no Forgeries. There are not many Latin Ma- 
fil^firipts of great Antiquity in. this Library ; fotne 
it^ofVirgiVsi law, writ jn Capitals.- But that 
yhich took up almofl half of one Day that I fpent 
at one Time in: this. Place, ,i elated to the prefent 
Difp.ikte that is on -Foot between Mr« 5^ /r«(^r«^ - the \ 
Lihrary^iefj^Ty s^^d Mr. Maimbourg, concerning the ] 
Council of. Conftanfi,. The two Points in Debate ar6 
the Wordi of the iSecxne^ made in the fourth Sejfion^ 
ajid the topers Confirmation. -In. the fourth Seffian^ 
ai:cor.ding to the French Manufcripts^ a Decree wa» 
m^de, inubje6ting , the ^ope^ and all pther Perfons 
whatfoever, to the 'Authority of the Council^ and to 
the De^rm it was to make, and to the Reformation 
it intended to eftablifh both in the Head and the. 
idemllers ; which as it implies, that the H^ad was 
corrupted, and needed, to be reformed, fo it fetsthe- 
Cpu>icil.fo direftly , ahove the Fupe^ that this Sejjion.

Manufcrifts were Wronger than the other, fincc the 
Word Reformation^ as it was ufed in the Time of 
that Council^ belonged chiefly to the corr^6ling of A- 
bufes, it being often applied to the Regulations that 
were brought to a more exa6t Obfervation of the Rules 
of their Order : So tho* the Counsil had iecreed a 
Reformation both of He^i and Members^ I do not fee 
that this would import more, than that the Fafacy 
had fallen into fome Diforders that needed a Refor* 
mation : And this is not denied, even by thofe who 
affert the Fofe's Infallibility. But a Submillion to 
Points of Fait k^ that is exprefiy aflerted in tho Ro* 
man Manufcrifts^ is a much more pofltive £videnco 
againft the Fope^s InfalUytUty : And the V^ord Faith 
is not capable of fo large a Sence as m4y be juftly 
afcribed to Reformation. But thii; Difference, in fo 
main a Point between Manufiripts concerning fo late 
a Tranfa6tion gave me an Occasion to reflect on the 
vaft Uncertainty of Traditign^ efpecially of Matters 
that are at a great Difit^c^ from us ; lichen thofe 
that were fo lately tranfkded are fo differently re- 
prefented in Manufcripts^ and in which, both thofe 
of Faris and Rome feem to carry all pofllble Evi- 
dences of Sincerity. As for the Fope^s Confirmati- 
on of that Decree, it is true, by a General Bull, Fape 
Martin confirmed the Council of Confianie to fuch a 
Period ; but befides that, he made a particular Bull^ 
as Schetftrat aiTured me, in which he enumerated all 
the Decrees that he confirmed, and amongft thofe, 
this Decree ^concerning the Superiority of the Coun^ 
cil is not named; this feemed to be of much more 
Importance, and therefore I defired to fee the Or/- 
ginal of the Bull ; for there feems to be juft Reafons 
to apprehend a Forgery here: He promifed to do 
his Endeavours, tho* he told me, that would not be 
eafie ; for t\it Bulls were ftri£tly kept \ and the next 
I>ay when I came, hoping to fee it, I could not be 
admitted; but he affured me, that if that^had ncft 
been the laft Day of may Aay at Rom^, jbe woul4 
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bavc j^rgcurfti a Warrant for my ffceing the Ori^* 
nal : So t^if . is all I cah' fajf as to the Authenf ical- 
licfs of tbiit jB^tt//^ But l\jppoftng it to be genoiOje. 
t could iiot agree to Mr. Schelflrat^ that the ilene- 
ral full of Confirmation ought to be limited to thi 
other that cruimeratc^ the particular Decrees ; but 
flnjce that particular Bull y^2is ncvc't dilfcovered till 
lift fbund it' Out,, it ftems it was ftcrctly made, and 
did not pafs according to the Forms of the Conji' 
3on\ and'.warf a fraudulent Thing, of which no 
jkoife wa^ to be made lii that ^ge^ and therefore in 
iH the r)ifi^utes that fbllt)wed in the ^61*??^;/ of Bti- 
RJy' between the f^o^e ^nd: Cbuncli^ upon this very 
PoiAt,. ho mention was ever made of it by either 
Side; and thus it can have on Force, linlefs it be 
to difcover.the Artifices . and Fraud of xhet Cturt i 
That at the f^me Time in which the Ncceflity ol 
their Affair* obliged \\it.Pofe to confirm the i)f- 
crees of the Cbuncit, he Coht rived a fecret -BV///, which 
In another V^l/ might be made ulfe of to weaken the 
Authority of tlie GenerdtCftnfr-matton that he- gaver 
And therefbre a J?tt//;that doth not pafe in due 
JPorm, and is not promtiigfited, is of no Authority; 
and fo this pretended Btllt cannot limit the other 
BulL There were fbme other Things,. relSrtiiw to 
this Debate^ that were ihewed me by Mr. ScHelJhat \ 
but thefe being the moft important,. I mention them 
only. 1 will not give you here a large Account of 
the learned Men at Ri)me ; Bellbri is defervodly fa- 
mous for his great Knowlfedgc in the Gr^eh and A- 
lypttan Antiquities^ and' for all that belongs to the 
Mythohgjies and SuperJ^ltions of the Heathens^ and 
hath a Clofet richly Airnifhed with Things relating 
to thoft Matters; F^ff^fi is juftly celebrated foi 
his Underftanding of the old Roman Architttsh^n and 
Fahricln^ ; f^^re Fabri is the chief Honour of the 
yefuits Colleie^ and is much above the common-Rate 
both for Philofofk)^ Mdthematuks and Ghurek Hijhry, 
And he to whom I was the moft obliged. Abbot Nm- 
TMrL hath ft general^ a View of the ftvcrkl Pkrt* 
'^ - of 
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of Liarning^ tho^ he hath chiefly applyed himfelf 
to thilofofky and Matkematicks^ and is a Man of fo 
ingasing a Civility, and ufed me in fo particular a 
Manner, that I owe him, as well as thofe others whom 
I have mentioned, and whom I had the Honour to fee, 
all the Acknowiedf^ments of Gdeem and Gratitude 
that I can pofilbly make them* 

One fbcs in Cardinal d^Eftrt all the Advantages o£ 
a high Birth, great Parts, a generous Civility, and 
a Meafure of Knowledge far above what can be 
ex|>e6ted from a Perfon of his Rank \ but as he gave 
a noble Protection to one of the mofi learned Men that 
this Age hath produced, Mr. Launnoy^ who lived 
many Years with him, fo it is vifible, that he made 
a great Progrefs by the Conyerfation of fo extraor- 
dinary a Perfon; and as for Theological Learmngy 
there is now none of the College equal to him. Car* 
dinal Hovsard is too well known in England to need 
any £karaSer from me: The Elevation of his pre- 
fent Condition hath not in the leaft changed him: 
He hath all theSweetnefs and Gentlenefs of Temper 
that we faw in him in England^ and he retains the 
unaffeaed Simplicity and Humility of a Frier a- 
midft all the Dignity of the Fur fie ^ and as he fhew* 
cth all the geoerous Care and Concern for his Country^ 
men that they can expe^ from him, fo I met witn 
fo much of it, in fo many obliging Marks of his 
Goodnefs for my felf, that went far beyond a com* 
mon Civility, that I cannot enough acloiowledge it* 
I was told the Fope*s eonfejfor was a very extraor- 
dinary Man for the Oriental Learning^ which is but 
little known in Rome : He is a Matter of the Ar^* 
ifick Tongue^ and hath writ, as Ahhot Na%»ari told 
me, the learneded Book againft the Mahometan Re* 
ligion^ that the World hath feen, but is not yet 
printed : He is not fo mucheftecmed in Rome as he 
would be elfewhere s for his Learning is not in vogue $ 
tLiid the School' Divinitj, and, Cafuiftieal Learning^ be- 
ing that for which Divines are moft efteemed there, 
he whofc Studies lead him another Way is not fo 
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much valued as he ought to be ; and perhaps the Anall 
Account that the Pope makes of Liar red Men turn 
fomewhat upon the Cor.fejpjr ; for it is certain, that 
this is a Relin io which LeMrr.ing is very little encoit 
raged. 

Upon the general Contempt that all the JSoMUf i 
have, for the prefent Pontificate^ one made a pleafaitf ] 
Reflection to me, he faid, Thofe Pofes that intended 
to raife their Families^ as they faw the Cenfure that 
this brought upon them, fo thev iludied to lefijea 
it by other things, that might foften the SpiriU of 
the People. Mo Man did more for beautifying Rme^ 
for jihifhing St. Peters^ and the Lihrary^ and for 
furnifhing Rome with Water ^ than Pope Paul the V. 
tho' at the fame Time he did not forget his Ftmilj^ 
and tho' the other Popes ^ that have raifed i^eat A- 
w/ViVfj have not done this to fo eminent a^ Degree if 
he did, yet there arc many Remains of their Magni- 
licence 5 whereas thofe Popes that have not raifed 
Families^ have, it feems, thought that alone wtt e- 
nough to maintain their Reputation, and fo they 
have not done much, cither to recommend their 
Government to their Suhjc^s^ or their Reign to Pofit- , 
rity 5 and it is very plain, that the prefent Pcp^ \ 
taketh no great Care of this. His Life hath been 1 
certainly very innocent, and free of all thofe publick ■ 
Scandals that make a Noife in the World : And there 
is at prefent a Regularity in Rome^ that deferveth 
g^reat Commendation ; for publick Vices are not to be « 
fttn there! His pcrfonal Sobriety is alfo lingular. | 
One affured me, that the Expence of his Table did ' 
not amount to a Cro'vsn a Day, tho' this is indeed ■ 
fliort of Sifto V. who gave Order to his Ste'voard ne- 
ver to exceed five and twenty Bajotcl^s^ that is, eigk- '" 
teen Pence a Day for his Diet, The Pope is very 
careful of his Health, and doth never exporfc it, for 
upon the leaft Diforder^ he- fhuts himfelt^ up^in his 
Chamber, and often kefcpeth his Bed for the leaft j 
Indifpofition Aiany Days; hut his Government is Cs' ' 
vcre, and his SuAjeSfs are tuine4« 
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•' Aftd here one thing cometh into my Mind which 
perhaps is not ill grounded, that the Poverty of a 
If at ion not only difpeoples it^ by driving the Peo- 
ple out of it^ but by weakening the natural Fertil- 
ity of the SukjeEfs ; for • as Men and Women well 
cloathed and: well fed, that are not exhaufled with 
.perpetual Labour, and with the teazing Anxieties 
that Want brings with it, muft be much more lively 
than thofe that ; are preifed with Want, fo it is very 
ilkely, that the one muft be much more difpofed to 
propogate than the other : And this appeared more 
evident to me, when I com palled the Fruit fulnefs of 
Geneva and S'witz,erland with the Barrennefs that 
reigns over all Italy, . I faw two extraordinary Inilan- 
ces of the copious Productions of Geneva ^ Mr. Troti" 
ekin^ that was Frofeffor of Divinity^ and Father to 
the judicious and ^worthy Frofeffor of the fame Name^ 
that is now there, dyed at the Age of feventy Ax 
Years^ and had an hundred and fifteen Eerfons all a- 
live, that had either defcended from him, or by 
Marriage with thofe that defcended from him, call' d 
him Father : And Mr.. Calendritty a pious and labo- 
rious Freacher of that Tovon^ that is defcended from 
the Family of the Calendrini^ • who receiving the Re- 
formation about a hundred and fifty Years ago, left 
Lucca their Native Ci/y, with the Turetini^ the Bio- 
datij and the Bourlamachi, and fome others that: 
came and fettled at Geneva : He is how but ibi^n and 
forty Years oid, and yet he hath a hundred- and five 
Ferjons that are defcended of his Brothers and Sif^ 
ters^ or married to them ; fo that if he liveth but 
to Eighty, and the Family multiplieth as it hath done, 
he may fee ibme Hundreds that will be in the fame 
Relation tohim ; but Aich things as thefe are not to 
be found in Italy, 

• There is nothing that delights a Stranger more in 
X-ome^ .than to fee the great Fountains of Water that 
are almoft in all the Corners of it : That old AqueiuSt 
nrhich Faulthe V. redored, cdmeth from a CoUec- 

tm of SQuriet five uni thirty MUs$ diflaot frooi 
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M^iHi^ that runs all the Wiy upon an AqueioB^jxt 
C^nnei that is vaulted, and is iiker a River than t 
F^untMin : It breaketh out in fivi fevecul As^«isf, 
of vhicb fome give Water about a Foot fiquart 
That of Sixtus the V. the great Fountain of AfOL 
Trwi^ that hath yet no Decoration, but difcharfctk: 
ft prodigious Quantity of tfater. The glorious Foaa^ 
tain in the Fiaz,x^a Navona^ that hath an Air of 
Greatniefs in it that furpriTeth one, the FounUlnia 
Ihe Fi€SLz^ de Sp^na^ thofe before St. Fettr"$ ioi 
the FdUx^zAf Farne/e^ with many others, furnik 
JLome fo plentifully, that alnioft every private Hquft 
hath a Fountain that runs continually. All thefe I 
fay, are noble Decorations, that carry an Uibfuiaeft 
with them that cannot be enoa^h commended, and 
givfs a much greater Idea of thofe who have takn 
Care to fupply thisOY^y with one of the chief Pki- 
fures and Conveniences of Life, than of others, who 
have laid out Millions meerly to bring Quantitiesol 
Wiitir to give the Eye a little Diverlion, which would 
liave been laid out much more nobly and ufefuUy, 
and would have more e£Fe£tually eterniied their 
Fame, if they had been imploy'd as the Romts 
did their Treafurcs, in furnifking great Toiuns with 
W4tter. 

There is an univerfal Civility that reigns among til 
forts of People at Rome^ which in a g eat MeaAirt 
Aowf from their Qovernmtnt ; for every Man being 
capable of all the Advancements of that Sutfy iinM 
a Simple Ecclefiaftick may become one of the Monfg' 
nori^ and one of thcfe may be a Carditul^ and one of 
thcfe may be chofcn Fope^ this makes every Man ba» 
have himfelf towards all other Perfons with an Ei* 
a£tne£s of Ref^e£l ^ for no Man knows what any o- 
thcr may grow to. But this makes Profeffiona of £• 
(leem and Kindnefs go fo promifcuoufly to all forts 
of Perfons, that one ought not to build too VRUch 
on them. ' The Converfation of Romt is generally 
upon iViruof , for tho* there is iu> Nt'ws printed tberti, 
yet in the feveraMs^i./iam^^rf of the Cafdififris (wheit

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if they make any conftderable Figure, there are Afi 
femblies oi' thofe that make their Court to them) one 
is fare to hear all the News of Eurofe^ togeth^ with 
maay f^eculations upon what paffeth. At the' Queen 
oF S^voeden^s^ ail that relateth to Germvjiy or thd Nirtk 
ji ever to be found ; and that Prince fs^ that nVuft'c(v6t 
Reign among ail that have » true Talte either of Wii 
«r Learning, hath dill in her Drawins-Roomt the 
belt Court of the Strangers ; and her Civil^y^ : to- 
gether with the vaft Variety with which fie fur* 
niiheth her Converfation, miteth her to' he Ihe 
chief of all the living Rarities that one ftes iu^Rome i 
I will not ufe her own Words to my felf, which wag^ 
That fie novo gre'in to be one of tfie Antiquities of iSoswi 
The Ambajfadors o£ Crowns^ wh^: live herein another 
Form than in any other Court^ iind the Cardinals and 
Prelates of thefeveral Nations^ that doaUomtand 
center here, make, that there is more ATeivx in Rome 
than any where; for Friejts, aiid the Men of R^iigious 
Order Sy write larger and more particular Letters 
than any other fort of Men. But- f uch atf ap^ty. them* 
felves^ to make their Court here^ are condsmnedf to^ a 
lofs of Time that had need be well recoiffpehted, for 
it is very great.. As for one that ftudies AntifuitieTi 
Fi6luresj Statues^ or Mufick^ there is mol^ Butttr'^ 
tainment for him at Rome than in all the reft 6f £u^ 
rope ; but if he hath not a Tafte of thefe things^ he 
will foon be weary of a Place where the Converflition 
is always general, and where there is little Sincerity 
or Opennefs pra6tifed, and by conibquence, where 
FriendfHip is little underHood. The Women here be- 
gin to be a little more converfabltf, tho' a Ifati^n^ na* 
turally jealous, will hardly allow a great Liberty in 
a City that is compofed of Ecehfi«ftit}is^ who being 
denied the Privilege of Wives of their own,: urt fti- 
fpeftedof being fometimes too bold with thic Wiws 
of othcrr. • The Liberties that were taken in the Con* 
fiable of Nafles's Palace^ had indeed di(]^Aed the 
Romans much at that Freedom, which had no Boitndt.

Theffe are manv Stdfkiei And^Fiildi^i^^ iMotlri^ An^ 
titiuitles of 'g«br Value, ' (iAf<^'uf«in all fhe Qlfartert 
of Rome thett l&ti hulltti«etf '*tt« fdurfcbi«tf Tears, 
iince Pope Lea the teflCH's TllWi " ^^l^o-, as i^Wis the 
greateft Paitdti of Le'arnik^ tiift W* ttkiVperhm 
ever was, fo beii(raf tfcegtfifiet^iifWIJ'rWrt tWtWtt 
reignM^ and it^U-lif thKt liHl.ftt oA Fodt ttie !a- 
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<!^ulnng^ into the Riches of Old Romt^ that JaytlU 
his Time, for the molt part hid under Ground; an4 
jjndeed if he had been lefs fcandalous.in hU Imphty 
and Atheifm^ of which neither he nor hii (aurt were 
fo much as afhamed^ he had been one of kJhe mo& 
celebrated Perfons of any Age. Soon a^t^r liim P.ops 
Faul the III. gave the Ground of the ^pflie^FaiaiinQ 
to his Family: But I was told, that thij$' large Piece 
of Ground, in which one ihould look for thegreatefV 
£)olleaion of the Antiquities of the highcit Value, 
ilnce this is the Ruin of the Falace of the Roman Em- 
ferorsj hath never been yet fearched into with any 
£xa£tne{s : So that when a curious Prince cometh, 
that is willing to imploy many Hands in digging up 
and down thisHill, we may expe£t new Scenes of Roman 
Antiquities. But all this Matter would require Vo- 
lumes, and therefore I have only named thefe things^ 
1>ecaure I can add nothing to thofe copious Defcrip- 
tions that have been fo oft made of them. Nor will 
I fay any.r thing of the modern Falaces^ or the Or- 
naments of them, either in Figures or Statues^ which 
are things that carry one fo far, that it is not eaAe to 
give Bounds to the Defcriptions into which one hnd- 
«th,Jhimfclf carried when he once enters upon fo 
fr^itfMl a Subjea. The Number of the Palaces is 
great, and every one of them hath enough to fix the 
Attention of a Traveller^ till a new one drives the 
former out of his Thoughts : It is true, the Pale- 
ftrina^ the Bor^ke/e^ tinA the Fame fe^ havefomewhat 
in them that leave an ImprefCon which no new Obje^s 
can wear out ; and as the lail hath a noble Square be- 
fore it, with two great Fountains in it, fo the Status 
of Hercules and the Bull^ that are b«low, and the 
Gallery above Stairs, arc unvaluable : The Roof of 
the Gallery is one of the beft Pieces of Painting that 
is extant, being all qf Carrackio^s Hand; and there 
are in that Gallery the grcatcft Number of Heads of 
the Gretk Phihfofkers znd Poets that 1 fver faw to- 
other : That of Homer and that of Socrates were 
the %wo tiiat firuck V^c 9(19^^ chicfiy the la^ter^ which 
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as it is, without Dif^ute, a true Antick^ fo it ct|b 
rieth in it all the Charaaeni that FUU and Xrm/iot 
give us of Socrmtes ; the flat Nofe^ the broad Wf, 
the Simplicity of Loolt^ and the mean ApfeMFMnet 
which that great Fhilojhfker made, fo that I could 
not return oft enough to look upon it, and was de- 
lighted with this more than with all the Wonders of 
the Bull^ which is indeed a Rock of Markle^ cnt 
out into a whole Scene of SUtues \ but as the Hfjhrj 
of it is not well known, fo there are fuch Faults id 
the Sculfttire^ that tho^ it is all extream fine, yet 
one feetn it hath not the ExaQnefs of the bed Timei, 
As for the Churches and Convents of Rome^ as the 
Kumber, the VaUnefs, the Riches both of the Fa* 
brick. Furniture, Painting and other Ornaments a- 
maze one, fo here again a Stranger is loft ^ and the 
Convent that one feeth laft, is always the moft ad- 
mired : I confefs, the MinervM^ which is the Ik' 
minicans, where the Inqutfithn Attelh, is that whkh 
maketh the moft fenlible Impreflion upon one thtt 
palTeth at Rome for an Heretick, tho^ except one 
committeth great Follies, he is in no Danger there; 
and the Poverty that reipns in that City maketh them 
find their Intereft fo much in uling StrMniers well, 
v/hatfocver their Religion may be, that no Man needs 
be afraid there: And I have more than ordiiurjr 
Reafon to acknowledge this, who having ventured to 
go thither, after all the Liberty that I had taken to 
write my Thoughts freely both of the Church and. 
See of Rome^ and was known by all with whom I 
converfed there, yet met with the higheft Civilitiei 
polfible among all forts of People, and in particular 
both among the Englijh and Scotijh 'Jefuits^ though 
they knew well enough that I was no Friend to their 
Order, 

In the Gallery of the Englijh JefuitSj among the 
Figures of their Martyrs^ I did not meet with Gmt- 
net 5 for perhaps that Name is fo well known, that 
they would not expofe a FiSture with fuch a Name 
on ity to ail Strangers \ yet OlicQrn,^ b^ng a Nauie 
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icf« knDwn, \s hung there among their Martyr i^ tho* 
he was af clearly conviftcd of the Gun-fo'wder Treafon 
as the other was : And it feemed a little ftrange to me, 
to fee, that at a Time, in which, for other Reafons,^ 
the Writers of that Communion have not thought fit ta 
deny the Truth of that Con/piracy, a Jefuit convia- 
cd of the blackeft Crime that ever was projefted, 
ihould be reckoned among their Martyrs. 1 faw like- 
wiffc there the Original of thofe Emblematical Prophe* 
fies^ relating to England^ , that the Jefuit s have had 
at Rome near fixty Years^ 'an.d of which I had fome 
Time ago procured a Copy : So I found my Copy was 
true. I happened to be at Rome during St. Gregory''^ 
Fair and Feafl^ which lafled feveral Days. In his 
Church the Hoftte w?ls expofed ^ and from that, all 
that came thither went to the Chapel^ that was once 
his Houfe, in which his Statue and the Talkie, where 
he ferved the Poor, are preferved : I faw fuch vaft 
Numbers of People there, that one would have 
thought all Rome was got together. They all kneeled 
down to his Statue^ and after a Prayer faid to it, they 
kifled his Foot, and every one toucheth the Takh 
with his Beads^ as hoping to draw fome Virtue from: 
it. 1 will add nothing of the feveral ObelisMs and^ 
Pillars that are in Rome^ of the celebrated Chapels 
that are in fome of the great Churches^ in particular 
thofe of Sixtus the V. and Paul the V. in Santa Ma^ 
ria Maggiore, of the Water-voorlts in the Quirinal^' 
the Vatican, and in many of the Vineyards ; nor 
-will 1 go out of Rome to defcribe Frefcati, (for Tivoljf 
I did not fee.) The young Frince Borghefe, who is 
indeed one of the Glories of Rome, as well for his 
Learning as for his Virtue, did me the Honour to 
carry me thither with thofe two learned Ahhots^ 
Fabretti and NaTutri, and entertained me with a Mag- 
nificence that became him better to give, than mc to 
receive. The Water-'MiorVs in the Aldohrandin P«- 
lace have a Magnificence in them beyond all that 
I ever faw in France, the Mixture of Wind with th« 
W(^ter^ and the Thunders and Storms that thi» 
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HMfcctli U Koble : The W^Ur^-oMrks of the LM(«Tij^ 
and tlic Moras Drj^zzi, have iikewifc a drcfttneij ia 
^jMm. that is caturU ^ ac4 indeed; the RUms that 
one meets with in aU PUces vithin I>oors in luly^ 
and the F^^irtj th^t one fseth every where abroM^ 
are the noft unfait^bie'Thiass iaupfubk: But It 
is very likely, that a grcAt Part of their movesUe 
Wealth will be ere lon$ carried into Fr^ncM j for u 
loon as any Picture or Statue of g^rc:it Value is oSnw 
td Co be fold, thofe that are iir ployed by the Kj^ 
#f France do prefently buv it up, fo that as thit 
KJng hath already the greateil Collection of Fi&wrts 
that is in Europe, he will very probably, in a few 
Yeirs more, bring together the chief Treafmres of 

1 have now given you an Account of all that 
appeared mod remarkable to me in Rome, I (hall 
to this add a very extraordinary Piece. of Nmtwd 
Hiftorj that fell out there within thefe t'mo Ytmrtj 
which I had firfl from thife two learned Abbots, 
F^^rettl and NazMri, and that was afterwards more 
authentically confirnied to me by Cardinal Honadrd^ 
who was one of the Coniregration of Cmrdinmls that 
examined and judged the Matter. There were /iso 
Nuns near Rome^ one as I remember was in theCi- 
ij^ and the other not far from it, who after they 
tad been for fomc Years in a Nunnery, perceived a 
very ftrange Change in Nature, and that their StM 
was altered, which grew by fome Degrees to a to- 
tal Alteration in one; and tho^ the other was not 
fo intire a Chan^jc, yet it was vilible fhe was more 
Mdin than Woman ; upon this the 'Matter was looked 
into. That which naturally offereth it felf here, is, 
that ihcfc t'UQo had been aliuays 'Mkat they then up* 
feared to be ; hut that they had gone into m Nun* 
nery in a Difiuife, to gratifie a brutal Appetite^ 
But to this, when I propofed it, anfwer was made, 
that as the Breajis of a Woman^ that remained itill, 
did in a great Mcafure ihake off that Obje^ioi^ fo 
Ihe Proofs were givca fo ix^\y of tbqif having been

real Females^ that there was no Doubt left of that ) 
nor had thev given any fort of Scandal in the Ch^g^ 
of their Sex : And if there had btecn any Rdottl left 
to fufpcft a Cheat or Difgulfe, the Proceedings wbuM 
Have been both more fevere and more fectet," and 
thefe Perfons would have been burnt, or tf, leav 
put (o death in fome terriblfe manner. Somc'PAjff 
ftciaifi and Chiturglons were appointed to exarhin^ 
the Matter, and at lall, after a long and Cfxa6( In- 
qiiirv, they were judged to be abfolved from %e'ft 
Vonxs^ and were difmiffed from the Obligation of i 
■Religious Life, and required to go in Me^s Hii^tK 
One of theiVr was a Valet de Chamhre to a Romiin 
•Marque/s wncn I was there. 1 heard of this Mat- 
ter only ivro Days before I left Rome, fo thifrj had 
not Time to inquire after it inot'e particulariy ; but 
I judged it fo extraordinary, that! thought it Vai 
^orth communicating to fo curious an Inquirer in* 
to Nature., 

And fincc I am upon the Subjeft of the Changes 
that have been made in Nature, 1 fhali sldd ohe of 
another fort, • that 1 examined wliilfe I waf at ixt^ 
neva : There is a Minifter of St. Gervciis, ^r. God% 
^Yio hath a Daughter that is now flxteett Yeaty-ali^ 
hehr Nurfe had an extraordinary Thickncfs of Hear- 
ing ; at a Year old, the Child Q)okc all thofe littl* 
Word* that Children begin ufuaily to learn al! thai: 
Age ; but (he made no Progrefs 5 yet this was not 
obfferved, till if was too late: And as Oie f^riw t6 
be tvro Years old, they perceived then that (he had 
loft her Hearing, and was fo deaf that ever iihce 
tho' (he hears grdat ^Joift, vet ft^ hear^ rfpOiin^ 
tfiat one caft fpeak to her. It Cecms, while thtf 'Millf 
c/f her Nurfe was more abundant, and t^fat the CA/hf 
fUck'd more moderately the firft Year, thoir<^ ftii* 
fticrurs in the Blood and Milk had not that Effeft 
6h her that appeared after fhe came to fuck more 
Violently: And that her Nurfe' s Milk being .In fefk 
Oijaatity, was thicker, and more charged with that 
Vapour that occa Honed the DeafncCs. l&^t.i(lffi»'CV\\lr 
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hath, by obferving^ the Motions of the Mouth and Ufi 
of others, acquired fo many Words, that out of theft 
ihehath formed a Sort Jarion^ in which (he can h(4d 
ConverCition whole Days with thofe that can fpeak 
hitr own Laniuage. I could underftand feme of her 
Words, but could not comprehend a Period ^ for it 
Teemed to be a confufed Noife. She knows nothins I 
that is faid to her, unlcfs fhe feeth the Motion of 
^heir Mouths that fpeak to her ; fo that in the Ni^^ 
when it is neceffary to fpeak to her, they muft light 
a Candle : Only one Thing appeared the ftrangeft 
Part of the whole Narration ; fhe hath a Sifter ^ with 
.whom (he has praflifed her Languaie more than wit^ 
nuiy other ; and in the Niiht, by laying lier l/ifM/t oi 
her Siftn^s Mouthy (he can perceive by that what 
ihe fays, and fo can Difcourfe in the Night. It is 
true, her Mother told me, that this did not go far^ 
^d that ihe found out only fome (hort Period is 
this Manner, but it did not hold out very long £ 
Thus this young Woman^ without any , Pains taken 
<)n her, hath meerly by a natural Sagacity, found 
put a Method of hoMing Difcourfe, that doth in a 
"great Meafure lelTen the Mi fir y of her Deafnefs. I 
examined this Matter critically \ but only the S\fitr 
was not prefent, to that I could not fee how the 
Converfation pafl between them in the Dark. 

But befote I. give over writing concerning Rom^ 
I cannot hinder my felf, from giving you an Ac- 
count Qf a Converfation that I had with one of the 
mod celebrated Perfons that lives in it : I was talk* 
ing concerning the Credit that the Order of the 7^ 
fuits h$id every where : It was faid, that all tkt 
World miftrufted'them, and yet by a Araage Sort of 
Contradiaion, all the World trufted them ; and tho' 
it was well known that every Jejuit was truer to the 
inter^fts of his Order than he would be to the In- 
ferefts of any Frince whatfoever, yet thofe Frincei 
that, would be very careful not to fuffer Spies to 
come into their Courts^ or into their Councils^ fuf- 
ftrcd thofe Sties to come into thtir Breafts and Con-

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fdemts r And tho* Princes were not generally very 
ftndtr in thofe I^arti, yet as th^y had oftdn as much 
Guilty fo they had fbmetimes as much Fear ai other 
People, which a dextrous Sfie knew wcJl how to 
manage. Upon which, that Pcrfon that pretended 
to be a x^ealous Catholick, added, that for their Part, 
they confldered only the CharaSler that the Church 
|(ave to a Frieft ; and if the Church qualified him to do 
the Fiinaions of a Frieft^ they thought it very need- 
left to inquire after other perfonai Qualities, which 
ifrcre but common Things, whereai the other was all 
Divine. On the contrary, they thought it was fo 
much the better to have to do with a poor ignorant 
Frieft ; for then they had to do only with the Churchy 
and not with the Man^ Purfuant to this, that Per- 
fon*s ConftJJor t«ras the greateft, arid the moft notori-* 
dU8 Blockhead that could be found ; and when they 
were asked, «u)Af) thei made uje of fo inealt Man i they 
anfwered, becaufe they could not find a vaeaher : And 
lichen ever they found 6ne better qualified that wav^ 
if it were a Groom or a Footman that got into Prt^t 
Orders^ they would certainly make ufe of him. For 
fhey Wotfld ask CoUnfel of a Friend \ but they knew 
ho 6therUfb of a Confejfor^ but to confefs to him^ 
and to receive Aifolution from him : And in fo do- 
ing, they pretended they aCted as became a true 
Catholicky that confidered only the Power of tho 
Church in the Frieft^ without regarding any Thing 
tlfe. 

So far have t entertained you with the fhort Ram« 
ble that I made^ which was t6o Oiott to defecve 
the Name of TtaveUingy tuid therefore the Inquirtea. 
or Ohfer^ations that I could make, muft be received 
With the Abatement that ought to be made for fa 
ihort a Stay \ and all will be of a Piece, when the 
Jiemarks are as flight as the Abode I made in the 
Places thro* which I pail was ihort. As I have a- 
voided the troubling you with Things that are com* 
monly known, fo if I have not entertained you with 
« long Recital of ordinary Matters, yet I h^ve tal4

Cardinals (as I remember the Duke d' Efiriet fifld

t^o Cardinals;, tho* he laid, he believed he. knew

enough of this Matter. I mull uke the Liberty to 
add one Thing to you, that I. do not fee the^PrTtnch 
King is to: be fo much blamed in this Matter as

CMBtcaordinary Civilities that I met with in myowa 
partipuUhr $ but that i^ too low a Sabjeft^o onterUis 
O^pu wttlh it. That. which pleafed me moft, was of 
e mote |>ublick Natuve; before I left x<iejfieva^ ebe 
Number of EniUflt there was fuch, that I found «e 
flotrid mak^ii i*m|Jl ^i^^i^tion \ fbr ^e w^j^e iycl.ve 
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' if fourteen ; fo I addrefled ray fell to the Conneil of 
Twenty-fiye, fer Liberty to haVe our own Worfliip in 
' our own Language, according to the EngUJh Litur*' 
■ ly. This was immediately granted in fo obiig(ing * 
' Planner, that as there was not one Perfon that made 
- thy Exception f o it, fo they^ fent one of their Bod/ 
' to me, to l^t me know, thatlin cafe our Nujnbcnr 
ihoUld grow to be fo great, that it were fit for us 
• to aflemble in a Churchy they would grant us one^ 
: which had been done in Queen Mary** Reign ^ but 
till then we might hold our AffemblUs as we thought 
fit. So after that Time, during the reil of my itay 
there, we had every Sunday our Dtvothns accord* 
ing to the Common- Frayer^ Morning and Evening) 
and at the ETtning-Prayer, I f reached in t Koom 
that was indeed too large for our fmali Company | 
but there being a conHderable Number in GenevM 
that underlhnil EngUJk^ and in particular fome of 
the Frof effort and Minifters^ we had a great many 
Strangers that met with us ; and the lalt Sunday I 
jjRvc the Sacrament according to the way of the Church 
of England \ and upon this Occafton I found a general 
Joy in the Town, for this, that I hiad given thein 
an Opportunity of expreffing the RefpeA they had 
for our Church f And as in their publick Prayers 
they always pray'd for the Churxhtt of Gnat-Bri* 
fain, as wdlas for the King, lb in private DiHcourfb 
they fhewM M t>offible Ei^einn for our Confiitutions ; 
ahd they i^iorke bf the unhappy Divifions among us, 
and of th^ S^ration that was made from Us upon 
the Accbuint of our Government and Ceremonlis^ wMli 
^rreat R^^rA «hd Diftike. I fhall name to you only 
two of theit FVoftJfori^ that at they are Men of gteiC 
l3iflifi«ibn, ih tl^fey were the Perfons with whom X 
l(bhv«r(bd thfe ifiofti The one is Mr. Turretin, ft Mm 
of ^feat teaVtiih^, that by his indefatigable Study 
^nd Labour 'hvM fiVu^h worn out and walled hit 
strength : Ai^iidft all the Affluence of a great Plenty 
*of Fortune tb Which h^ was bora, one difctrns in hiti 
«1I the Mo^y- 1^ -Mi ^«mM» tuA «i4c««^6M^«ttaiQifcn 
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tnd of an a^ive and fervent Charity, proportioned to 
bis Abundance, or r^her beyond it : And there ii 
in him fuch a melting Zeal for Religion as the pre- 
fent Conjun^ure calls for, with ail the Serioufneis 
of Piety and Devotion, which fhews itfelf both in 
private Converfation and in his moil edifying Ser^ 
xnons, by which he enters deep into the Confciences 
of his Hearers. The other is Mr. Tronchin^ a Man 
of a Itrong Head, and of a clear correct Judgment, 
who has all his Thoughts well digefted : His Con- 
verfation has an engaging Charm in it that cannot 
be refifted: He i^ a Man of extraordinary Virtue^ 
and of a Readinefs to oblige and ferve all Perfons, 
(hat has fcarce any Meafures : His Sermons have a 
Sublimity in them^ that Hrikcs the Hearer, as well as 
it edif.e5 him : His Thoughts are noble, and his Elo- 
quence is mafculine and exa6t, and has aU the Ma- 
jefty of the Chair in it, tempered .with all the Sofl- 
nefs of Per fua lion, fo that he not only convinces 
his Hearers, but fubdues them, and triumphs over 
them. In fuch Company, it was no Wonder if Time 
feemM to go off too faO, fo that I left Geneva with , 
a Concern that I . could not have felt in leaving apy | 
Place out of the Ifle of Britain. 

From Geneva^ I went a fecond Time thro' 5«»^ 
%»erUnd to Bmfil: At Avanche I faw the noble Frag^ 
ments of a great- Roman Woth^ which feems to havt 
been the Fortlco to fome temfle : The Heada of the 
Fillars are about four Foot fquare, of the tonick Of 
der ; the Temple, hath betn dedicated to Neptune ox 
fome Sea-God ; for on the Fragments of the ArM* 
trave^ which are very beautiful, there are Dolphins 
and Sea^Horfes in Eas, Relief s ^ and the bteighbour- 
hood of the Place to the Lakes of Jverdun and Morat 
inaketh this more Evident: There is alfo a Filhr 
fiandini^ up in its full Height, or rather the Comer > 
: of a Building, in which one feeth the Refts of a . 
rcf^alar Architecture in two Ranks of fillars. M 
the Ground near this Nvet^ e%ttiM\\^ fe^tOD^^^ tio 
^ doubt it would difcoN^m^xt '8*^*A>>!^'S*^^ 
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Kot far from this is Morat ; and a little on this Side 
of it is a Chapel^ full of the Bones of the Burgundians 
that were killed by the S'witx.en^ vhen this Place 
was befie^d by the famous Charles Duke of Burgundj^ 
who loft a great Arm^ before it, that was entirely 
cut off by the belieged^ the Infer iftion is very ex- 
traordinary, efpecially for that Age ; for the Bones 
being fo piled up, that the Chapel is quite filled with 
them, the Infer tption bears, that Ckitrles Duke of 
Burgmdfs Army having beiieged Morat^ Hoe fui 
Momnientum reliqutt, had left that Monument ^ehind^ 
it. It cannot but feem ftrange to one that views Mo- 
rat^ to imagine how it was poflible for a Town fo 
lituated, and fo (lightly fortiiied, to hold out againft 
fo powerful a Frinee^ and fo great an Armj^ that 
brought Canon before it. I met with nothing remark- 
able between this and Bajil^ except that I ftayM fome 
Time at Bern^ and knew it better ^ and at this fecond 
Time it was, that my Lord Advoyer d^Erlaelt gave 
Order to fliew me the Original Records of the famous 
Froieffof the four Dominieans ; upon which I have 
retouchM the Letttr that I writ to you laft Year, fo 
that I now fend it to you with the Correaioiis and 
Inlargments that this fecond flay at Bern gave me 
Occalion to make. 

Bafil is the Town of the greateft Extent of all 
Sviiix^erland^ but it is not inhabited in proportion to 
its Extent. The Rhine Biaketh a Crook before it ^ 
and the'Tonnn is lituated on a riling Ground, which 
hath a noble Effect on the Eye when one is on the 
Bridge ) for it looketh like a Theatre. Little Bafil^ 
on the other Side of the Rhine^ is almoft a fourth 
Part of the whole : The Town is furrounded with 
a Wall and Ditch ; but it is fo expofed on fo many 
Sides, and hath now lb dreadful a Neighbour within 
a Quarter of a League of it, the For f of Hunningen^ 
that it hath nothing to truft to, humanly fpeaking^ 
but its Union with the other Cantons. The Max* 
ims of this Canton have hindred its being better peo« 
pled than it ii t the Advantages of the jBur^erfuf

The Fahrick 
6f the SUti'Houft if Anc'ent : There is verv goal 
t^intifii fn f re/fo upon the Walls : One Piece hath 
given much Offence to the Prnfifts^ tho' thev have 
ao Reafon to blame the Rtformmtton for it, Ikite it 
w;iff done feveral Yearsbcfiyrr it, in the VeMr 151a 
It iff a Reprefentatlon of the D^rj of Judgment^ and 
after Sentence g^vcn, the Devil is reprefented driving 
$iiiif\y before him to Hell^ and among thefe there is a 
Yofc and feveral Ecclefiafticks. But it is believed, 
that the Council^ which fat fo long in this Place, aa- 
ing fo vig/)rouny againft the Fofe^ ingaged the Town ' 
Into fwch a Hatred of the PMpacj^ that this tnight i 
^Ivr the RiOt to thia RepicTentation. The more 
Irarncd in the Town afcribe the Beiglntiing of the Cu- 
npm In Bm/iI oC the Cb;fcc antlcipiting the Time a 
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full Hour, to the fitting of the Council^ and thc^ 
fay, that in order to the advancing of Buliners, and 
. the (hortning their Sefftons^ they ordered their docks 
to be fet forward an Hour, which continueth to this 
Day. The Cathedral is a great old Got hick Building z 
The Ckamker where the Council fat is of no great 
• deception, and is a very ordinary Room : Erajmus*» 
•Tomb is only a plain Infer iftion upon a great Braf$ 
Plate : There are many of Holifens's FiSlures here, 
ixrho was a Native of Bajil^ and was recommended 
t>y Erajmus to Kin^ Henry the VII. the two bell are 
ti CorpQ^ or Chrift dead^ which is certainly one of 
the belt FiSiures in the World : There is another 
Fiece of his in the Stadt-Hotife (for this is in the 
fuiflick Library) of about three or four Foot fquarc, 
in which, in fix feveral Cantons^ the feveral Parts 
of our Saviour'' s Paffton are reprefented with a Life 
and Beauty that cannot be enough admired; It is 
valued at ten thou/and Cro'wns ; it is on Wood^ but 
hath that Freflinefs of Colour ftiil on it, that feems 
particular to Holbens^s Fencil : There is alTo a Dance^ 
that he painted on the Walls of an Houfe., where he 
ufed to drink, that is fo worn out, that very little 
is now to be fecn except Shapes andPoftures; but 
thcfe Ihew the Exquifttenefs of the Hand: There is . 
another longer Danfe^ that runneth all along the 
3ide of the Convent of the Auguftinians^ which is 
now the French Churchy which is Death's Dance ; 
there are above threefcore Figures in it at full Length, 
of Ferfons of all Ranks, from Fofes^ Emperors^ and 
^^ngt^ down to the meaneft forts of People^ and ef 
all Ages and Profefllons, to whom Death appeareth 
in an infolent and furpriTing Poiiure ; and the feventl 
Pafllons that they exprefs are fo well fet out, that 
this was certainly a great Dcfign. But the Frefco be- 
ing expofed to the Air^ this was fo worn out fome 
Time ago, that they orderM the bett Fainter they 
-had to lay new Colours on it ; but thi« is fo ill dopct, 
f hat one had rather fee the iead Shadows of Holbens^B 
ftncif^ tlk^nmujs -coarfc Work, Tlttre i< in J^afil ^

CuM'Smith^ that maktth Wind-Guns^ and he (hewed 
ipe one, that as it received at once ^ir for tenjkotj 
fo it had this peculiar to it, which he pretends is his. , 
own Invention, that he can dlfcharge all the Air that 
can be parcellM out in tenjhot at once, to give a home • 
BJow. I confefs thofe are terrible Inilruments, and 
St feems the Intereft of Mankind to forbid them quite, 
^nce they can be impJoyed to afiTafllnate Perfons^fo 
dextrouAy, that neither Noife nor Fire will difcovcr 
from what Hand the Shot cometh. The Library ^X 
Bajil is by much the belt in all SitJitz^erlanti^ there . 
is a line Cole6%ion of Medals in it, and a very Hand- 
Ibme Library of Manufcrifts ; the Room is noble, 
and difpofed in a very good Method. Their Majnu' 
fcrifts are chiefly the Latin Fathers^ or Latin.Tranfi' 
lations of the Greek Fathers^ and fome good Bible s^thcy 
have the Gofpel in Greek Cafitals^ but they are vi- 
cioufly writ in many Places : There is an infiinite 
Number of the Writers of the darker Ages, and 
there are Legends and Sermons without Number. All 
the Books that were in the feveral Monafteries^ at 
the Time of the Reformation, were carefullv pre- 
fervM; and th6y believe, that the JB i/Ao/>^, who fat 
liere in the Council, brought with them a great manv 
Manufcripts which they never carried away. Among 
their Manufcrifts, I faw four of Hufs's Letters, that 
he writ to the Bohemians the Day before his Death, 
>^hich are very devout, butexceffively firaplc. The 
Manufcrifts of this Library are far more numerous 
than thofe of Bern, which were gathered by Boii' 
Zarjius, and left by him to the publick Li^rnr^ there : 
They arc indeed very little coniidered there, and are 
the worft kept that ever I faw : But it is a noble Col- 
leftion of all the ancient Latin Authors / They have 
Ibme few of the bed of the Rom^n Time, writ in 
great Characters, and there are many that are fevea 
or eight hundred Years old. There is in Bafil one 
f>f the bed Collef^ions of MedaU that ever I faw io 
private Hands ; together w\t\v ^ xvc^At i-xbtiiY^.^ ul 
^fiicb there arc Ma^ttfcritts qI ^t^^^ fe^Vvvwj^ 
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ttiat belongs to the Family of Fefch^ and thatgocth 
from one learned Man of the Family to another ; for 
this Inheritance can only pafs to a Man of l,earntn|^, 
and when the Family produceth tjioiic, then it is to 
go to the Fuklick. In Bafil^ as the (bveral Companies 
have been more or lefs ltri£t in admitting fome to a 
Freedom in the Company that have not been of the 
Trade^ fo they retain their Frivileges to this Day ; 
for in fuch Companies that have once received fuch 
a Number that have not been of the Trade as grew 
to be the Majority, the Trade hath never been able 
to recover their Inter eft. But fome Companies have 
been more cautious, and have never admitted any 
but thofe that were of the Trade^ fo that they re- 
tain their Intereft iWU in Government. Of thefe the 
Butchers were named for one, fo that there are always 
four Butchers in the Council : The great Council con- 
lifteth of tnno hundred and forty^ but they have no 
Power left them, and they are only affembled upon 
Ibme extraordinary Occa lions, when the little Council 
thinketh fit to communicate any important Matter 
to them. There are but fix Bailiages that belong to 
JBrt// which are not Imployments of great Advantage, 
for the belt of them doth afford to the Bailiff only a 
thoufand Livres a Year, Thev reckon that there are 
in Bajtl three thoufand Men that can bear Arms^ and 
that they could raife four thoufand more out of the 
Canton^ fo that the Tonnn is almoft the half of this 
State^ and the whole maketh thirty Farijhes, There 
are eighteen Frofejfors in this Univerfity^ and there 
is a Spirit of a more free and generous Learning 
flirring there tljan I faw in all thofe Parts. There 
is a great Decency of Haytt in Bafil^ and the Garb 
both of the Counfellors, Miniflers and Profeffors, 
their ftiff Ruffs^ and their long Beards^ have an Air 
that is auguft : The Appointments are but fmall, 
for Counfellors, Minifters and Profeffors, have but 
« hundred Croons apiece: It is true, many Miniders 
•re Profeffors, fo this mendeth the Matter a little : 
But perhaps it would go better with the State of

I mentioned formerly the condint Danger 
this Place is ocpofed from the Meighbou 
HuHningtn : I was told, that at firil it vhs 
cd, that the French King intended to buii 
ftnall Fort there, and it was believed, that c 
BMTgowiaJiers of Bajil, who was thought not 
-wifeA Man of that C*«ton, but dF all S-uui 
was gained to Uy ail Men alleep, and to rITl 
that the fufferlng this Fort to be built fo n 
was of no Importance to them \ but now 
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ly faced ; there is a' large Dttckj and before the Cor* 
tine^ in the Middle of the Ditch^ there runs all a- 
long a Horn-ijoork^ which is but t^n or twelve Foot 
high ^ and from the Bottom of the Rampart^ there 
goeth a Vault to this Horn-iKork^ that is for cou* 
veying of Men for its Defence: Before this Horn* 
work^ there is a Half-moon^ with this that is pC^ 
cuiiar lo thofe new Fortifications^ that there is a 
Ditch that cuts the Half-moon in an AngU^ and 
maketh one Half -moon within another ; beyond that 
there is a Counter/carp^ about, twelve Foot high a- 
bove the Water ^ with a Cover ed'Vtay^ and a Glacis 
defigned, tho^ not executed: There is alfo a great 
Horn-voork beiides all this, which runs out a huge 
Way with its Out'tjaorTts towards Bafil : There is alfo 
a Bridge laid over the Rkine^ and there being a^ 
JJland in the River ^ where the Bridge is laid, there 
is a Horn-'work that fiUeth and fortifieth it. The 
Buildings in this Fort are beautiful, and the Square 
Can hold above four thoufand Men* The Works are 
not yet quite finiihed ; but when ail is compleated, 
this will be one of the i^rongeflr Places in Europe, 
There is a Cavalier on one or twt> of the Baftions^ 
and there are Half-moons before the Baftions^ fo that 
the SinitTjers fee their Danger now, when it is not 
eaiie to redrefs it. This Place is ikuated in a great 
Jfiaifj^ fo that it is commanded by no riiing Ground 
on any Side of it. I made a little Tour into Alface^ 
as far as Mountbeliard \ the Soil is extream rich, 
but it hath been fo long a Frontier Country^ and is, 
hy Confequence, fo ill peopled, that it is in many 
Places over-grown with Woods : In one Refpeft it 
is lit to be the Seat of War^ for it is full of Iron- 
Works^ which bring a great deal of Money into the 
Country, I faw nothing peculiar in the Iron-'usorks 
there, (except that the Sides of the great Bellow 
were not of Leather^ but of i^oo^, 'which faves much 
Money J fo I will not (land to defcribe them. The 
River of the Rhine^ all from Bafil to Spire^ is fo 
low, and is on .bath Sides (b covered with Woodt^ 
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that one that cometh down in a Boat hath nc 
of the CouKtry, The River runneth fotnctime 
fuch a Force, that nothins but fuch Woods 
prefer ve its Bmmhs^ and even thefe are not a 
fave them quite; for the Trees are often wa 
way by the very Roots, fo that in many Place 
Trees lie along^ in the Channel of the River : J 
been alfo thought a Sort of a Fortification t 
Sides of the River ^ to have it thus faced with 
which maketh the palling of Men dangerous, 
they muft march for. fometime after their 1 
thro* a DefilK The firft Night fr .m Bpfil wi 
to Hrifnc^ which is a poor miferabie Town ;

Place in time of War muft needs be eight . 
thoufand Hen. There hath not been much d 
late to this Place, only the Ditch is fo adjuftcc 
it is all defended by the Flanks of the Baftions 
the nobieft Place on the Rhi?ie is Stri^sfntrgh 
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a TQ'wn of a huge Extent, and hath a double Wall 
and Ditch all round it : The inner Wall is old, and 
of no Strength, nor is the outward Wall very good j 
it hath a Faujf^braye^ and is faced with \BriVfc twelve 
or fifteen Foot above the Ditch : The Counterfcarf id 
in an ill Condition, fo that the Tovin was not in cafe 

' to make any long ReAflance ; but it is now ftrong-^ 
ly fortified. There is a Citadel built on that Side 
that goeth towards the Rhine^ that is much fuch 
a Fort as that of Hunningen^ and on the Side of the 

^ Citadel towards the Bridge^ there is a great Horn-' 
Work^ that runs out a great Way with Out-v>orks 
belonging to it ^ there are alfe fmall Fortf at the 
two chief Gates that Iciid to Alface ; by which the 
City is fo bridled, that thefe can cut off all its Com- 
munication with the Country about, in cafe of eiRe" 
n)olt : The Bridge^ is alfo well fortified 5 there are 
alfo Forts in fome' IJlands in the Rhine^ and fome 
Redoubts : So that all round this Place there is one of 
the greateil Fortifications that is in Europe. 

Hitherto the Capitulation^ with Relation to Reli^ 
gion, hath been^well kept, and there is fo fmall a 
Number of new Converts^' tind thefe are for the great- 
eft Part fo inconfiderabie, they not being in ail a- 
bove two hundred, as I was told, that if they do 
not imploy the ne^w-fafiioned Mifllonaries d la hra* 
gonne^ the old ones are not like to have fo great a 
Harveft there as they promifed themfelves, tho' they 
are Jefuits. Thtf Lutherans for the greateft part re- 
tain their Animofitics almoft of an equal J>gree 
both againll ipA^//}; aii^ Calvinifts. I was in their 
Churchy where' tf th^MuJiclt oi their F/alms pleaftd 
me much, the^ ttreveirince in finging^ it being free 
to keep on, or put off the Hat^ did appear very 
flrange to me. The Churches are full of riSfures^ in 
which the chief Paffages of our Saviour^s Life are 
reprefented ; but there is no Sort of religious Re- 
fpeft piiid them : They boif) when they name the 
Helf Qh^^ as well as at the Name of Jefus ; but 
they Wvc not the Gnemonies that the Lutherans <j€

Saxony ufc, which Mr. Bekel^ their Frofejfor rf Di- 
vinity, faid was a great Happlnefs ; for a Similitude 
in outward Jflites might dilpofe the ignorant Peo* 
pic to change too e^fily. I found fcvcral good Peo- 
ple both of the Lutheran Mlnijters and others, ac- 
knowledge, that there was Hich a Corruption of Mo- 
rals fpread over the whole City, that as they had 
juflly drawn down on their Heads the Plague of the 
Lofs of their Liberty, fo this having touched them 
fo little, they had Reafon t<Mook for feverer Strokes. 
One feeth, in the Ruin of this City, what a mif- 
ehievous Thing the popular Pride of a free City 
is : They fancied they were able to defend them- 
felves, and fo rcfufed to let an Imperial Garrifin 
come within their Toiion j for if they had. received 
only five hundred Men^ as that fmall Number would 
not have been able to have oppseft their Liberties, 
fo it would have fo fecured the Toinn^ that the 
French could not have belleged it, without makinjf 
War on the Empire : But the Tcwn. thought this 
was a Diminution of their Freedom, and fo chofe 
rather to pay a Gurrifon of three thoufand Soldiers^ 
which as it exhaufled their Revenue, and brought 
them under great Taxes^ fo it proved too weak tor 
their Defence when the Frenfh Arrny came before 
them. The Toium begins to ftnk inWsTrade^ not- 
withftanding the great Circulation of Money that the 
Expence of the Fort iji cat ions hath brought to it : But 
when that is at an end, it will ftnk more fcnfibly: 
For it^s jmpolTiblc for a Plaitfe of Trade^ that'll 
to have always eight or ten tloufand %Idiers in it, 
to continue long in a flourlfhfng State. There was 
a great Animofity between ttno of the chief Famihs 
of the To'uon^ Dietrick and Obrecht ; the former was 
the Burgomafler^ and was once almofl run down by a 
Faaion that the other had raifed againft him: But he 
turned the Tide, and got Aich an Advantage againil 
Obrecht^ who had writ fomcwhat againft the Con- 
duct oF their Affairs, that he was condemned and 
tfcbesidei for writing Li^is «^lnlt the Gevrtmnent, 
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His Son i« a learned Man, and was Frofejfor of the 
civil Lanjo ; and he to have his Turn of Revenge 
againft Dietrich^ went to Farts iaft Summer^ and that 
he might make bis Court the better, changed his 
Religion. Dietrlck had been alv7ays looked on as 
one of the chief of the French Faaion, tho' he had 
been at firft an Imferhljft^ fo it was thought, that 
he (kould have been well rewarded ; j^ct it was ex- 
peaed, that to make himfelf capable of that he 
ihould have changed his Reliiion ; but he was an 
ancient Man, and would not purchafe his Court at 
that Rate: So without any Reafon giv^, and agiinlt 
theexprefs Words of the CapituUtiQNy he was confined 
to one of the midland Frovinces of France^ as I re- 
member, it was Limofin : And thus Ae, that hath been 
thought the chief Caufe of this To^n^s falling un- 
der the Power of the French^ is the tirrt Man that 
hath felt the Effects of it. The Library here is con- 
fiderable: The Cafe is a great i^oow, very well con- 
trived; for it is divided into Clofet$ all over the 
Body of the Room^ which runs about thefe as a 
Gallery^ and in thefe Clo/ets all round there are the 
Books of the feveral Profefllons lodged apart. There 
is one for Manufcrifts^ in which there are fome of 
conftderable Antiquity. I need fay oothing to you 

• of the vaft Hcighth, and the Gathick Architecture of 
the Steeple and of the great Churchy nor of the cu- 
rious Clocky where there is fo vaft a Variety of Mo- 
tions ; for thefe are well known. The Bafs Reliefs 
upon the Tops of the great Fillars of the Church 
are not fo viftble ; but they are fur prizing ; for this 
being a Fabrick of three or four hundred Years old^ 
it is very flrange to fee fuch Reprefentations as are 
there. There is a Froceffion reprefented, in which 
a Hoi carrieth the Pot with the Holy Water^ and

From Str»sk'irih we went down the Rkir/e to PA^ 

Upsburrh. which lieth at a Quarter of a Mile^s I>iltance 

from the Rlvtr ; it is but a fmall Place ; tbe Jimfiiens 

arc but little : There is a R^vellin before almofl all 

the Coriines^ and there lie fuch Marjhes all round 

it, th;it in thcfc Ijeth the chief Strength of the Place. 

The French had begun a great Croa0«i-70orlb on the 

Side that lleth to the Rhine^ and had caft out a Horn- 

njoork beyond that ^ but by all that appears, it fStemt 

they intended to continue that Croinn-vaork quite 

round the Tovsn^ and to make a fecond IVall and Ditck 

all round it ; which would have inlarg'd the Place 

yaOly) and made a Compafs capable enough to lodge 

inbovc ten thonfand Men ; and this would have been 

fo terrible a Neighbour to the FaUtinate^ and all 

Franconta^ that it was a Maflerpiece in Chmrles Lenmiy 

the late Elei5h)r Palatine^ to engage the Empire into 

ihis SUie^ He faw well how ttiuch it concern^ him 
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to have it out of the Hands of the French^ fo that 
he took great Care to have the Duke of Lorain's Camp 
fo well fupplyM with alljthings neceflHry during the 
Siege^ that the Army lay not under the leiift Uneaftnefs 
all the while. : From; thence, in three Hours time, ^e 
came, to Spire^ which is fo naked a To'wn, that, if it 
were attackMit ^couid not^ make the leail Reftftance. 
The Touon is neither great nor rich, and i\ibfilleth 
chiefly by the Imperial Chamifer that fittcth here,- tho' 
there is a conftant Difpute between the Town and 
the. Chamber conctmin^ Frivileiis \ for the Govern - 
ment of the To'wn pretends that the Judges of the 
Cham^er^ as they are private Men, and out of the 
Court of Judicature^ are-fubjc£t'to them ^ and fo 
about a Year ago they put one of the judges in Prl- 
foa ; On the other hand, the Judges pretend that 
their Perfonsare facred. It was the Coniideration 
of the, Chamker that procurM to the Town the Neu- 
trality that they enjoy'd all the laft War. I thought 
to have feen the Forms of this Court^ and the Way 
of laying up and preferving their Records^ but the 
Court was not then fttting. The Building^ the Halls 
•and Chambers of this famous Court arc mean beyond 
Imagination, and look liker the- Ha//5 of fome fmalt 
Company than of fo great a Body ; and I could not 
fee the Places where they lay up their Archives* 
The Government of the City is all Lutlieran ; but not 
only the Cathedral is in the Hands of the Bijhop and 
Chapter, but there are jikcwife feveral Convents, of 
both Seafes ; and the Jefuits have alfo a College there. 
There is little remarkable in the Cathedral, which is 
a huge Building in IheGothick Manner, of the worft 
Sort. The Tombs of many Emperori, that lie bu- 
ried there, are remarkable for their Meanncfs, they 
being only great Flag-ftones laid on fome fmall Stonc" 
ballijiirs of a Foot and a Half high: There are al- 
fo the Marks of a ridiculous Fable concerning St. 
Bernard, which is too fooiifh to be related, yet iince 
they have taken fuch Pains to prefer ve the Remem*. 
t>raAce of it, I fliall venture to write it* X\aRx^«»' 
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from the Gate all along the Nef of the Chttrch up 
to the Steps that go up to the Quiri^ four rouod 
Plates of Brafs, above a Foot Diameter^ and at the 
Diftance of thirty Foot one from another, laid in 
the Pavement ; on the firft of theft is -engraven, 
Ciemens \ on the fecond, FU ; on the third, ft- 
liAf ; and on the fourth, MarU : The laft i? about 
thirty Foot diftant from a Statue of the Fir^xVi; 
fo they fay that St. Bernard came up the whole 
Length of the Church at four Steps^ tn& that thofe 
four Plates were laid where he (tept ^ and that tt 
every Step he pronounced the Word that is engraten 
on the Plate ; and when he came to the laft, the I- 
ma^e of the Virgin anfwerM him, S»lve Bernarde: 
Upon which he anfwerM^ Let a Woman keef SUeiiu 
in the Church ; and that the Vtrgin*n Statue has kepi 
Silence ever fince : This laft Part of the Story ii 
certainly very credible. He was a Man of Learning 
that <hew>d me this ; and he repeated it fo gravely t< 
me, that I faw he either believed it, or at leait, that hi 
had a mind to make me believe it : And I askM hirr 
as gravely, if that was firmly believed there ; he tol< 
me, that one* had lately writ a Book to prove thi 
Truth of it 5 as I remember, it was a Jefuit : H 
acknowledge it wis not an Article of Faith ^ fo 
was fatisfied. There is in the Cloffter an old Gotkk 
Reprefcntation of our Saviour'' s Agony^ in Stone, wit 
a great many Figures of his Apoftles^ and the Compan 
that came to feize him, that is not ill Sculpture fo 
the Age in which it was made, it being feme Age 
old. The Caivinrfts have a Church in this Toijon^ bu 
their Numbers are not coniiderable. I was told ther 
"were fome ancient hUnufcripts in the Li^rary^ thi 
belongeth to the Cathedral-^ but one of the Preset 
daries^ to whom I addrefs'd my felf, beings, accort 
ing to the German Curtom, a Man of greater Qiw 
lity than Learning, told me he heard they had fom 
ancient Manufcripts^ but he knew nothing of It 
and the Dean was abfent, fo I could not fte them 
Icr he kef^t one of the K.ey«, The lowrr FeiUtinai

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is certainly one of the fweeteft Countries in all Ger^ 
many : It is a great Plain till one cotneth to the HillA 
of Heidelberg : The Tonnn is all fituated juft in a 
Bottom, between two Ranges of Hills, yet the Air is 
much commended. I need fay nothing of the C^le^ 
nor the prodigious Wine-Cellar^ in which tho* there 
is but one celebrated Tun^ that is feventeen Foot 
high, and twenty-lix Foot long, and is built with % 
Strength liker that of the Ribs of a Ship, than the 
Sta>fcs of a Tun ^ yet there are many other Tuns of 
fuch a prodigious Bignefs, that they would feem ve- 
ry extraordinary if this vaft one did not eclipfe them. 
The late Prince Charles Lews (hewM his dpacity 
in the Peopling and Settling this State^ that had 
been fo entirely ruin'd, being for many Years the 
Seat of War ; for in four Years Time he brought 
it to a flourifliing Condition : He raifed the Taxes 
as high as poflible without difpeopling his Coun« 
try ; all Mens Eftates were valued, and they were 
taxed at five fer Cent, of the Value of their Eflates ^ 
but their Eftates were not valued to the Rigour, but 
with fuch Abatements as have been ordinary iii Eng* 
land in the. Times of Suhfidies \ . fo that when his 
Son ofiFer'd to bring the Tatees down to two fer Cent. 
of the real Value, the Subjeas all deiir'd him ra- 
thcr to continue them as they were. There is no 
Prince in Germany that is more ahfolute than the £• 
ieftor Falaiine \ for he layeth on his Subjefts what 
Taxes he pleafeth, without being limited to any 
Forms of Gov^rww^w/. And here I faw that which 
I had always believed to be true, that the Subjects 
of Germany are only bound to their particular Prince) 
for they fwear Allegiance lingly to the Elehor^ with- 
out any Referve for tjie Emferor ^ and in their Prayers 
for him, they name him their Sovereign. It is true^ 
the Prince is under fome Ties to the Emperor ; but 
the Subji^s are under none. And by this Dr- Fn- 
^rltius^ a learned and judicious Frofejfor there, ex- 
plain'd thofe Words of Pareus'^s Commentary on the 
Ramans^ which had refpcft only to the Princes of the 
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, tfm^re^ uA woe qifite mifimdcrftood bf thefi 
iuictedithattbef fvsraur'd J^#e/ii0i>} -for? th< 
iio*iPlsce.in-£iir«/rwiiiere «U rebdiiout JDofti 
siofs'.bora.dowa than-there.. I found a gr^t 
irtt.#& Modcfttloii with relation to thofe fmali 
tfOYtrflMy thAl have opctfton'd fuch Hoat in tbi 
ff^MJl.

0)hfiiejue was to the Pcopli 
his Cptuitry ; fo! as :he Aiffered' the^^r«W5 j.to^ 
and fettle tJbere, he refoived alfo not only, to J 
she 4iirif. RtUgwni^'-' tolerated . by. the Lsithf . oi 
Smfirw^ to be profefled there,* but he built aC 
for them aiii^ifrrrf, .which her called the Chur 
lybConrdnl, in which both Cs/i;i>(^r, Luther am 
AfiftshtLd^ in the Order in which I have fbt 
down, the:£3cercife of their MiU^hn ; and he 1 
tainted the Peace of his Frincipality fo intireiy, 
tlwre was not the ..lead Diforder occafioned by. 
MitatioM. . This Isiieed made him to be look 
as a Frinci that did m^t.mnch conlider Religion . 
Mf : He had .a wondfrful. Application to aiJ 
fcirs; and was not only his own chief hUniJter^ 
ht itlooe' did the Work of many. 
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But I were unjuft if I fhould not fay fomewhat to 
you of the Frlncely Virtues and the ceUkrated Bro' 
yity of the frefent rr. EleElor^ upon whom that Dig- 
nity is devolv'd by the Extin^ion of fo many Princes^- 
that in this Age composed the moft numerous F^vmi/j, 
of any of that Rank in Europe, This Prince^ as 
he is in many refpe^ts an Honour to the Reliiion that: 
he profeifes, fo he is in nothing more to be commended 
by thofc who differ from him, than for his exaft ad- 
hering to the Promifes he made his SuifjeSfs with 
relation to their Religion^ in which he has not (eveil 
in the fmalleil Matters) broke in upon their eftabiifli^d 
La'uos ; and tho* an Order of Men^ that have turned 
the World up-ilde down, have great Credit with 
him, yet it is hitherto vifible, that they cannot car- 
ry it fo far, as to make him do any thine contrary 
to the eftablilh'd Religion ; and to thofe jaered Pro* 
mifes that he made his Sub'^e^s, For he makes it 
appear to all the World, that he does not conlider- 
thofe, as fo many Words ffoken at firft to Jay his Feofla 
afleep^ *mhisk he may nono efcplain and oiferve as he 
thinks fit ; but as fo many Ties upon his Confcienee 
and Honour^ which he will religioujly obferve. And 
as in the other Parts of hkr^Ltfe he has fet a noble 
Pattern to all the Princes of Europe, fo his £za6t- 
nefa to his Promifes is that which cannot be too 
fiiuch commended j of which this extraordinary In- 
Jiance has been communicated to me Ance I am come 
into this Country. The Ele6ior had a P rocejfion in 
his Court laft Corpus Qhrifti Day, upon which one 
of the Minijiers of Heidelberg preachM a very fc- 
Tere Sermon againft Popery^ and in particular taxed 
that Procejjion perhaps with greater Plaiimefs thaa 
Difcretion : This being brought to the Ehetor^s Ears^ 
he ibnt prefently an Order to the Ecclefiaftical Senator 
to Aii^oid him. That Court is compofed of fome 
Stcular Men, and fovie Church-men, and as the Prince'*^ 
Authority is ddeSatedtq ^thern, fo-they have a fort 
of an Epifcopal Jurifdi&ion over all the Clergy. 
This Ori^r vas » Surprize to them, as beln^ & di- 
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reft- Breach upon their Lanas and the Liberty of iKck 
Reunion ; fo they fent a Defutation to Court^ to kt 
the EUclcr know the Reafons that hinderM them 
from obeying his Ordtrs^ which were heard with fo 
much Juhice and Gentlenefs, that the Prince^ infteid 
of expreiliDg' any Difpleafure a^inft them, recalled 
the Order that he had fent them* The Wav from 
HcldeWerg to Frankfort^ is, for the firft twelve or 
fifteen Miies, the beautifulleft Piece of Ground thit 
can be imagined ; for we went under a Ridge of little 
Hiils that are all coverM with Vines^ and from them, 
as far as the Eye can go^ there is a -beautiful PIm 
of Corn-Fields and Meadows, all fweetly divided and 
inclofed with Rows of Trees, fo that I fancied I 
was in Lomhardy again, but with this Advantage, 
that here all was not of a Piece, as it is in Lombarij\ 
but the Hllls^ as they made a pleafant Inequality la 
the Profpeft, fo they made the Air purer, and pro- 
duced a pleafant Wine .• The Way near Dmrmjiaty and 
all forwards to Franltfort^ becometh more wild and 
more fandy ^ There is a good Suburb on the S^utk- 
Side of the Main over againft Frankfort^ which hath 
a very confiierable Fortification : There is a double 
Wall^ and a double Ditcfi^ that goeth round it ; and 
the outward JTa//, as it is regularly /or *//i^4, foit 
it faced with Brick to a Contiderable Height. The 
Town of Fr^.nkfort is of a great Extent, and feemeil 
to be but about a third Part lefs than Strashurgl: 
The three Religions are alfo tolerated there ; and tho' 
Ihe Number of the Pap/fls are very inconfiderable, 
yet they have the great Cfiurch^ which is a huge rude 
Building 5 they have alfo feveral other Churches^ and 
fome Convents there. There are (fcveral open Squsres 
for Market-Places, and the H^ufes about them look 
•very well without. Among their Archives they ]^Tr- 
ftrve the Original of the Bulla Anrea^ which is only 
a great Parchment writ in High Dutch^ without tn)i 
Beauty anfwering to its Title 5 and fiiice I could n^ 
have underflood it, I was not at th^ Pains of deAring 

to f^ it ; for that is not obtaintd without Diftcoltv. 

The 
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The Lutherans have here hwWt AUtw Churchy called 
St. Catherine's^ in which tiiere is as mMoh^aivf 
in^ as ever I faw in any Fopljh Church \ and over 
.the high Altar there is a huge parved Crucifix^ as 
jthere are painted ones in other PJaces of their Church t 
The Fulfit IB extream fine, of MarOU of different 
Colours, very well poiifti'd and join'd.' I was here 
at Sermon^ where I underfiood nothing \ but I lij£*gl 
one thing that 1 faw both at Stra%burgh and here, 
that at the End of Prayers there was a coniiderable 
Interval of Silence left, before the ConciuAon,' for 
9II Peoples private Devotions. In the Houje of. their 
fublifk DijcifUne^ they retain Hill the old Roman 
Ftftrtnsi or Hand-mill '^ at which le^d Women are 
condemned to grind, that is, to drive about the Wheil 
that maketh the Mill-fiones go. There is a great 
Number of Je'ws here, tho' their two Synagogues 
are very little^ and by confequeace, the Numbers 
being great, they are very nafty : I W4s told, they 
"were in all above tvselve hundred. The Women had 
the moft of a tawdry Imhroidery of Gold and Sili?ep 
about them that ever I faw ^ for they had all Mantle^ 
ef Crafe^ and, both about the Top and the Bottom-^ 
there was a Border above a Hand-breadth of Imi^roh 
dery. The Fortification o^ Frankfort is coniiderable 5 
their Ditch is very broad, and very full of Water ^ 
all the Bafiions have a Countermine^ that runneth 
along by the Brim of the Ditch ; but the Counter/carp 
U not faced with Brick as the Walls are, and fo iar 
many Places it is in an ill Condition; the cover'd 
Way and Glacis arc alfo in an ill Cafe : The Town is 
rich, and driveth a great Trade^ and is very pleafant*- 
Jy Htuated. Not far from hence is Hockam^ that yield- 
eth the beft Wine of thofe Parts. Since I took Frank-^ 
fort in my Way from Heidelberg to Mentz,^ I could 
not pafs by Worms.^ for which I was forry. I had a 
%PB9it Mind to fee that Place where Luther made his 
ikft Appearance before the Emperor and the Diet^ and 
in that folemn Audience expreffed an undaunted Zeal 
Ar jChtt Qhrhps Caufe in which God made bim fuch 
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a btefled InftrumenU I had another Piece of Curr 
lltv on me, which will perhaps appear to you fom 
'wnat ridiculous. I had a Mind to fee a tl&wr 
that at I was told, is over one of the Fopijh Altm 
there, which one would think was invented by ti 
Enemies of Tranfubftantiathn^ to make it appear \ 
diculous. There is a Wind-mill^ and the Virg 
throws Chrift into the Hopper^ and he comes o< 
•t the Eye of the Mill all in Wafers^ which for 
Sriefti take up to give to the teople. This is 
coarfe an Emblem, that one would think it too gn 
even for Laplanders ^ but a Man that can fwaJlc 
Tranfubftantiation it felf, will diged this likewi 
Ment%» is very nobly Atuated on a riltng Ground, 
little below the Conjunftion of the two Rivers^ t 
Rhine and the Main ; it is of too great a Com pa 
and too ill peopled to be capable of a great I 
fence: There is a Citadel upon the highelt Part 
the Hill that commandeth the Tovjn ; it is compa£ 
about with a dry Ditch that is coniiderably deq 
The Walls of the To'von are faced with Erick^ ai 
regularly fortified^ but the Counter/carp is not fac 
with Brick^ fo all is in a fad Condition ; and tl 
Fortification is weakefV on that Side where the £/< 
tor'*8 Falace is. There is one Side of a new P^h 
very nobly built in a regular Architefture^ only t 
Germans do ft ill retain fomewhat of the Got hick mj 
ner : It is of a gre:^t Length, and the DcJign is 
build quite round the Court ^ and then it will bt 
•ver^ magnificent Palace^ only the Stone is red; ; 
all the Quarries that are upon the Rhine^ from E* 
down to Cohlsntx,^ arc of red S^one^ which doth i 
look beautiful. The EleUor of Mentx, is an abfok 
Prince^ his Su^jcEis prefent Lrjts of their Magiftra\ 
to him, but he is not tied to them, and may Nai 
whom he will. The ancient Demefn of the El 
torate \s about forty tboufand Crovsns ; but the Tat 
rife to above three hundred thoufand Cronnns \ fo tl 
the Snbj€6fs here are as heavily taxed as in the Fa, 
tinate : There is twelve thoufand Crov^ns a Ye^r giv 
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the Ele£ior for his privy Pur fe, and the State bean 
the re() of his whole Ex pence : It can Arm ten thou* 
And Men, and there is a Gmrrifon of two thoufand 
Men in Ment%» : This Ele€for hath three Councili 
one as he is Chancellor of the Empire^ conitfting | 
of three Perfons : The other two are for the Policy 
and Juftice of his Principality. He and hi* Chapter 
have Months by Turns for the Nomination of the 
Prekends, In the Month of January he names if 
any dies, and they chufe in the Room of fuch as 
die in February^ and fo all the Year round.. The 
Prebendaries or Dome-Heers have about three thou* 
fand Croijons a Year apiece. When the Ele6tor dieth, 
the Emperor fendeth one to fee the Election, made, 
and he recommendeth one, but the Canonsmtiy chufe 
^hom they pleafe 5 and the prefe&t EleEior was not 
of the Emperor'^s Recommendation. Befides the JP<i- 
lace at Mentx,^ the EleSior hath another near Frank" 
fort^ which is thought the belt that is in thofe Parts 
of Germany : The Cathedral U a huge Gothick Build- 
ing; there is a great Cupulo in the Weft-'EnA^ and 
there the Qluire iingeth Mafs, I could not learn 
whether this was done only becaufe the Place here 
was of greater Reception than at the Eaft-EnA^ or 
if any Burying-Place and Indpwment obliged them 
to the Weft'En^, Near the Cathedral there is a huge 
Chapel of great Antiquity, and on. the North^Door 
there are twofgreat Brafs Gates with a long Infer ip" 
tion^ which I had not Time to write out, but I found 
it was in the Emperor Lotharius^t Time. There are 
a vait Number o^ Churches in this Foivn, but it i« 
poor, and ill inhabited. The Rhine here is almoft half 
an Englifli Mile broad, and there: is a Bridge of Boats 
lay'd over it. From Mentx, all along to Eaccharach 
(which feems to carry its Name \^Batehi Ara"] from 
fome famous Altar that the Rxmans probably created 
by reafbn of the good Wine that grows in the Neigh- 
bourhood.) There is a great Number of very CQn-> 
iidrrable ri7/^^s on both Sides of the River : Here 
tilt RMts Tovter ii ihewed, and the Ptafle of the 
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\rj te ill irailj bciscre the Surj of the j 
g «p ui EUSar^ uid tfc«t tho* ce £ed to 
tfi^mdj where he buiM a fa»U hi^ h Fi^xer, they j 
IhcA him ttili, a fwuuuoj^ after hloL, «nd ckt 
vp ( and they told us, th«t there w ere Tome of 
Bmn to be fees ftiU in the FsYfr. This exti 
4iaary Death mafcei me call to mini a very partic 
wml Bnlook'd for fort of Death, that carried i 

Car Ldimurer of the Ground a fcw Days befc 
t|CfW9«. The Foot of one of his C^stit^ i 
WIS PioughiBg, vent into a Neil of W^jpi^ i 
which the whole SwMrm came out, and fct i 
Mm that hdd the Plough, and killed him in a 
Itttle Time; and his Bodv was prodi^oully iw 
with the Fojfom of fo many Stin^. But to re 
to the Rhine % all the Way from Hmcchmrmck do« 
CBkltntt^ there is on both Sides of the Ri^er h 
ing Grounds, or little Hills^ fo laid, as if man 
them had been laid by A.rt, which produce the 
Rkinljh Wine. They are indeed as well exposM to 
fmL, and cover M from Storms^ as can be imag^i 
And the Ground on thofc Hilh^ which are in i 
Places of a confiderable Height, is fo cultivs 
that there is not an Inch loft that is capable of 
provement, and this brjngeth fo much Wealth 
the Country, that all along there is a great Nun 
of coniiderable Villages. Cohlentx. is the iiroi 
Place that I faw of all that belong to the Emp 
the Situation is noble, the Rhine running beion 
and the Mofelle pafling along the Side of the Tc 
k is well fortified, the Ditch is large ; the Coun 
fcnrf is high, and the covered Way is in a goodC 
dition -, both Wallt and Counter fcarp are faced i 
Bricky and there are Rnvelins before the Corth 
but on the Side of the Mofelle it is very (lightly, 
tlfied, and there is no Fort at theEod of the Si 
Bridge that is laid over the Mofelle, fo that it 1 
c|uite open on that Side, which feemeth a ftrange 
£D6t In H Place of that Confequenpe ; But tho* 
Fortifications of $his ?U^ if ¥^1^ CQAfidcrahie, 
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its chief Defence lleth in the Fort pf Htrmarfian^ 
which is built on the Top of a very high Hill^ tha^ 
iyeth on the other Side of the Khin^^ an4 ivliicli 
commandeth this Place fo abfolut^ly, that he wh<^ 
is Mafter of Hermanjian, is always Mafter of Cokhnfi^ 
This bclongeth to the Eh^or of Triers^ whpfe £0^ 
lace Iyeth on the Eaft^Srde of the g^kine^ jijift at th0 
Foot of the Hill of Hermanftan^ and over againft thci 
Point where the Mojelle faileth into the Kkine^ fa 
that nothing can be more pleafiintly Atuated; only 
the Ground begins to rife juft fit the back of the 
Houfe with fo much Steepnefs, that there is not 
Room for Gardens or Walks. The Houfe maketh t 
great Show upon the River ; but we were told, |ha( 
the Apartments within were not anfwerable to |h0 
Outfide. I fay, we were told \ for the German Prince$ 
keep fuch Forms, that, without a great deal of ado^ 
one cannot come within their Courts^ unlefs it be 
when they are abroad themfel ves \ fo that we neither 
^t within the FaUce at Mentx,^ ^or this of Herwunt* 
ftkn. It is but a few Hours from thiif to Bonne^ where 
the Eleflor of Cologne keepeth his Cotirf .* The Place 
hath a regular Forttfieathn ; thie Walls are faced 
with Brick ; but tho' the Ditch^ which is dry, ii 
prettv broad, the Counterfcarf is in fo ill a Condition, 
that it is not able to make a great Defence. This 
Elector is the nobleft born, and the bed provided Qf 
ail the German Clergy*^ for he is Brother to the great 
Maximilian^ Duke of Bavaria ; and belides Cologne^ 
hie hath Liege^ Munfter^ and Hiiderfieim^ which are 
all great Bifliopricks : He hath been alfo fit and thirt 
ty Years in the EleEiorate : His Falace is very m<?an, 
conillting but of one Courts the half of which !« 
caft into a little Garden, and the Wood-yard is in the 
very Court ; the lower Part of the Court was a Sta*- 
ble; but he hath made an Apartment here, that 
is all fiirniflied with Figures ; where, as there are 
fdme of the Hands of the greateft Maftersy ft there 
nre a ^eat mtnv Foils to fet theft pff, iliat are fearce 
good enough fer $ign-|pofts. ' >t^ 
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The EliSzr hts « 5-wt 3»js.7 G^U Mid^Is,

tho* they bore the Imprefllocs of Rcmjr, y 
or rather Medjiilioas^ they were a!l CzmkU 
and the Imitation was fo coarfely done, th 
miuft be ezCream ii^norant in MejUis to be dc 
by them. Some lew that feeired true were 
Jate Greek Emperor'^t, Now it is very unacc 
ble what could Induce a Man to make a F 
vpon Aich Mettle^ and in fo vaft a Quantitj 
then to bury all this under Ground, efpecii 
an Age in which fo much Gold was ten Tin: 
Value of what It is at prefent ; for it is jud 
have been done about four or five hundred 
ago. 

The PriKce went out a hunting while wc 
there, with a very handfoirieGtf^ir;/ of about 
fcorc Hvrfe well mounted, fo we faw the P. 
but were not fuffered to fee the Apartment 
he lodged. There is :i great Silver Cafolette g: 
ftt with Emeraldt and Rubies^ that tho' they 
a fine Appearance, yet were a Compofition < 
Frince^s own making : His Officers alfo fhewe( 
Ba/on and Eijoer^ which they faid were of JW 
fixed by the Prince himfelf 5 but they added 
now for many Years he wrought no more in f. 
Hratorj. 1 did not eafily believe this, and 
Weight of the Plate did not approach to tl 
Quick'filver^ fo the medicinal Virtue of fixed 
cury { if there is any fuch Thing ) arc fo c: 
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dinary, that it feemed very ftrange to fee twenty or 
thirty Pound of it made up in tvo Pieces of Flate. 
A Quarter of a Mile without the Tgvjn^ the beft 
Garden of thofe Parts of Germany is to be feen, in 
which there is a great Variety oi Water-'woris^ andi 
very 'many nohic Alleys^ in the Frewf A manner, a^d 
the whole is of a very coniiderable Extent; but as 
it hath no Statue of any Value to adorn it, fo the 
Koufe about which it lieth is in Ruins : And it 
is flrange to (/be, that fo rich and fo great a Prince^ 
during fo long a Regency^ hath done fo little to in* 
large or beautifie his Buildings. Bonne and CoNentz, 
are both poor and fmall Towns. Cologne is thr^ 
Hours difiant Croin Bonne^ it is of a prodigious ]^;cr 
tent ; but ill built and worfe peopled in the remote 
Parts of it : And as the Walls are all in an ill calb^ 
fo it Is not ppflible to fortify fo vaft a Compafs a$ 
this To'wn maketh, as it ought to be witnout ^ 
Charge that would eat out the whole Wealth of thi^ 
littU State. The JenM>s live in a littk Sulfur k on the 
other Side of the Kiver^ an4 may not come over, 
without Leave obtained, for which they pay conll? 
4ffrably. There is no Exercife of the Protefiant Re* 
Uglon fttffered within the To'wns but thofe of tbQ 
Rdigton are Aiffered to live there, and they have 4 
Church at two Miles Diftance. The Arfenal her^ 
is fuitable to the Fortifications^ v«ry mean, and iU 
furniihed. The Qmre of the great Church is as higb 
in the RoQf, as any Church I ever faw ; but it C^em- 
eth the Wealth of this Place could not finilh th^ 
whole Fakrick^ fo as to a^fwer the Heighth of t^er 

?uire % for the Body of the Church is very lo'^. 
hofe that are dUjpofed to believe Legends^ have c*. 
nough here t9 oyerfet eves^ a good Degree of Cre- 
dulity, bo^b in tjie Story oif the Three Kings^ whgft 
Qh^fel^ is vi^fited with great Devotion, and ftandptib^ 
%t the £a(t-eyi4 of the . great <itfire : And 10 (Jbba.t 
xnove copioiM^fj^il^ of the eleven thoufand VrfulipL 
wttofe Chtirchi§ 9\\ ov^r fytt .of roush Tomks,^ aji.(j( 
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Rows about the Walls of the Church : Thefe FaLlcj 
are fo firmly believed by the Fc»j>{fts there, that 
the IchII Sign which one glvclh of doubting of their 
Truth, palTcth for an intallible Mark of an Here- 
tick. "Yhc J cju its h^we a great and noble Co/ir^c and 
Church here. And for Thcnilcr''s fake I went to llic 
Dominicans Houfe and Church, which is alfo verv 
great. One grows extream weary of walking over 
this great Toucn^ and doth not find enough of En- 
tertainment in it. The prefent Subjeft of their Dif- 
courfe is alfo very melancholy : The late Rel^eirm 
that was there is fo generally known, that I need 
not fay nmch concerning it. A Report was fet a- 
bout the Toinn^ by fome Incendiaries^ that the Ma- 
llftrates did eat up the fithllcli Revenue^ and were 
like to ruin the City j I could not learn what Ground 
there was for thcl'e Reports ; for it is not ordinary 
to fee Reports of that kind fly thro' a Body of Men 
without fome Foundation : It is certain, this came 
to be fo generally believed that there was a horrible 
3Diforder occafioned bv it. The Magijtratcs were glad 
to fave thcmfclves from the, Storm, and abandoned 
the To'wn to the popular Fury, fome of them having 
been made S.icrificcs to it ^ and this Rag^ held long: 
But within this lail Year, after near two Years Dif- 
order, thofc that were fcnt by the Emperor and Dy*/ 
to judge the Matter, having threatened to put the 
Toiw/i under the Imperial Bann^ if it had Jtood lon- 
ger out, VI ere received ; and have put the -M/i^i- 
Jfrates again in the Poffeffion of their Authority, 
and all the chief Incendiaries were clapt in Prifon; 
many have already fufFered, and a great many more 
are Hill in Prifon : They told us that fame Exe- 
cutions were to be made within a Week when we ^ 
-were there. Dujfcldorp is the firft confiderablc To*wn I 
below Cohine^ it is the Seat of the Duke of yulta's^ 4 
who is Duke of Ne'ijoburgh^ elded Son to the prcfent 
I^le^or Palatine. The Faiace is old and Gothick e- 
nough : But the Je/uits have there a fine College 
Hnd ft nobiaChapd^ tW X\v^x^ ^xt xc\a<YV\Ce(t Faults in 1

the Arcli'iieElure : T\\Q Frotejiant Religion is toJera- 
ted, and they have ?i Church built here wiihin thefe 
few Years, that was procured by the Intercellion 
of the Ele6lor of hrandenbtirgh^ wljo obferving ex^. 
aftly the Liberty, of Religion that WhS agreed to ia 
Cleve^ had Reafon to fee the fame as duly obfervfd 
in his Neighbourhood, in favour of his own Relt- 
lion. The Fortification here is very ordinary, the 
Ramparts being 'faced but a few Foot high with 
Brick. But Keiferfuiert^ foiiie Hours lower on the 
fame Side, which telongeth to the Eleclor of Cologne^ 
tho' it is a much worfe Town than Dujfeldorp^ yet 
it is much better fortified : It hath a very broad 
Ditch^ and a very regular Fortification : The Walls 
are coniiderably high, faced with Brick^ and fo is 
the Counter/carp^ which is alfo in a very good Con- 
dition. The Fortication of Or/y is now quite deitio« 
liflied. Rhinebergk continueth as it was; but the 
Fortification is very mean, only of Earthy fo that it 
is not capable of making a great Refinance. And JfV- 
fel^ tho' it is a very fine Toijaw, ygt it is a very poor 
Fortification^ nor can it ever be(4nade good, except 
at a vaft Expence ; for the Ground all about it be- 
ing fandy, nothing can be made there that will be 
durable, unlefs the Foundation go very deep,- or 
that it be laid upon Pi/o^> In ail thefe Tovjns one 
fees another Air of Wealth and Abundance than in 
much richer Countries^ that arc exhauiled with 
Taxes. Rees and Emmerick are good Toivns ; but 
the Fortifications are quite -Ruined. So that here is 
a rich and a populous Country^ that hath at pre- 
lent very little Def/ence, except what it hath from 
its Situation. Chve is a delicious Place, the Situa- 
tion and Profpeft are charming, and the Air is ve- 
ry pure 5 and from thence we came hither in three 
Hours. 

I will not fay one Word of the Country into which 
I am now come, for as I know that is needlefs to 
you on many Accounts, fo a FiSfure that I fee here 
in the Studt'houfe^ puts me in mind of the pcrr

the Upper-ffii '^f the lifir.ri-ziy^iss that n^cti

TrM^fliiri wouk 
teco:r.e s needlefs Thing, «r.le:'s it were for Divef 
iior.- fir.ce one finrieth r;o further Occafion for hv 
Curkfit/ :n lh:s fcarfrf than T-hrt is fuUv fatif 
fyM bv his rare Performance; yet I cannot %v\ 
over wrjtinij, without refieain; oa the Refillana 
Chat th-s PJice made when f'y n-.^nv other Phca 
liTrc fo bdfelv delivered up. tho' one doth not fee in 
the Ru-rf of the Fi^rtifisnticK here how it could 
make fo long a Rcfirt^nce? yet it was that that dem'd 
the Tide of a Prcgrcft that' made all the World fiand 
amazed 5 Jind it gave a little Time to the Dutch to 
recover themfclves out of the Contternation into 
which fo many Blows, th:it came ib thick one af- 
ter another, had (fruck them. 

But then the World faw a Chc^nfc, that tho' it 
lialh not had fo much Incenfe given to it, as the hap- 
py Conjunfture of another Fr'in:e hath drawn af^ 
tcr it, with fo much Excefs, that M the Topicks 
of Flattery fcemed cxhaufted by it, yet will appear 
to Porterity one of the fnoft furprizing Scenes in Hi- 
ftory^ and that which may be well matched with the 
Recovery of the Romnn State after the Battle of Cannt, 
When a young Frincc^ that had never before born 
Arms^ or fo much as f^n a Osmpaigrt^ who had lit- 
tle or no Council about him ; but that which was 
fuggcllcd from his own Thoughts, and that had no 
extraordinary Advantage by his Education^ cither for 
Literature or Affairs^ was of a fudden fet at the 
Hertd of a State and Army thjlt was Aink with fo 

AMn/ Uilcff, and that faw the beft Hslf of its Soil 
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torn from it, and the powerfuleft Ef^myyn the Wovld^ 
furrounded with a victorious Army^ that wtis coiK** 
manded by the brft Generals that the Age hath pro* 
duced^ come within Sight, and Ibttle his Court 4n oAt 
of its beft Tovins^ and had at the f»me Time tht 
greateft Force both by Sea and Land that hath beoll 
Icnown, united together for its OedruCtion. Wlwti 
the Inhabitants were forced, that they might favis 
themfelves from fo formidable an Enemy^ to let ltof<6 
that which on all other OccaAons is the nioft dr«ad* 
ful to them, and to dro*wn fo great a Part of theit 
Soil, for the Prefervation of the reft \ and to ^om* 
plicate together all the Miferies that a Nation xtSa 
dread, when to the general Confternation, with whicii 
fo difmal a Scene poifeiled them, a Diftra€tion with- 
in Doors feemed to threaten them with the lafl 
Strokes; and while their Army was fo ill difci>* 
plined, that they durfl fcarce promife themfelves any 
Thing from fuch feeble Troops^ after a Peace at 
Land of almoft thirty Years continuance; and while 
their chief Aliie^ that was the moft concerned ill 
their Prefervation, was, like a great paralytiok Bo- 
dy, liker to fall on thofe that it pretended to (lip- 
port, and to crufh them, than to give them any con- 
fiderabic Afliftancc. When, I fay, a young Prince came 
at the Head of all this, the very Profpeft of which 
would have auite danip'd an ordinary Courage, he ve- 
ry quickly changed the Scene\ he animated the pibllck 
Councils with a generous Vigour : He found them fink- 
ing into a Feeblenefs of hearkening to Prufofttions for 
a Pe-ace^ that were as litl(e fafe as they were honour^ 
able; but he difpofed them to refolve on ha2ard* 
ing all rather than fubmit to fuch inflimous Terms4 
His Credit alfo among the Populace feemed to in- 
fpire them with a new Life ; they eafily pdrfUaded 
themfelves, that as one W I L L I A M, Prince of 
R A NG Ej had formed their State^ fo here a- 
nother -of the fame Name feemed i^arked out to re-* 
cover and preferve it. It was thi^ Spirit of Courage 
which he derived from his owo Bmit, and infuftd 
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wi'r. r'^- : i.r^'^t it -wts v.f_-..c. thtt he hii r.?tb"n? 
t'^ tr,': t'-- '^Jt £ 2::)vd C'r'_f=- f. fi^DJrarlc Prov:- 
dt /.'-•;. ?r-iC his '-rw:. I.-:terr;tv ar^i Courag*; N:r w^.f 
5 j'.'^tft w^rAL-jg^ to fijch r.ob:? Btg-Tininrs, for hr in 
n ii.or* 'I .T*. with fe Condj:! snd Spirit bc.-ond ar."

'Ay^\A'Hi >.\\ th;it they had acquired in fo feeble a 
Mariner. And if a raw Army hdd not always Suc- 
tti't; 'a^amW nwrc numerous and better-trained Trocps^ 
Mfi'l if the want of Maiax^ines and Stores in their Al- 
iir% Comilr/, which was the chief Scene of the War^ 
ni.i'li; ili;it lie Could not foft his Army^ and wait for 
J i^''.iii.ilije (^irciimdanccs, fo that he was fometimes 
loMC'l »<i run to A5lion with a Hafte that his Nfc- 
•'•lIiiiCA iiMiw/cd up'm him ^ yet the Forcings of the 
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beginnings of a ViElory out of the Hands of the greaU 
tji General of the Age, the Facing a great Monarch 
with an Army much inferior to his^ when the other 
vr-ds too cautious to hazard an Ingagement, and in 
lliort, the Forming the Dutch Army to fuch a Pitch, 
that it became villbly Stifertor to the French^ that 
fecnied to have been fed with Conquers ; and thq . 
continuing the War till* the Prince that had facri- 
ficed the Quiet of Europe to his Glory^ was glad to 
conic and treat for a Peace in the Enemies Country ^ 
and in this very Place, and to fet all Engines on 
work to obtain that, by the Mediation of fome, and 
the JeaJoufics of other Princes : AH thefe are fuch 
Performances, that Pofterity will be difpofed to r^nk 
them rather aii^ong the Ideas oF what an imaginary 
* Hero could do, than with what could be really tranf- 
aSled in fo fhort a Time, and in fuch a Manner, And ' 
in Conclulion, every Place that belonged to thefe 
States^ and to their Neighbours along the Rhine^ to- 
gether with a great many in Flanders^ being reftored, 
thefe Provinces Ao now fee themfelves ui^der his hap- 
py Conduct^ re-eHa1}liihed in their former Peace and 
Security, And tho^ fome Scars of fuch deep Wounds

TH £ Grifont Country ia much more barren 
than Switx^rUnd, becaufe 'tis wholly upon 
i4* ^9Ulit»in$t vhlcb l^T<)4»c« nothing at lUl, yet 



notwithflanding (all ExcejOs and Luxury being baaiflt- 
cdtfrom amofigft theoi, ai^ the . lyilj^abit^nts being 
extreamly laborious) there are none tjl^ .be iben thetitf 
that are very poor and needy 5 but they live at Eafe, 
and there' aiiB a great many Gentry of. good Efiates. 
Their Government is altogether Fofular 5 there are 
but three- or four Royalties -belongiiw jto. Nobility 
in all the Country, All the refl of their Lands uri 
in Demefo, which may yet well be called Royalties 
too, becaufe exempt from allDues and Payments what- 
foever. There is nothing at all to be paid for bring* 
ing into the Country any fort of Goods or Merchan- 
di2:es, or for exporting of. tliem thence j every one 
there fully enjoys the Fruit of h^s own JLabours^ 
and the Revenues of bis Land : Altho^ the Wine they 
drink is brought upon Hories four or five. Days Jour- 
ney, yet they have it cheaper there than in moft 
Parts of Italy op France, where it fo plentifully grows. 
Th^re are Villages upon the very Tops of the Moun-^ 
tains coaiidiBg of one hundred and iifty, and two 
hundred Houfes apiece \ and altho^ they have no' Corn 
or Grain that'grows there, and but veryjittle Grafs^ 
yet the Pea/ants keep three or four hundred Horfes^ 
which they hnploy to carry Goods and Merchandizes^ 
which turns to fo good Account that they live very 
well, and want nothing either for the NeceiHty or 
Convenience of Life. , The Inns upon the Moun- 
tains are very good $ and there is always to be had, 
beAdes good Bread and Wine, great Quantity of Game 
and Veaifon, according to the Seafon of the Year^ 
good Trouts ^ very good Chambers, and Beds after 
the manner of the Country. When you leave the 
QriJoHs Country, and are come, into the Country ojr 
(Shavenne^ the People begin to fpeak broken Italian .* 
Alth^^ this latter is a more fertile Country, yet the 
Inhabitants and feafants 4q not live fo well slb ia 
the Grlfons Country 5 for thai the Natives are more 
flothful and lazy, and here again there are abundance

Remarks upon the Lakes* : 

IDo not know that in the Kingdom of Fruttce^ a^ 
it waf thirty Years Ance, there were any Lakesj 
except perhaps in the Mountains of DaufhinK Ftom 
the LaU of Jour to the Lake of Garde, which is.at 
Defenefan^ between Rrejfe and Veronne^ in the Ter- 
ritories of Venice^ there are a great Number of Lakes ; 
one of the moft conftderable is that of Geneva \. then 
thereistheLtflreof Neijochattely theL^it^of d^Yver- 
dun^ the Lake of Morat^ the Lake of Bienne^ the 
Lake of Quinti^ the Lake of Lucern^ the . Lake oZ 
Conftance, the Lake of Valeftat^ and many others in 
the Mountains of SneitTjcrland^ There is on the o- 
ther Side of the Mountains a great and confiderable 
Lakej cailed Come^ alfo the Lake of Lugane^ the Lake 
Major ^ which is above iixty Miles long, andlikewiib 
the Lake de Garde. All thefe Lakes are replenifh'A 
with nioft excellent Fiih, and particularly Trouts i, 
but in the Lake de Garde thereis found an admirable 
Fifh, called Carfion^ which is far more delicate 
than eit her Troftf or Salmon ; but they arc not fo great^ 
for thofe of the largeil Size do not weigh above lif* 
teen Pounds. I do not think that in airy Part of 
Europe there are fo many &ne. Lakes to be found in 
lb narrow a Compafs, as thofe which 1 have here 
mentioned.

The Duke of jF7o* 
rince thdught there wat no* Way to fecure himildf 
of this great City, but by depopulating of it, and 
ruining the Trade, which renderM it fo potent, fo 
that at prefent there is not any Trade there at all. 

The City of Sienhw was alfo formerly a very fine 
Commonwealth, and had in it many noble, rich, and 
t>owerful Familiej{ ^ but flnce that the Dulce of Flo* 
rence hath reduced it to his Obedience, he hath 
ruinM moft of the Nobility and Gentry, many of 
them retiring into Frarfce^ and into the Territories 
of fonie of the Princes of lial^. 

As to- the City of Florence Hftlf, it is cxtreamly 
decayed to what it ^tf ftnce it eame under the Qo* 
vemment of the Houlb ofMedich* It is plain from 
the Hiftory of Af^rftiifW, and other ItalUn Authon 
that liv^d in thofe Titees, that it was three timet 
inore populous when it was a Republick than it is 
How. The irreat Du1i» keeping his Court and Re^ 
lidence there, one would think fhould make the City 
fiourilh the mor^ ^ yet it wants tf gr^t deal of that 
Luftre and Splendor it had what it Was a Common^ 
wealth*

All the Fafti 
who have rei^Vd iince iaaofrfff *s Time, bavft-fousd 
fuch a irreat Advantage to dmnfieives by thcfii Lava 
of D'innii OJ^fia^ that they have co&tiAiied thcaa 
ever iince ; and- it is at prcicnC a ve^ xonfidrrahie 
Part of the Ecclefiaftical Revenue. The Subdance of 
vrhich (aid Lav or Ordinance is this, Tk^t no firjbm 
^johatfotver is fuffiT^^ to fell Com to any StrsMgtti \ 
ifut aH thofe tkmt knve any^ art fklig^d to feiLii £t 
a Frice ctrtttln. to tht EcclefiaftiGiii Chamber $ Yhich 
iff not at the moll above one Moiety of the rt^ Va^ 
Jue ; and then the Ecclefiaftical Chnmber fells it again 
at double the Price. In Italy there is no Perfoo, 
either in City or Country^ in the I'ofr^s Dominions^ 
who is permitted to make their own Bread, but 
every one is obliged to buy it of the Eakers\y who 
zrc appointed by the Chamber .• In each Vinaie and 
JHoroiigli there is but one B^her eAablifhed by the 
Chamlfer to make and fell Bread : The Baker is pb- 
iit^ed to take the Corn of the Chamker at a certain 
Price^ and to make the Bread of fnch a Quantity and 
IVcjKht, and at n Price certain. Ifi the great Cities, 
^n^tKome^ there are very r\\tny Bakers^ who are all 
obliged to buy a certain Quantity of Corn, of the 
Effleft^Jthal Chamk<r fw a whole Jpisr to come, %hich 



tliey pay for before-hand, and give ten Crowns to 
rtrc Salme or Meafure^ when at tht ftnfleTime th^ 
Chamber bought it of the particular Perfons for five 
Crowns, at the BeglnQing of the- Year; all the Ba» 
Jfers .are obliged to taj^e the fame Q^iiantity of Com 
for the Year- cnftting, altho' fometimes they have a 
great Deal of the ralV. Year's Corn xxpon their Hands, 
which they muft deliver to the Chamber for five 
Crowns the Saime or Mea/ure^ and' then the very 
fame Corn is fold th^m again . for ten Crowns. I 
do not believe that thcr<e is any Countr>' in the 
■Worid, that draws more Profit from jtheir Subje£)s 
for Corn, than the Fope doth in his Dominions^ which 
hath been partly the jCaufe of the Huin of the Ec^ 
jclefiaftkal Efiate^ fincc the Eftablifhnient of the faid 
LinjOy which was abour thirty Years iirtce. The 
Country is unpeopied, and great Part of the Lands 
lie walte and uncultivated, becaufe it is not worth 
while to manure them, when the greateft Advan^- 
tage and Profit arifing thereby, goes to the Fope, 
In travelling tjiro' the. Eccl^fiajiical Turrttories \u 
Romania^ and between jRoifff and Naples^ there are 
vaft Quantities of Land un manured, A Traveller 
pafling thro* the Eftatc of a Roman frlnze^ told the 
Frinee^ upon hw rjrturn to Naples ^ he 'Mouldy if he 
fhfiifei^ fend htm Husbandmen that fhould manure his 
Lands ^ thinking t^«t k had been for want of La* 
boufers that the Laildc lay void and wade. The 
Frince told him, Tiiat he did nat nnant People to 
jcultivt^e his Lands ; kut becaufe they nwre obliged 
tff fell ktl their Corm^md Grain to /Ae Chamber at 
4t very loijo FrUe^ it t»Qulfi not quit Ccfi to manure 
.0»ji cultivtite it^ 
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Touching the ReduHion of the Interejl cf

EVERY Body almoft knows vhat 'tis which 
in lulyj and efpecially at Rome^ they call the 
Monies ; it is much like the Rentf upon the Town-

four percent, Interefl : This they call at Home the 
Eftablifhment of the Monte^ that 15, the Creation of 1 
certain Officers, and the AlTignment of feveral Renli j 
for the Payment of thofe who have lent Moaiey to I 
the Fofe. The prefent Fofe^ finding the Cknt^er \ 
engaged to the annual Payments of 1 know« not how < 
maiv Millions of Rom^n Cron»ns Inter^ft 't(y tfcolk 
that had Jent Money upon the \Mo/»fe, refolved in 
part to reduce and leffeh the great Siim of Mond^ 
■which the Intercft amounted to,' and having fbr this 
■purpofe raifed feveral Millions of Roman Crormns^ he 
acquainted thofe that had Money lipon the Montt^ , 
that they fliould come and reccvve their princfptl 
Money, unlefs they would take tlirce per Cent, Intt- ' 
reft, for the four jer Cent, which. the yformerlrte- j 
ceived : Whereupon there being reaHy no TradV la j 
all the Ecclefiaftical Territories, and the Lands W6tth ' 
nothing, and that the Eftates -of the Nobility were 
all fold to a Penny, all PeHbn^'whdhad'^Money up- 
on the Monte^ not knowing how to'imploy.it-^to 
Advantage elfewhere, let it there remain, contenting 
themfelves with three fer Cent, inflead of four ftr 
Cent, which they had before. So that by this means 
every one concerned loft a fourth Part of their Year- 
ly Income, and the CA^i^i/r^r* got I know not how 
many Millions of Croowwx Yearly by this Retrench*

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. It is almoft incredibk the imvaenCeSvLtm tbt JPops 
hath raifedbx^retrencliing of.many fupecfluous Ez« 
peaces, and^extinguifhing feveral Offices to .'wdiidl 

freat Satieties were:paid by the £,cckft(\fiicnl OHam^ 
er^ and by divers other Meaoff. Thole whlb lare 
^ell informed in thefe Mutters, do for certain af- 
£rm, that all the SubAdies which the Poj^^jbuth 
jremitted to the Emperor and ^tn^ o( Folarfd, to

I know feveral very pleafant Stories of the Jer 
/kits at Naplesr The Frince -of Sftlerme gave them 
a Moiety of a ffreat Houfe which he had at Naples j 
and thereupon an Infcription was engraven in Car 
vital Letters upon the Front) fpicce of the HouCe^ 
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of tbe Donation thereof, given to the ye/ults by%i 
faid Frince ; within thefc few Years, -the Jefuitf 
have turn'd the Heirs of the FrMe'6£Salerme o\iV 
of Poffefllon of the other Moiety bf the faid Hbuf<) 
and have defaced the Infcriptidn upon the HovTe: 
And all this they have done bv Colour of Law and 
Juftice. . Upon the firft Eftablifhmcnt of the Soci- 
ety of JefuiU^ the Curthufians of I^aples^ who are 
very rich, voluntarily afligncd them a Yearly Fen- 
fion of fcveral thouQind Ducats \ byil the CarthuJUns 
perceiving that of late Years feveral of the JefwU 
vrtxe grown mighty rich, refblvcd to withdraw the 
faid Fenjion : The ye/usts iitreupon went to L^w 
vith them, and obtained Sentence that the faid Fen- 
fioH Ihould be continued. The y^ft^U have got a 
very confiderable Part of the Lands of the Nobility 
In the Kinidom of Naples, All the Religious:, of 
«^hat Order foever they be, who hk^ Hbuftnt ^t 
Naples^ have the Privilege of p'urchafihg all Honfcf 
that are contiguous to them, on the oiie Side or the 
other, to the very End of the Street, in order tp 
make their Houfes intire, and to ftand alone like aii 
JJland 5 and for this Purpofc they have no more to 
do, than only to. pay. the Proprietor for his Hdufe, not 
according to the prefent Value; bat as it was laft 
fold, perhaps fifty, flrty, or one hundred Years ago^ 
and fo hath defccndcd from Father' to Son fucteT-' 
ftvely to the Perfon then in Poffefllon. • '
